Realme, to his Highneſle and the State, His Maieſtie being no laſle gratiouſly diſpoſed , and 
willing (in all tonuenient ſoꝛt) to giue contentment and pleaſure to his owne eyes and minde, by 
the ſight of his moſt Loyallandlouing Subtects, then they are infinitely deſirous to enioy the 
happineſſe of his Mateſties perſon and pꝛeſente, who (wee doubt not) long bekoze this time is 
already ſafe in this his Realme of England, though his Maieſtie fozbeareth to come pzeſently to 
his Citie of London, vntill thoſe things can beſet in readineſſe, which are fit and honourable foꝛ 
the reception of lo great and mightie a King.

William Ruthen and Patricke Ruthen, and being appꝛehended oꝛ arreſted, foꝛth with, ſpeedily, and 

without any delay, to bꝛing them, oꝛ tauſe them to be bzought vnder ſome ſafe cuſtodie, befoze 

ſomeofhis Highneſſe mioſt Honozable Pꝛiuie Connlell, there to be pzoceeded with and o2dered, 

accozding as Juſtice ſhall require: And herein not to falle, as they and enery of them tender 
their duety to his highneſſe, and will anſwere the contrary at their vttermoſt perils. 

And the Kings moſt Excellent Mateſtie doeth mozeoner ſtraightly charge and command all 

and euery Searcher, Cuſtomer and Officer ofany Poꝛt within this Realme, and all other his 
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Highneffe Subietts, of what Nature, qualitie and condition ſoeuer Hee oꝛ they bee, to whoſe

as partakers and abettours of their malicious pꝛactiſes and intentions, foꝛ which they ſhal feele 
the weight ot his heauieſt indignation, And il at any time, any Subiects of his (out of their du⸗ 
tie) ſhall diſcouer the perſons afozeſayd, oz their reſidence, and yet ſhall not find themſelues able 
to purſue them, his Maieſtie doth command them, to call foz the aide and aſſiſtance of his High- 
neſſe Officers, oꝛ any other his Subiects, whome his Mateſtie doeth allo ſtraitly charge and 
commaund hereby, to bee ayding and aſſiſting herein, as they will anlwere co the contrary at 
their vttermoſt perils.

—_— 4 feſt to them all by ſome publique declaration, how great a deſire it hath wzought in our 
SAS» 5 heart toſhew our gracious acceptation of their deuotion towards vs, whenſoeuer there 
Fi 7% 2 ſhall be offered either occaſion oꝛ ſubiect, that may concerne their vniuerſall good. Foꝛ 
ee WAL | though it be true, that our Right was ſo aſſured, that whattoeuer teſtimonie could thereof 
A — 5 8 1 be vttered, was but the duetie ol Hubiects, acknowledging that faith and lor alty where- 
unto by the Lawes ol God and Nature they were bound: yet do we confeſſe, that there is in the true rules ol Juſtice from 
the Soueraigne to the Subiect a recipꝛoc all office and reſpect, which they are bound in honour and conſcience to obſerue. 
The conſideration whereok, hath moued vs to thinke of ſuch waxes, as foꝛ the pꝛeſent did occurre vnto vs, wherein wee 
might make manifeſt to our people, how willing we are now, a will be ready hereafcer,tobe as fozward in requiting their 
loue, as they haue bin in expzeſſingit. Jn which conſideration while we were buſted, we were info:zmed that the Queene 
our Siſter deceaſed, finding ſome few peeres befoze her death, that ſome things had paſſed her hand at the impoꝛtunitie of 
her ſcruants, who ſhe was willing to reward with litle burden to her eſtate (otherwiſe by neceſſary occaſions exhauſted.) 
which though they had and might haue foundation in Pꝛincely pꝛerogatiue, yet either by too large extending thereof, 02 
fo: the moſt part in reſpect that they were of ſuch nature, ag could hardly be put in vſe without hinderance to multitudes 
ok people, oꝛ ciſe committed to inferiour perſons, who in the execution therofdid ſo exceedingly abuſe the ſame, as they be⸗ 
came intollerable: Dad purpoled to reuoke all Grants ot that nature, and did beginne with ſome, which were held moſk 
vmutt, putting the reſt to the examination ol her Lawes to ſtand oz kal, as in the conſtruction of Law they might conſiſt, oꝛ 
not. me, who though we had neuer had ſuch an example. were euer oppoſite in our owne nature to any thing that had 
colour of oppꝛeſſion, holde it our part not onely carefully to perfect all her good intentions, but to ſtudy further by all 
good meanes, a with all expedition to put in pꝛactiſe all other courſes whereby a people ſo louing, ſo dutifull, and ſo deare 
vnto vs, may know and fcele that we are as deſirous to make them happy by our Juſtice and grace towards them in all 
reaſonable things, as they haue bene ready to increaſe our comfozt and contentment in peelding their loyalty and obe⸗ 
dience towards our eſtabliſhment in thoſe Rights, which vnder God wee doe enioy. Therefoze we doe expꝛelly charge 
and command all perſons whatſocuer, That from hencefoozth they vtterly deũſt and koꝛbeare to vſe oꝛ execute any ma⸗ 
ner of Charter oz Graunt made by our late Siſter the Mueene deceaſed, of any kind ot Monopolies, oz ot any power oꝛ 
Licence to diſpence with. oꝛ diſcharge any maner ol penall Lawes (except ſuch Grants onely, as haue bene made to any 
Coꝛpoꝛation oꝛ Company of any Art oz Myſterie, oz foz the maintenance oz enlargement of any trade ot merchandize)vn- 
till luch time as the ſame Charter oꝛ Grant ſhall be examined a allowed of by vs. with the aduiſe ol our Counſell,to bee fit 
to be put in execution, without any pꝛeiudice to our louing Subiects. And whereheretofoze many haue bene greatly 
pꝛeiudiced and delayed in ſuing loꝛ their debts and other dueties by ſundꝛy kind of Pꝛotections, a by pꝛetence of other Pꝛi⸗ 
uiledges and exemptiong: nde charge and command, and our expꝛeſſe wil and pleaſure is, That no Pꝛotection, Pꝛiuiledge 
oꝛ exemption to delay any perſons Suite oꝛ Action, ſhall from hencełooꝛth be receiued oꝛ allowed in any our Courts oz els 
where, which are oꝛ ſhall be contrary oz repugnant to the Lawes okthis Realme. 

And kurthermoꝛe, we will and command, that no aſſignements of Debts oz Actions be made vnto vs by any that ts, oz 
pꝛetendeth to bee indebted vnto vs, who is otherwiſe able and ſufficient by himſelfe, oꝛ by his Sureties, readily to pay the 
ſame Debt, noꝛ any aſlignement taken to our vſe ofany Debt, other the ſuch,as ſhal then appeare to be a iuſt a true Debt. 
Ind koꝛ that wee are certainely inkoꝛmed ol many great diloꝛders andabuſes, to the great griefe ot our louing Subiects 


as well by Salt petermen and ſuch as haue oz pꝛetend to haue Commiſſion and Authoꝛitie to make Salt peter, as alſo by 
ſundꝛie Puruepoꝛs and Takers cf Carts and other pꝛouiſions koꝛ our vie and ſeruice: Thereloꝛe wee doe expꝛelly charge 
and command, that the ſaid Salt⸗petermen. Purucyozs 4 Takers, hauc eſpeciall care to execute their Offices and Autho- 
rities without any maner of oppꝛeſſion, grieuance oꝛ wꝛong to be done to any our louing Subiects. And if they that 
haue the Commiſſiong.ſhall abuſe the execution of them contrarie to this our declaration, we are pleaſed that ſuch, as 
ſhall be grieued there with, ſhall reſozt to vs oꝛ our Councell with their complaints. And we doe alſo giue expꝛeſſe charge 
and commandement to all Lawyers, Atturnepes, Officers and Clarkes,ofand in any our Courts ot Juſtice whatſocuer, 
Eccleſiaſticall oꝛ Tempozall, that they noꝛ any of them extoꝛt oz take any vndue oꝛ exceſſiue ees, but ſuchonely as are al- 
lowed to be had oꝛ taken in the lame Courts, And to the ende that our pleaſure and commaundement may bee duely 
and effectually perfozmed, and obſerued in the pꝛemiſſes: Mee doe hereby notiſie and declare, that whoſocuer ſhall pꝛe⸗ 
ſume to bꝛeake oz violate in any thing afozeſayd our Ropall commaundements, they ſhall thereby incurre our indignati⸗ 
on and difpleaſure, And that vpon complaint and pꝛoole thereot made, we will not faile to pꝛoceede to ſuch ſeuere puniſh- 
ment againſt ſuch offenders accoꝛding to their demerits, as ſhall bee fit fo2 ſo high and contemptuous an oſtence. Theſe 
graces aboue ſpeciſied, as we doe pꝛeſently extend to our people, and doe intend others hereafter when we ſhall vnderſtand 
moꝛe particularly wherein wee may peelde them comfozt : So becauſe things wel meant map in the maner of the exe- 
tution ofthem be abuſer; and Complaints grounded vpon tilt cauſes, may in the crauing of remedy be accompanied with 
offenſiue pꝛoceedings, Me haue thought good to admonilh our Subiects, that wee doe expect at their hands, that it in the 
things aboue ſpeciſied, oꝛ in any other wherwith they ſhal find themſelues grieued ( which haue not pet come to our know⸗ 
ledge) they ſhall haue cauſe to ſeeke any thing at our hands, they (all fozbeare all aſſembling and flocking together in 
multitudes, but ſhall in lawtull and decent maner without numbers, without clamoꝛ, oꝛ any other kind of Tiſozder, reſoꝛt 
to vs oꝛ our Councell by way or humble Petition; from whom they ſhall receiue ſuch ant were, as chall welke manifeſt the 
zeale we haue to the obleruation ot Juſtice, and maintenance of their welfare, if their Complaints be iuſt. And on the o⸗ 
ther ſide, il we ſhal perceiue that their petitions ſbal ſauour or humoꝛ, and tend only tc llaunder and calumniatic n, and in⸗ 
deed haue no other foundation but ſuch as often happeneth in vulgar people, vnder pꝛetence of ſceking xublike redꝛeſſeg 
to vtter pꝛiuate malice: e would haue them vnderſtand hereby, that they ſhall not onely diſpleaſe vs therin, but finde 
that we hold it no lelle the Office ol a Pzince to Pꝛotect their Magiſtrates and Officers, and an publique perſons in their 
iuſt cauſes, then to giue redꝛeſſe to the vulgar ſozt, when they haue indeede cauſe to complaine, againſt all perſons how 
great ſoeuer they be in rule oz dignitie vnder vs: Reſeruing to our ſelfe the Night iultly appertaining to our Pzerogatiue, 
fo: that we would not haue it concetued, that in doing thele things out of our Grace, we doe intend to rencunce thoſe an: 
cient dueties and Pꝛiuiledges, which haue deſcended vpon vs with the ſucceſſion of our Bingdemegs. And foz that 
we are inkoꝛmed. that there hath bene hcretofoze great neglect in this Kingdome ol lieeping the Sabbath day : Foz bet⸗ 
ter obſeruing ofthe ſame, and auoyding of all impious pꝛophanation ot it, wee do ſtraightip charge and cemmaund, that 
no Beare-bayting,Bul-bapting, Enterludes. common Plapes, oꝛ other like diſo:dered oz tnlawful Exerciſes oꝛ Paſtimeg 
be frequented, kept oꝛ vſed,at anp time hereafter vpon any Sabbath dap.

And yet ot his Pꝛincely Cle- 
mencie and Benignitie, now in the beginning of his moſt happy and pꝛoſperous Reigne towards all his louing Sub⸗ 
iects, is gractoully pleaſed, and doeth by theſe pꝛelents vouchſale to publiſh to all his Subiects his intention and deter⸗ 
mination therein, to the end that none ol them, (which his Mateſtie deſireth) might hereafter incurre the ſeueritie and 
puniſhment ofthe ſayd Lawes and Statutes: but life good and naturall Subiects koꝛ their owne ſaletie and good, obey 
and obſcrue the ſame.

And 
that ik any perſon 02 perſons, all, after this Pꝛoclamation made andpubliſhed,offendin any ofthe pꝛemiſes, againſt any 
ofthe ſaid Lawes and Statutes, that then he ſhall not onely vndergo and ſuffer the ſeuere ſentence and puniſhment ol 
the ſame, al well fo: ſuch offences hereafter to be attempted oꝛ done, as foꝛ the like offences fozmerly committed, but alſo 
ſuch paines and penalties as may be inflicted vpon ſuch as wilfully contemne and diſobey his Commandement Ropal. 
And his Maieſtie doeth further charge and command al Juſtices, Officers and Miniſters whatſoeuer, to whom in 
theſe caſes it doth appertaine, that they fromhencefozth diligently and carekully looke to the due executing, alwel of the 
ſaid Lawes and Statutes and cuery of them, as of his Maieſties plealure and Royal Commandement,ſignifiedand 
declared by theſe pzcſents, And that without reſpect ol any peſon oz perſons of what eſtate oz degree ſoeuer, as they wil 


anſwere the contrary at their vttermoſt perill.

the Kealmes , highly to his Maieſties contempt, and fruſtrating of his Highnelle Commiſſion graunted to the effeci 
atozeſapd. 

And therefoze his Maieſtie fo: the better ſatiſfaction of all his good Dubtects, who may ſtand in any doubt of the ſays 
Union, and to take away all pꝛetence of excuſe from wicked and turbulent perſons, hath hereby thought good to publiſh 
and make knowen to all thoſe to whoſe knowledge theſe pꝛeſents ſhall come, That as his Maieſtie hath found in the 
hearts of all the beff diſpoſed Subiects of both the Kealmes ol all qualities, a moſt earneſt deſire, that the ſayd happy 
Union ſhould bee perfected, the memozy of all pꝛeterite Diſcontentments abolithed, and the Inhabitants ol both the 
Realmes to be the Subiects ofone Kingdome: ſo his Highnes will with all conuentent diligence with the aduice ofthe 
Eſtates and Parliament ot both the Kingdomes make the ſame tobe perſited. And in the meane time till the ſayd danion 
be eſtabliſhed with the due ſolemnitie aloꝛeſapd, his Mateſtie doth hereby repute, hold, and eſteeme, and commands all his 
Dighnes Subiects to repute, hold, and eſteeme both the two Realmes as pzeſently vnited, and as one Realme and Ring⸗ 
dome, and the Subiects ol both the Realmes as one people, bꝛethꝛen and members ol one body: And in regard thereof, 
that euerp one of them abſtaine and fozbeare to commit any kinde of Nobberp, Bloodſhed, oz any other inſolence oz diſoꝛ⸗ 
der, oz to receiue and harbour the Perſons, iues, Childꝛen oꝛ Goods ot the Fugitiues and Outlawes of either of the 
Realmes, but to conteine themſelues in peace and quietnes.and all ſuch dutitull behauiour as becommeth good and lopall 
Subiects, certifying all and euerp perſon who ſhall doe, pꝛactiſe, oꝛ attempt any thing to the violating oftheſe Pꝛeſents. 
that they chall incurre the punichment due to the card Rebels, and that the ſame ſhall be executed againſt them with all 
rigoꝛ and extremitp to the terroꝛ of others.

mooue of great numbers of the pzincipall Gentlemen out of the ſeuerall Counties, aſwell of ſuch as 
haue charge there, as Deputie Lieutenants, oꝛ Comnuſſioners foꝛ the Muſters oz foꝛ the Peace, as 
others with their whole families, both th'execution of things incident to their charge is omitted, and 
Hoſpttalitie exceedingly decayed, whereby the reliefe of the pooꝛer ſoꝛt ot people is taken away, who 
had from ſuch Houles much comfoꝛt and eaſe towards their lining: Fozremedy ofthe inconuent- 
ences like to grow thereby, and alſo fo2that we finde the ſickneſſe already ſomewhat fozward with- 
in our City of London, which by concourſe of people abiding there is very like to be increaſed,and im⸗ 
poꝛteth vs alwel foꝛ our peoples ſake, as foꝛ the ſafety of our owne Perſon ( who foꝛ the moſt part liue 
in places neere the laid City) to pzenent by all pꝛouident meanes: Wee haue bene mooued rather to 
want foꝛ a time the contentment wee haue in the ſight and reloꝛt of our Subtects to vs, then foꝛ our 
owne pꝛiuate delight, to giue way to ſo great a miſchiefe, as the continuail reſoꝛt hither may bꝛeed.

Q our Subiects either by Land oz Sea: Bet we are not ignoꝛant, that 
our late deare ſiſter the late Queene of England, had of long time 
warres with the King of Spaine, and during that time gaue Licences and Commiſſions to di⸗ 
uers of her, and our now Subtects, to ſet out and furniſh to Sea, at their charges, diners ſhips 
warlikly appointed, foꝛ the ſurpaiſing and taking ofthe ſaid Kings ſubiects and goods, and foz 
the enioping of the ſame, being taken and bzought home as lawfall Pꝛize. By vertue of 
Which Licences and Commuſſions, our ſaid Subtects,in the zeale and affection which they bare 
tothe good of their Countrey, in the annopance and ſpoyle ofthe publike enemy ofthis State at 
that time, and in maintenance employment ofthe Shipping and Mariners of England,other- 
wiſe thꝛough ſcant of Traffique at that tine, not ſufficiently ſet on woꝛke; Did furniſh out to the 
Seas diners Ships warlikly appointed, to their exceeding charge, vpon confidence to enioy 
what goods ſoeuer they ſhould take during the ſaid Uoyage, belonging tothe King of Spaine, 
oꝛ to any of his Subiects, accozding tothe tenour oftheir ſeuerall Commiſſions. 

And whereas diners of them, ſithens our tomming by the grace and fauour of God to the 
Imperiall Crowne oftheſe our Realmes and Domintons, haue taken by colour of the ſaide 
Commiſſions, diuers Ships and goods belonging tothe Subiects ofthe King of Spaine, not 
knowing ofany alteration oz diſcontinuance of the fozmer warre betweene Spaine and Eng⸗ 
land, and thereby are like to bee extreamely hindzed , oꝛ rather many of them vndone (being a 
great number of our good and ſeruiteable Subiects) if they may not bee ſuffered to enioy ſuch 
Goods as they haue ſo taken, befoꝛe any notite giuen vnto them ot the diſcontinuance of the ſaid 
late warre: Wee in our Paincely condition, hauing (aboue all things) tender care ot the good 
eſtate of our louing and dutifull Subiects, and willing to gine encouragement to all others

warre) thereby taken any Ships, oꝛ Goods belonging to any the Subtects of the King of 
Spaine, and are already returned into any of our Dominions, ſhall quietly cnioy the ſayde 
Shippes and goods taken as afoꝛeſapd. | 

And further our will and pleaſurets, That whatſocucr ſhippes oz goods belonging to any 
Subtect of the laid king of Spaine, hath beene oꝛ ſhall bee taken at Sea, oꝛ land by any of our 
Subiects by colour of any Commiſion whatloener, after the ſaid foure and twentieth day of A- 
pꝛill laſt: The ſame ſhall be foozthwith ſequeſtred from the Takers, to the vle of the true Pꝛo⸗ 
pꝛietaries, and reſtoꝛed vnto them vpon the firſt claimes and pꝛooles of their pꝛopertie, without 
any long oꝛ chargeable ſuite of Law, 

And we further will and command, That all ſuch our men of warre, as be now at Sea, ha- 
uing no ſufficient Commiſſion as afoꝛeſaid, and haue taken, oꝛ ſhal go to Sea hereafter, and ſhal 
take any the ſhips, oꝛ goods of any ſubiett of any Pꝛintes in league, oꝛ amitie with vs, ſhall bee 
reputed and taken as Pirates, and both they and all their acceſſaries, maintainers, comfoz- 
ters, abbettoꝛs, and partakers ſhall ſuffer death as Pirates, and acceflaries to piracie , with 
confiſcation of all their landes, and goodes, accoꝛding to the ancient lawes of this Kealme.

That is, that it hath bene diſtouered to Us by ſeuerall perſons,that 
one Anthony Copley, the ponger bꝛother of one Copley that is lately returned from fozreine 
parts into this Countrep, hath dealt with lone to be ofaconſptracie to vie ſome violencevpon 
our Perſon, whereby muſt either haue followed perill to our life, oꝛ danger ok innouation in 
our State. Which Anthony Copley, hauing bene ſought foꝛ ſince his pꝛactiling with others, by 
the ozdinary Offiters and numſters of our State, in plates about our Court, and our Citie of 
London, cannot yet be found: Soas it ſeemeth he lurketh verptloſelp, awapting oppoꝛtunitie 
to attempt his treaſonable purpoles, oꝛ to pꝛocure other of our Subiects to tonſpire with him 
in ſo diſloyall a fact. 

Wherefoꝛe we haue found it neceſſary to make publike declaration to all our people of his 
wicked purpoſe, knowing well that all true and loyall Subiects, howſoeuer diutded from the 
State in matter of Religion, will abhozre fo vngracious and traiterous a minde, of which 
good affection wee require them all to make pꝛoofe, by doing their endeuours to diſconer and 
appꝛehend the ſayde Anthony Copley whereſoeuer hee may bee found: Charging all Lieute- 
nants, Deputie Lientenants, Juſtices of Peace, Maiozs, Shiriffes, Conſtables, and all o⸗ 
ther our Miniſters whomſoeuer, to be diligent in enquiring and ſearching foꝛ the ſaid Antho- 
ny Copley: whom if they ſhall happen to take, Our pleaſure is they ſend him pꝛeſently to our 
Pꝛiuie Connſell, oz to ſome of our oꝛdinary Magiſtrates, to abide the triall of our Lawes foz 
his fact. And do further declare, That it any perſon of our Realmeſhall conceale, harbour, 
keepe 02 maintaine the ſayd Anthony Copley, after they haue by this our Pꝛotlamation, oꝛ o⸗ 
therwile, notice of his traiterous purpole : Mee mut, as there is iuſt cauſe, extend againſt 
them the power of our indignation, and the rigour or our Lawes, though We ſhall be ſoꝛy to 
ind any ſuch occaſion giuen by any of our Subiects whom we doe hold fo deare.

A Proclamation for reformation of great 
abuſes in Meaſures. 


— = Hereas foꝛ the auoiding of varietie and deteits of Weights andMeaſures, 
J & diuers Statutes, Acts and good O2dinances haue heretofoze beene made, 
That one Weight, and one Meaſure ſhould bee vſed th:oughout the 
Realme, And where, accozding to the Statutes made in the cleneuth and 
2 JI ewelfth peeres of the reigne of the late king of famous:memozte King 
| Henry the ſeuenth, there were made, ſent, and delinered into diners Cities 
7 00 N 2 and Townes. ſpecified in a Schedule vnto the ſayd Acte of 1.H7., anner- 
—— e d, Weights and Mcaſurcsof Bꝛaſſe arcozdingto the Standards thereof 
remaunng inthe Trealurie of the Exchequer, to remaine in the keeping ofthe Matoz, Bayliffe, oz 
other head Officer fo the time being, ofeucry of the ſame Citie oꝛ Towne, as the kings Standard 
or weight and Meaſure, with authoꝛitte and power giuen bythe ſame Statute, to the laydMato?, 
Gatliffe, oꝛ other head Officer, hauing the layd weights and Meaſures, to mahe ſigne and pꝛint like 
weights and Mealures vnto euerp of the kings ſubiects, duely requiring the ſame , as by the ſapde 
tatutes moze àt large appeareth: And whereas allo our late Soucraigne Lady Eltzabeth late 
Qutcen of England, being enfoꝛmed that the laid Standard mealures remaining in thoſe Cities and 
Townes, foꝛ the moſt part were by long tontinuance of time, oꝛ fo: want of good keeping, oꝛ other de⸗ 
fects 02 abuſes, differing ⁊ not agreeing with the ancient Standard of Meaſures remaining in her 
Highneſſe Exchequer at weſtminſter, by occaſion whereof the Mcaſures commonly vled within the 
Realine wert vntertam, varying one from another, to the great ſlander of the ſame, the diſquieting 
of the Subiects, and the deteiuing of many both buyers and ſellers, Did giue oꝛder and tcommande⸗ 
ment to the L. Treaſurer and vnder Trealurer, to cauſe all the antient Standard mealures ot all 
thoſe ſeuerall Cities and Townes ts be bꝛought in befoꝛe them at the Exchequer at Weſtminſter, to 
be examined and tryed by the Standard meaſure there remaining, accozding to which her Maie⸗ 
ſties tommandement, the Lozd Treaſurer and vnder Trealurer haue cauſed all the ancient Stan- - 
dard meaſures of allthoſe ſeuerall Cities and Townes to be b:ought befoꝛe them into the ſayd Ex- 
chequer, where diuerſe of them vpon diligent and due triall and examination haue bene found defec- 
tiue, differing and dilagreeing from the true and ancient Standard ofthe ſayd Exchequer. 
Whereupon the ſayd late Queene intending the tommon tx publique good of all her loumg Sub⸗ 
ietts, and to auoide all differences and deteipts of Meaſure within her Highneſſe Realme, vpon 
good and deliberate aduiſe , and due conſideration therein had, Did not onely eſtabliſh the foꝛeſayd 
true and ancient Standard of Meaſures remaining in the layd Exchequer, there to continueand be, 
as her Mateſttes Standard, to examine, trie, andſize allother Meaſures of the Realme by, from 
time to time as occaſion ſhall require: But alſo did giue commandement to the Lozd Trealurer and 
vnder Treaſurer to cauſe all the other Meaſures which were bꝛought befoꝛe them (from the Cities 
and Townes afoze ſaid ) found vpon triall to be differing and diſagreeing from the true and ancient 
Standards of meaſures ot the ſayd Exchequer, to be bꝛoken. 
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Aid further Her Maieſtie did giue 02der and commande ment vnto the ſayd Lozd Treaſurerand 
bnder Lreaſurer, {o:thwith to cauſe new Standards ok ineaſuresin2Bzalle to be made, tryed, and 


appꝛooued by the ſayd true and ancient Standard ofthe Exchequer, and alter trueandiuſtexami- el 7 :

nation and triall thereofHad and made, to ſize and ſeale (with the letter E crowned) ſuch and ſo ma⸗ 
uy Standard meaſures, fo: euer ofthe laid ſeuerall Cities and Townes limited to haue the cuſtodie 
of weights and meaſures, accoꝛding to the Qucenes Standard foꝛ curry Shire by the laid ſchedule 
annered vnto the ſaid Statute made in the eleuenth peere ofthe Reigne of King Henry theſenenth, 
there to rema me koꝛ euer in the keeping ofthe Mayoꝛ, Baylicke, oꝛ other head Officer foꝛ the time be⸗ 
ing of the layd City and Towne as her Standard of meaſure, as tothem ſhould ſeeme neceſſary 
and conentent, And alſo as many as may ſerue and be tonnement fo: the Clarke ofthe Market of 
her Highneſſe Houſhold (andthonol the Beanie ) ozhis Deputies, acco:ding to the Statute of 
Anno 15.R.2. Cap 3, And alſo as might oꝛ ſhould ſerue foꝛ any other Her Maieſties Officers oꝛ Dub- 
ects Within this Kealme, as ſhould make ſuite /o2the hauing and obtaining ofthe lame. 

And now our Soueraigne Lo2d the Kings Mate ſtie, mindeng like wile the quiet and publique 
godd of all his louing Subtects of the lame, And foꝛ the right and inſt maintenance, and execution 
ok ail thoſe good and godly Lawes in that behalfe heretofoꝛe made by his moſt noble Pꝛogeni⸗ 
toꝛs, to be daily bled and put in execution amongſt all his layd Subiects of this his Highnes Realme 
of England, alwell within Liberties as without; His Maieſties will and pleaſure is, That the 
Mapoꝛs, Wapliffes, Poꝛtreues, Wardens, and other Head Officers of euerpok the ſayde Cities, 
Boꝛoughes, Townes, Cinquepoꝛts, and places mentioned in the ſchedule annexed to the ſayde 
Statute of Anno 11. Hy. which haue not already receined the ſayde new Standard Mealure from 
the layd Exchequer, befoze the feaſt of All Saints next comming, at the common charge of the 
ſame place, (hall ſend ſome ſufficient perſon vnto the ſayd Exchequer, authozi3ed to receiue ſuch 
Standards as ſhallbe deliuered vnto him, by the ozder and appopntment ofthe ſayd Lozd Trea- 


ſurex and vnder Treaſurer, foztheſayd City, Woꝛough, Towne, oꝛ place, And to pay ſuch realona⸗ 


ble pꝛices fo2 the ſame, as vpon true valuation of the ſame ſhalbe by the ſayd Lozd Treaſurer and 
bnder Trealurer rated oꝛ aſſeſſed : which Standards, euery of the ſayd Maiozs, Bayhffes, and o⸗ 
ther head Officers vnto whom it ſhall appertainc, ſhall ſafely keepe o2 cauſe to bee kept in ſome ſure 
and conuenient plate in the lame Citie, Bozongh, oz: Towne, and by them make oz ſize, oꝛ cauſe to bee 
made oꝛ ſized, other common Mealures foꝛ the vſe of all maner of people in the ſame City , 2Bo- 
rough, Towne, oꝛ plate that ſhall haue tauſe to vie Meaſures, And lhall allo make, ſigne, and pꝛint 
with the firſt letter ofthe name of the ſame City, Woꝛough, Towne, oꝛ place where the lame meaſurc 
ſhalbe ſo made, ſized, and pꝛinted, like Meaſures vnto euery of the Kings Subiects duely requiring 
the lame, taking ſuch fees foꝛ the doing thereof as by the Statutes ofthe Realme are allowed, and 
no moꝛe. And euerp of the ſayd Maioꝛs, Bayliffes, and other head Officers of Cities, Bozoughes, 
Townes, and places within this Realme, ſhall further do and cauſe to be done, all ſuch other Atte 
and Actes, thing and things, foꝛ the pꝛouiding, hauing, and bling of the ſayde Standards of Mea⸗ 
ſures, as be limited and appoynted to their oꝛ any oftheir authoꝛitie by the ſayd Statutes made in the 
eleventh and twelfth peeres of the late King Henrie the ſcuenth, oꝛ any other Statute oꝛ Oꝛdinante 
whatſocuer: So as all the Meaſares thꝛough the Realme may bee refozmed and made agreeable 
accozding to the Standard ofthe Exchequer, as by the ſayd Statutes in ſuch caſe is required. And 
his Maieſtie further ſtraightly chargeth aud commandeth, That no perſon oꝛ perſons ſhall from 
the afoꝛelaſde feaſt of All Saints next comming, ble any other Mealure oꝛ Meaſures, but ſuch 


as ſhall be made 02 ſiʒed, and reſpectiuely agreeing with the ſayd Standards, and pꝛinted and mar- 
ked with the letter Icrowned, with ſuch markes and letters foꝛ euery towne as befoze is limitted, 
bpon paine to be appꝛehended, committed to pziſon, fined andpuntſhed, as contrinersand blers of 
falle Meaſures, actoꝛding to the Statutes in thatcaſe made and pꝛouided. And that this Pzoclama- 
tion foꝛ the better inſtructing of al his Maieſties Subiects, hall befoze the feaſt of All Saints nowe 
next tomming, be p2oclaimed in euery Market towne thoꝛow the Realme, and bee hanged bp, and 
faͤſtened in a Table in the Market place by an Officer, where it may continue to bee ſeene and read 
by any that will. And that the defaults of Officers, of euery towne in this behalfe,ſhall bee enqui⸗ 
red of and puniſhed by the Juſtites of Aſſile, and Juſtices of Peate in their Seſſions, accozding to 
their difcretions,as tontemners of his Maieſties tommandement. And that all the Standards and 
Mealures whatlocuer, not ſized, marked and pꝛinted, and made reſpectiuely agreeing to and with 
the tozeſaid Standard, and the true meaning of this pꝛoclamation, ſhall from the ſaide feaſt of All 

Saints next comming, which ſhalbe in the yecre of our Loꝛd God 1603. be reputed and taken foꝛ vn⸗ 

true meaſures, and ſhall be bzoken, defaced and deſtroped by the owners of the lame, oꝛ by ſuch offt- 

ters as haue oꝛ ſhal haue authoꝛity to enquire of falſe weights and meaſures. 

And foꝛ the better execution hercok, his Highneſſe expꝛeſſe tcommandement is, That all Maioꝛs, 
Wailiffes, and other head officers of euerp City, Shire, Towne, Boꝛough, oꝛ Market within this 
Realnic, ſhall immediatlp after the ſayde Feaſt of All Saints, and ſo from time to time accoꝛding 
to the ſaid Statute, as all other Coꝛpoꝛate, Bozough, oꝛ Market Townes within this Realme, 
cauſe to bee bꝛought befoꝛe them all the Meaſures, within the ſame Cities, Woꝛoughs, Coꝛpo⸗ 
rate oꝛ Market Townes, to bee duely viewed and examined, and luch as they ſhall finde defec- 
tine oꝛ dilagreeing vnto the fozeſayd Standard Meaſures, either in greatneſſe oz ſmalneſſe, to cauſe 
to be bꝛoken and defaced, and farther puniſhment to be done vpon the offenders therein, accoꝛding 
to the Statute. And that the Juſticesof Pearce, oꝛ two ot them (whereof one of them to be ok the 
Quorum) ſhall with all diligence and from time to time, by examination oꝛ enquirie heare and deter⸗ 
mine the defaults of all Maioꝛs, Bapliffes, and other head Officers of Cities, Bozoughs, Coꝛpoꝛate 
0 Market Townes within their limits oꝛ authoꝛities on that behalte, and to ſet Fines and Amerce- 
ments vpon the offenders in that behalfe by their dilcretions, and thoſe to eſtreate into the Court ot 
Exchequer, and that vpon paine of the puniſhment due foꝛ ſuch contempt. 

And laſtly, his Maieſtie ſtraightly chargeth and commandeth all Juſtices of Aſſize, Juſtites of 
Peace, his Highneſſe Clerke of the Market, his deputie oz deputies, Maioꝛs, Bailiffes, Stewards 
of Liberties, and all other his Maieſties Officers and Miniſters whatſocucr, to cauſe this pꝛeſent 
Pꝛotlamation, and all Lawes, Statutes, and Ozdinances, foꝛ the hauing and vſing of true Mea⸗ 
ſures, and foꝛ the aboliſhing the ble ol falle Meaſares, to be put in execution accoꝛding to their ſeue⸗ 
rall authoꝛities and Jurildictions, as they herein tender the good ſeruite of his Maieſtie, and the 
Common wealth ofthis Realme.

N | of our Perſon, ofthe Queene our deare wife, and of our childzen ; Although there 
could be no greater toy to vs then the pꝛelence and confluence ok allſozts of good Sub⸗ 
2 || tects at ſuch a time, when the moze there ſhould be parta ers of that publique re⸗ 
| = toycing , the mo2e ſhould bee our Particular comfozt : yet ſuch is our feare leaſt 
this their reſoꝛt ſhould woꝛke a contrary effect both to their and our expectation, namely to bee a meanes not onelp 
of increaſing the Infection within our Citie, but of diſperſingit into all places of this Ucalme, as wee had rather 
foꝛbeare ſome part of our Oꝛnament and Cuſtome, which is due to the Honour and Solemnitie ot our Coꝛonation, 
then by hauing the vttermoſt thereof perfourmed, bee the occaſton of fo great an euill to our people, as is the ſpꝛea⸗ 
ding ol the Jnfection amongſt them, 
Wheretoꝛe we haue thought it beſt to fozbeare of that Solemnitie, whatſocucr is not Eſſentiall to it, and to de⸗ 
kerre all ſhewe or State and Pompe accuſtomed by our Pꝛogenitoꝛs, which is not of neceſſitie to be done within the 
Church at the time of our Coꝛonation, As alſo to omit our Solemne entry and paſſage thzough our Citie of Lon⸗ 
don foz this time, intending to perfozme the ſame hereatter in the Winter, when we ſhall perceiue our Citie to be tree 
from ſickeneſſe. And of this our purpoſe and of the cauſes thereof, we haue thought good to giue notice to all our 
Subiects by P:oclamation, To ths end that at well thoſe ol our ſayd City may fozbeare to pꝛoceede in ſuch Shewes 
and Oꝛnaments, as we heare they out ol their loue haue in hand to honour our ſayd entry, As alſo all other people 
may abſtaine from reſoꝛting to our ſapd City at this time, other then ſuch, as haue neceſſary Employment in that So⸗ 
lemnity, and chielelp about ſuch parts thereof as are to be perfozmed onely within the Church: whom alſo we require 
to bꝛing with them no greater traine ol ſeruants, then of neceſſitie they muſt vſe each of them in his degree about 
their perſons; wherein they ſhall both pꝛouide fo2 their owne good, and giue vs great ſatiſfaction in contoꝛming 


themleluesdutifully to this our Admonition.

XN VVV 2 kirſt comming all manner of offences oꝛ affronts, which naturally doe ariſe betweene 
L N | 2 N 2 ſeuerall Nations at their firſt iopning in ſocietie and conuerſation, neuer ceaſing to lap 
E teuere commandement vpon our greateſt Subiects that came in with vs, to ſuppꝛeſſe 
any inturious Actions of any ot their D:ruants oz Traine, towards the meaneſt Subiect of Engliſh birth, in whom 
from the higheſt to the lo welt we haue obſerued ſo great loue and generall obedience to vs and our Commandements: 
And whenſoeuer it hath come to our eares that any Offencehath bene done by any ol them, ee haue made them 
nno w how much it hath difpleaſed vs. Notwithſtanding, becauſc we doe heare of many Jnſolencies repoꝛted to ve 
committed by our Nation of Scotland to our Engliſh Subiects, with this addition further, That the Magiſtrates 
and Juſtices are thought to be remiſſe towards ſuch, in doubt leſt the ſame ſhould be offenſtuely repoꝛted to vs: We 
haue thought it conuenient al well toꝛ the latitlaction ot the one ſoꝛt, as foꝛ ad: nonition to the others, to publ ih by 
open ſignification , That ſeeing it hath pleaſed Almightie God to call vs to the Supꝛeme power ouer both, Mee are 
purpoſed to be an vniuerſall and equall Souereigne to them both, and to adminiſter Juſtice where there ſhall be oc- 
caſton, without any wozldly reſpect to either of them. And therefoze doe hereby eniopne all Lieutenants, Deputy 
Licutenants, Juſtices ot Peace, and all other our Officers and Miniſters of this Kingdome, that whenſdeuer com- 
plaint ſhall be made to any ot them, that bꝛeach ol Peace is committed by thoſe ot our Nation of Scotland, vpon the 
Subiects ot England, oꝛ by the Subiects ol England vpon thoſe of the Nation of Scotland, In both which kindes 
weheare of many great abuſes, though ſometimes aggrauated accoꝛding to the humour of the Repoꝛters, they ſhall 
carefully vpon euer complaint, examine with all indifferency the particulars ot euery ſuch Action, and cauſe punih 
ment to be inflicted vpon the partie offending, without reſpect of Mation, accoꝛding to the Lawesof this Realme. 
And to the end they map not doubt to pzoceede to the execution thereof: As we doe hereby not onely aſſure them 
that wo will ſtrengthen and maintaine all Officers and Magiſtrates in the execution of their Offices, koꝛ the pzeſer- 
uation of the publike Peace ofthis Realme: So if we ſhall ſee at any time that any Magiſtrate ſhal be flow fo redꝛeſſe 
ſuch grieuanccs, o2 puniſh the Offenders, woe ſhall haue cauſe to thinke , that they are willing to nouriſh ſome cauſe 
of ſuch rumours, the rather to ſerue foz colour oꝛ cauſe of further alienation, a ſo by conſequence of ſedition amongſt 
our people, and an hinderance to that vnion betweene both States, which is one of the greateſt benefits that we 
b:ing with vs to our people foꝛ their ſtrength and ſafetic ; in gouerning ot whom, though we mult vle, as all other 
Pꝛinces doe, the miniſterp of ſuboꝛdinate Pinilters, pet God Almighty knoweth,that in our owne mind there is not 
a thought ot partialitie towards either ol them, but an internal deſire and reſolution to affoozdindifferent Grace and 
Juſtice to all: Foz demonftration whereof nde haue bene koꝛced to publiſh thus much, left the iniquitie of Faction and 
vnrulp ſpirits might blemith the innocencie and integritie of our heart towards all our Subiects, whom nde holde 


dearer then our owne like.

Al poinpe vſed by our Pꝛogenitoꝛs, as may dꝛaw ouer great tonflu⸗ 
(9 lente of people to our Citie. Foz which cauſe alſo being infozmed 
chat vſunlly about the day of our Cozonation intended, and foz 
| == ſome dayes after, a Faire hath bene vſed to bee kept inthe fieldes 
neere our houſe of S. James, and Citie of weſtminſter,commonly called $.lames Faire, which 
ik it ſhould holde at the time accuſtomed, being the very inſtant of our Coꝛonation, could not 
but dꝛaw refozt of people to that place, much moꝛe vulit to bee neere our Court and Traine, 
then luch as by foꝛmer Pꝛotlamations are reſtrained. Wherefoꝛe Wee haue thought it ne⸗ 
teſſarp to put off the keeping ofthat Faire foꝛ ſome few dapes: And to the ende that all men 
may take notice thereof, doe publiſh the lame to all mens knowledge, Requiring thole who 
are Loꝛds ofthe Faire, oꝛ other wile intercſſed therein, That accozding to this our pleaſure, 
they doe foꝛbeare to holde the ſapde Faire, and to reſoꝛt thither, foꝛ the ſpace of tight oꝛ ten 
dayes after the firf? day of the vſuall holding thereof: Licenſing them after that time to 
keepe the ſanie, as they haue bled to doe.

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VV il) put in bſe the power of our Lawes foꝛany otkence againſt vs in matter of 
XV || Loyaltie, And although wee haue no litle comfoꝛt in the experience which 
that firſt otcaſion gaue vs, of the loue and 9edicnce of the vninerſall num⸗ 
ber of our Dubtects, by whole dil:gence and care ok our perſon the ſaid Cop- 
ley Hath bene appꝛehended: Yet Hath the lame bought vs withall, cauſe ot further griefe, in that 
by the laid Copleys confeſſion, there is diſtouered a tonſpiratie of a great nuinber ot others to haue 
made an attempt not only dangerous to dur Perlon, but to our whole State: whereof ſome pꝛin⸗ 
tipall Gentlemen of qualitic are already appꝛehended, lome others cannot pet be found by the oꝛ⸗ 
diary Miniſters of our Juſtice. Wherefoꝛe, we haue thought good to giue knowledge ofthem 
to all our Subtects by open Pꝛoclamation, not doubting but ts linde as good fruits of their loue in 
their diligent enquirte after theſe perſons, as we did of Copley: Requiring and charging all Lieu- 
keaants, deputie Lieutenants, Juſtices of Peace, Mapoꝛs, Sheriffes, Bapliffes, Conſtables, and 
all other our Officers and Miniſters whatlocuer, to vie all care and Ziligence in the enquiring, 
ſearching foꝛ, and appꝛehending of Sir Griffia Markh-»m Knight, and ſuch other perſons, as are 
here in the foote of this Pꝛoclamation deſcribed. And if they {hall be ſo happie as to finde any of 
them, to ſend them pꝛeſently vp to ſome of dur Councell. And though we doubt not but that wee

E ſpreading of the Infection in our Citie of London, and in 


2 the places next about it, doeth gine vs iuſt tauſe to be as pꝛouident 
eas a carefull Pꝛinte tan bee, to take away all ottaſion of intrealing 
the ſame. And if luch directions as We gaue, and our Countell, at 
u dur firſt appzoching to the Citie, had bene obeyed, it is like that 
(with Gods fauour) the Sickeneſſe had neither growen to that 
height, noꝛ ſpꝛead ſo farre as now it is. But that hauing bene o⸗ 
mitted by the negligence of ſuch whom it moſt concerned to haue 
had it perfozmed, The ſame care of our peoples welfare, mooneth vs as much as we map, 
to pꝛouide foꝛ the time to tome. And foꝛaſmuch as there are at hand two notable Faires, vn⸗ 
to which there is vſually extraozdinary reſoꝛt out of all parts of the Kingdome , one in 
Smithfteldneere our City of London,conimonly called Barclemew Faire, and the other neere 
Cambꝛidge commonly called Sturbridge Faire, Which if they ſhould be Held at the vſualtimes, 
would in all likelyhood be the occaſion both of the increaſe,and of diſperſing ofthe Contagion 
into all the parts of our Realme : We haue thought good by open declaration of our pleaſure, 
not onely to admoniſh, and to require all our louing Subiects, to foꝛbeare to reſoꝛt at this 
time to any ofthe ſaid two Faires, of Bartlemew neere London, and of Scurbridge, but alſo to 
emopne to the Lozds of the ſaid Faires, and others intereſſed therein, and of al other Faires 
within fiftic miles of our City of London, that they ſhall not holde the ſaide Faires, noꝛ any 
thing appertayning to them, at the times accuſtomed, noꝛ any time till they ſhall be licenſed 
by Us, vpon paine ol ſuch puniſhment, as foꝛ a contempt ſo much concerning the vninerſall 
ſafetie of our people, they ſhalbe adindged to deſcrue, Which they ſhall be aſſured that Wee 
will cauſe to be inflicted vpon them with all leueritie. Foz ſuch is our deſire to pꝛeuent an vni⸗ 
nerſall Contagion among our people, which this Infection thꝛeatneth, as We will not ſpare 
any one who ſhalbe cauſe of diſperling ſuch an enil among them.

S&) | ſmall and ſtrait roomes and habitations inthe Citie of London, 
and in and about the Suburbes of the ſame , haue bene one of the 
f chiefeſt occaſions of the great Plague and moztality , which hath 
8 Do [not only molt extremely abounded in and about the ſayd City, and 
GSuburbes therof,and eſpetially in ſuch ſtrait roomes and plates, 
and amongſt perſons of ſuch qualitie, but alſo from thence hath moſt dangerouſly ouer⸗ 
ſpꝛead, and infected very many paincipall,and other parts ofthis Realme,(which Almighty 
God ceaſe at his good pleaſure ) His Maieſtie tendering the ſafetie of his lowing Subiects, 
and minding,as much as in himlyeth,to auoide the continuance oz renewing of ſuch mozta- 
litie, doth by the aduice of his Pꝛiuie Conncell, not onely ſtraightly require and command 
that his Maieſties good and pꝛofitable Oꝛders and directions alreadie publiſhed foz the

the ſaid Statute , ſhall bee theſe Countries and plates following, viz. The New-found 

Land, the Eaſt and weſt Indies, France, Germanie, Spaine, and the Low-countries, oꝛ 
any ofthem.

Item, that the Uiteadmirals, Cuſtomers, and the other Officers of the Poꝛts, ſhal not ſuffer any 
Ship to goe to the Seas befoze ſuch time as they reſpectiuely in their leuerall Poꝛts haue duely ſear⸗ 
ched and vilited the ſame, to the intent to ſtay ſuch perſons as apparantly ſhall bee furniſhed foꝛ the 
Warres, and not foꝛ Merchandize oꝛ Fiſhing, And ik there ſhall be any maner of ſulſpition that the 
ſayd perſon, though he ſhall pꝛetend to trade foz Merchandize oꝛ Fiſhing, hath, oz may haue an in⸗ 
tent by his pꝛouiſions oꝛ furniture, otherwiſe then to vſe the trade of Merchandize oz Fiſhing that in 
ſuch caſe of ſuſpicion the Officers of the Poꝛts ſhall ſtavy, and in no Wile ſuffer the ſame to paſle to the 
Seas without good bonds by ſufficient ſureties firſt had to vſe nothing but a lawfull trade of Mer- 
chandize oz Fiſhing. And ik the ſayd Officers ſhall ſuffer any perſon otherwiſe to repapꝛe to the 
Seas then aboue is mentioned, they ſhall not onely anſwere foꝛ any Piracies which any ſuch perſon 
ſhall chance hereafter to doe vpon the Seas, but ſhall ſuffer impaiſonment vntill the offendoꝛs may 
be app2ehended,ifthey ſhall be liuing. And generally His Mateſtie declareth and denounceth all ſuch 
Pirats and Rouers vpon the Seas to be out of his Maieſties Pꝛotection, and lawfully to bee by any 


perſon taken, puniſhed, and ſuppꝛeſſed with extremitie. 


And whereas diuers great and enoꝛmous ſpoyles and Piraties haue been of late time committed 
within the Straits of Gyblalcar byCaptaine Thomas Tomkins Gentleman, Edmond Bonham, Walter 
Ianuerin, Mariners, and diners other Engliſh Pirats, and the Goods, Monepes and Merchandizes 
bꝛought into England by them, haue bene ſcattered, ſold, and diſpoſed of moſt lewdly and pꝛodigallp, 
by the means of their Keteiuers, Comfoꝛters and Abettoꝛs, to the exteeding pꝛeiudice ofhts Mateſties 
good friends the Venetians, whom they haue robbed, and to the great diſpleaſure of God, and diſho⸗ 
nour of this State: His Maieſtie doth exp:efly tommaund all Lieutenants, Deputy Lieutenants, 
Admirals, Uiteadmirals and their Deputies, and all other Officers ot the Admiraltp, and all Juſti⸗ 
tes of the Peace, Maioꝛs, Shiriffes, Wailiſfes, Conſtables, and all other his Officers and Miniſters 
whatſoeuer, to vſe all care and diligence in the inquiring, ſearching foꝛ, and appꝛehending ot all ſuch 
Pirats, their Keteiuers, Comfozters, and Abettoꝛs. And if they ſhall by their trauailes and cares 
finde any of them, to ſend them pꝛeſently vnder ſafe cuſtodie to the common Gaoles of Hampſhire oz 
Doꝛſetchire, there to remaine without Bayle oꝛ Mainpꝛiſe, till the Lozd high Admirall of England 
oꝛhis Lieutenant the Judge of the high Court of the Admiralty ſhall diſpoſe of them accozding to 
the Lawes in that caſe pꝛouided.

ſince receiued knowledge, by Certificats ſent from London and Weſtminſter,that the Plague fill continueth, And therefoze 
doubteth that if the ſaid Terme chould be kept at Weſtminſter from the ſaid Menſe Michaelis, it could not be but dangerous to 
ſuch his louing Subiects, who foꝛ Sutes and other cauſes ſhould make their neceſſary repaire thither; Therefoze vpon 
the conſiderations afozeſaid, His Maieſtie hath by aduiſe of his Pighneſle Councell, thought it very expedient, that the 
Terme ſhould be adiourned from the laid Returne commonly called Menſe Michaelis, vntill the Returne commonly called 
Craſtino Sancti Martini next enſuing, and thereby the reſt of the vſuall Terme to be continued and kept, foz which purpoſe 
eſpectall choiſe is made ofhis Maieſties City of Wincheſter in his Countie of Southampton, and at which place his Maie⸗ 
ſties pleaſure is, that now the reſidue ofthe Terme ſhall be kept: Doeth therefoze declare, and hereby ſignifie his will and

| will of our people ( otherwiſe perhaps of different diſpoſitions) 
then euer in like accident hath bene ſeene : So doe we thinke that 
the memozy of his benefits ought to be a continuall ſolicitation to vs to ſhewe our ſelues 
thankefullto his diuine Maieſtie, wherein ſoeuer oppo2tunitie ſhall be offered vs to doe him 
ſeruite, but eſpecially in things tonterning his honour and leruite, and the furtherante ofthe 
Golpel, which is the duety moſt beleeming Royall authozitie. Wherefoꝛe after our entry 
into this Kingdome, when wee had receined infoꝛmation of the ſtate thereof at the deceaſe of 
the Queene our Siſter of famous memozy, Although we found the whole Body thereofin 
generall by the wiſedome of her ſelfe and care of thoſe who had the adminiſtration thereof 
vnder her, in ſuch good ſtate of health as did greatly commend their wiledomes, as well in 
the Politique part of it, as allo in the Eccleſiaſticall, whereof ſinte wee haue vnderſtood the 
foꝛme and frame, we are perſwaded that both the conſtitution and doctrine thereof is agree⸗ 
able to Gods woꝛd, and neere to the condition of the Pꝛimitiue Church: Yet foꝛaſmuch as 
experience doeth ſhewe dayly, that the Church militant is neuer lo well conſtituted in any 
foꝛme of Policie, but that the imperfections of men who haue the exertile thereof, doe with 
time, though vnlenſibly, bꝛing in ſome toꝛruptions: As allo foꝛ that infozmations were daily 
bꝛought vnto vs by diuers, that ſome things vled in this Church were both ſcandalous to 
many ſeeming ʒealous, and gaue aduantage to the Aduerſaries, Wee conceiued that no ſub⸗ 
iett could be ſo fit foꝛ vs to ſhew our thankefulneſſe to God, as vpon ſerious examination of 
the ſtate of this Church, to redeeme it from ſuch ſtandals, as both by the one ſide and the other 
were layd vpon it. Foꝛ our inſtruction wherein, we appointed a meeting to be had befoze our 
Delfe and our Counſell, of diners of the Biſhops and other learned men, the firſt day of the 
next moneth, by whoſe infozmation and aduite we might gouerne our pꝛoteeding therein, if 
we found cauſe of amendment. But by reaſon of the lickneſle reigning in many plates ot our 
Kingdome, the bnſealonable time ofthe peere foꝛ trauaile, and the intommoditie of the place 
of our abode foꝛ ſuch an aſſembly, we were conſtrained to deferre it till after Chꝛiſtmas: At 
which Conſultation we ſhall both moꝛe particularly vnderſtand the ſtate of the Church, and 
reteiue thereby light to iudge whether there be indeed any ſuch enoꝛmities as are pꝛetended, 
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and know how to pzoceed to the redꝛeſſe. But this our godly purpoſe we linde hath bene mil⸗ 


conſtrued by ſome mens ſpirits, whole heat tendeth rather to combuſtion then refozmation, 
as appeareth by the courſes they haue taken, Some bling publique Inuectiues againſt the 
ſtate Eccleſiaſticall here eſtabliſhed, ſome contemning their Authoꝛitie and the Pzoceſſes of 
their Courts, ſome gathering ſubſcriptions of multitudes of vulgar perſons to Supplicatt- 
ons to be exhibited to vs to traue that Refozmation, which if there be cauſe to make, is moꝛe 
in our heart then in theirs. All which courſes it is apparant to all men are vnlawfull and 
doe ſauour ot tumult, ſedition, and violence, and not ol luch a Chꝛiſtian modeſtie as beſeemeth 
thoſe, who foꝛ pieties ſake onely deſire redꝛeſſe of things they thinke to be amiſſe, and cannot 
but be the occaſions of diſſentious partialities, and perhaps of greater inconuenitences a⸗ 
mong our people. ; 

Foz pꝛeuenting whereof, We haue thought it neceſſary to make publique declaration to 
all our Subiects, that as we haue reaſon to thinke the eſtate of the Church here eſtabliſhed, 
and the degrees and oꝛders of Miniſters gouerning the ſame.to be agreeable to the wozdeof 
God, and the foꝛme of the Pꝛimitiue Church, hauing found the ſame bleſſed in the reigne of 
the late Queene, with great increaſe of the Goſpel, and with a moſt happy and long peace in 
the politique State, which two things, the true ſeruice of God, and happineſſe of the State 
doe commonly concurre together: So are we not ignoꝛant, that time may haue bꝛought in 
ſome Coꝛruptions, which may deſerne a reuiew and amendment, which ik by the aſſembly in⸗ 
tended by vs we ſhall finde to be ſo in deede, we will therein pꝛoceede attoꝛding to the Lawes 
and Cuſtomes ofthis Realme by aduile ot our Countell, oꝛ in our high Court of Parliament, 
oꝛ by Conuocation of our Clergie, as we ſhall finde realon to leade vs; not doubting but that 
in ſuch an oꝛderly pꝛoteeding, we ſhall haue the Pꝛelates and others of our Clergie no leſſe 
willing, and karre moꝛe able to affooꝛd vs their duetie and ſeruice, then any other whoſe zeale 
goeth ſo faſt befoꝛe their diſcretion. Upon which our Paincely care, our pleaſure is, that all 
dur Subtects doe repoſe themſelues, and leaue to our conſcience that which to vs only apper- 

tetneth,auoyding all vnlawfull and factious manner of pzoceeding, foꝛ that Hereafterifany 
ſhall either by gathering the ſubſcriptions of multitudes to Dupplications,by tontemptuous 
behautour to any authoꝛitie by the Lawes reſting in Eccleſiaſticall perſons, by open tnuec- 
tines and bndecent ſpeeches either in the Pulpit oz otherWile, oz by diſobedience to the pꝛotel⸗ 
les pꝛoteeding from their Juriſdiction , gine vs cauſe tothinke that he hath a moze vnquiet 
ſpirit then betommeth any pꝛiuate perſon to haue toward publike authoꝛity, We wilmake it 
appeare by their chaſticement , how farre ſuch a maner ofpzoceeding is dilpleaſingtovs,and 
that we finde that theſe Refozmers vnder pꝛetended ʒeale affect Noneltie, andſoconfuſion 
in all eſtates: whereas our purpoſe and reſolution euer was, and now is to pꝛeſerue the eſtate 
alwell Eccleſiaſticall as Politike, in ſuch foꝛme as we haue found it eſtabliſhed by the Lawes 
here, rekoꝛming onely the abuſes which we ſhall apparantly finde pꝛooued, And that alſo to 
doe by ſuch mature aduile and deliberation, as we haue aboue mentioned. Wherefoꝛe we ad⸗ 


moniſh all men hereby to take warning, as they will anſwere the contrary at their perill.

— ͤ—— Oraſmuch as all our Subiects in the North parts, who haue 


88 N. felt the ſmart ol the ſpoyles and outrages done vpon them at ourfirſtentry in⸗ 
E to this Kingdome by diuers Bozderers, but ſpecially by the Greames, cannot be 
2 'Ye X ignoꝛant what care wee haue had that puniſhment ſhould be done vpon the 
Ts — offenders, hauing koꝛ that purpoſe to our great charge, mainteined both Foꝛces 
17 to appꝛehend them, and Commiſſioners to try them accoꝛding to the Law, by 
| Y N whole trauell, namelp ot our couſen the Earle of Cumberland our Lieutenant 
2 — — there, with aſſiſtance of other Commiſſioners, things are bꝛought to that point. 
that the Offenders are all in our Mercy, and doe all (but ſpecially the Grea:nes) confeſle themſelues to bee no 
meete perſons to liue in thoſe Countreys, And there oꝛe haue humbly beſought vs that they might bee remo⸗ 
ued to ſome other Parts, where with our gracious fauour, they hope to liue to become new men, and delerue 
our Mercy. Although we do confelle that wee haue rather inclined to this courſe of Mercy, as a thing moꝛe 
agreeable to our Nature, then the taking of ſo much blood as would be ſhed if we ſhould leaue them to the tuft 
cenſure of the Law: Ncuertheleſſe, leſt our good Subiects ſeeing no ſuch execution pꝛeſently follow ol our 
ſaid Commiſſion, ſhould make other conſtruction thereof, then is cauſe; wee haue thought good to make 
kno wen to them, that this courſe fo2 the pꝛeſent pꝛoceedeth trom no alteration ot our fozmer deteſtation ot ſuch 
iniury,o: want of care and affection to our good Subiects,. oppꝛeſſed by ſuch heynous Offenders ;but onelp foz 
lacke of meanes to pꝛouide pꝛeſentip foz the Tranſplantation of theſe Greames elſe where, to the intent their 
lands may be inhabited by others ot good and honeſt conuerſation. mee haue thought it not amiſſe foz better 
effecting hereof. and koꝛ eaſe of the Pꝛiſong, to diſmiſſe the vulgar ſoꝛt ot᷑ them, retaining their Heads and Pꝛin⸗ 
cipals fo2 Pledges, not onelp to be anſwerable foꝛ their foozthcomming when they ſhall be called foz, but fo? 
their good behautour alſo in the meane ſeaſon, Ot all which our reſolution, we require all perſons to take 
notice, and to comfozt themſelues with full aſſurance, that they ſhall finde the cffects at all times ot our Pꝛo⸗ 
miles in all things tending tothe weale of our people.

N our Subiects vpon diners occaſions, that we haue reteiued ſo great 
contentment in their generall confoꝛmitie # ſubmiſſion to all ſuch 
courles, as might beſt eſtabliſh the poſſeſſion of this Crowne, ac- 
toꝛding to the right of our Succeſſion, as it would ener nouriſh in 
vs an — deſi re to _ our ſelues carefull in all We 


on, om (by 115 1115 maner 5 reteiuing vs ) Wee pee they had conccined 
of our gouernment. Bhercof, as we well know, that Pzinces cannot yeeld, moze generall, 
moꝛe cleare, oꝛ p2ofitable pꝛoofe to their people, then by redꝛeſſing abuſes, wherewith 
they finde their Subiects iuſtly grieued, either in tonſtitution, oꝛ adminiſtration of their 
Lawes in beeing, oz by ſeeking to eſtabliſh newe Lawes foz them, agreeable to the 
rules of Juſtice, whenſoeuer time doth dilcouer any defects in the foꝛmer Policy. oꝛ when ac- 
tidents in the State of any Common wealth require new o2dinances : So ſeeing both thele 
things (which are of ſo great moment in a State) haue accu ſtomed to bee conſidered and oꝛ⸗ 
dered (as in this, ſo in other well gouerned Common wealths) by a Lawfullaſſembly ofthe 
thꝛee Eſtates ot the Kealme, commonly called The Parliament, v3e were deſirous to haue 
ſummoned them long ſince foꝛ that purpoſe, ifthe Infection (reigning in the City of London 
and other places or our Kingdome) would haue permitted the Concourſe of lo great a multi⸗ 
tude into one place, as that Aſſembly muſt neteſlarily bꝛing with it. Which great Contagion 
being now by the goodneſſe of God abated, and likely (as we hope) to be ſhoztly quite extin⸗ 
guiſhed in and about the ſayd City, Wee haue reſolued to hold a Parlament at our Citie of 
Weſtminſter, as ſoone as we ſhall finde, that the ſame may be done without the peril afoze- 
ſaid, In which, as God doth know, that we haue nothing to pꝛopound foz ſatiſfaction of any 
pꝛiuate deſire, oꝛ particular pꝛofite of our owne, but meerely and onely to conſult and reſolue 
with our louing Subiects of all thoſe things, which may belt eſtabliſh the Publike good, 
with the generall ſafety and tranquillity of this Realme : (on which it hath pleaſed God to 
multiply ſo many bleſſings) fo to the intent that this aſſembly of our Parliament (being 
grounded vpon lo ſyntere an intent on our part) may be matched with a lite integritie on 
theirs, And as it is the firſt in our Raigne,ſo to be found not onely woꝛthy of the High Title it 
beareth, to be the Higheſt Counſell of the Kingdome, but alſo to be a Pꝛeſident fo? hercafter of 
the true vſe of Parliaments, We haue bethought our ſelte,of as many wayes and meanes,as 


may be, to pꝛeuent thoſe intonuenientes, which dayly ariſe and multiply by the pernerting ot 
thoſe ancient good oꝛders, which were deuiled by the wiledome of fozmer times to bee obſer⸗ 
ued in calling of Parliaments, 

Amongſt which, becaule there is no one point ofgreater conſequence, then the well chuſing 
of Knights and Burgeſſes, who as they doe p:eſent the body of the third Eftate , ſo being 
eligible by multitude there are often many vnfit perſons appointed foꝛ that ſernice : And 
where it is ſo well knowen to euery pꝛiuate man of wit and iudgement (much moze to Us 
who haue had ſo long experience of Kingly Gouernment) how ill effects doe follow, when 
ſuch as haue to doe in matters of Commonwealth, ſhall come to that great and Common 
Countel, with other then publike minds, ſyntere, and voyd of any factious humour oꝛ depen⸗ 
dentie: Me doe hereby ſtraightly charge and admoniſh all perſons intereſſed in the choiſe of 
Knights foꝛthe Shires, Firſt, that the Knights foꝛ the County be ſelected out of the pꝛinti⸗ 
pall Knights oꝛ Gentlemen of ſufficient hability within that Countie wherein they are cho- 
ſen : And foꝛ the Burgeſſes, that choice be made of men of ſufficiency and diſcretion without 
any partiall reſpects , oꝛ factious combination, which alwayes bꝛeed ſuſpitions, that moze 
care is taken to compaſſe pꝛiuate ends, then to pꝛouide foz making good and wholeſome 
Lawes fo: the Realie, And becauſe it is no moꝛe poſſible to dzawe ſound Counſels and re- 
ſolutions from inconſiderate oꝛ inſufficient ſpirits, then to haue a ſound oꝛ healthfull body 
compoſed of weake and imperkect members: We do like wiſe admoniſh all perſons to whom 
it doth appertaine, That ſeeing the dealing in tauſes of Parliament, requires conueniencie 
of eeres and experience, there may be great heede taken by all thoſe that will be accompted 
louers of their Countrey, That both Knights and Burgeſles map be choſen accozdingly, 
without deſire in any particuler men to pleaſe parents oz friends, that often ſpeake foꝛ their 
child:en oꝛ kinne, though they bee very poung,and little Hable to diſcerne what Lawes are 
fit to bind a Common wealth, To the couſultation whereofthoſe perſons would be ſelected 

uncipally, of whoſe grauity and modeſt tonuerſation men are likeſt generallp to concetne 
beſt opinion. 

Mext and aboue all things, concerning that one of the maine Pillars of this Eſtate. is the 

pꝛeſeruation of Unitie in the p:ofeſſton of ſintere Religion of Almighty God: We doe alſo ad⸗ 
moniſh, that there be great care taken, to auopd the choice of any perſons either noted foꝛ their 
Superſtitious blindeneſle one way, oz foꝛ their turbulent humozs other wayes : becauſe 
their diſozderly and vnquiet Spirits, will diſturbe all the difcreet and modeſt pꝛoteeding in 
that greateſt and graueſt Councill, Further wee doe tommand, that an expꝛeſle care bee 
had, that there be not choſen any perſons Banguerupts oꝛ Outlawed, but men ofknowen 
good behauiour and ſufficient liuelphood, and ſuch as are not onely taxed to the payment of 
Subſidies and other like charges, but alſo haue oꝛdinarily payed and ſafiſfied the ſame, 
Nothing being moꝛe abſurd in any Common wealth, then to permit thoſe to haue free voices 
fo: Lawe making, by whole owne Actes they are exempted from the Lawes pꝛotection. 
Next, that all Shiriffes be charged that they doe not direct any Pꝛecept foꝛ electing and re⸗ 
turning of any Burgeſſes to oꝛ foꝛ any ancient Bozough towne within their Counties, be- 
ing ſo vtterly ruined and decayed, that there are not ſufficient Reſiants to makeſuch choice, 
and of whom lawfull election may be made, Allo to charge all Cities and Boꝛoughes, and 
the inhabitants ofthe ſame, that none of them ſeale any Blanckes, referring oꝛ leauing to any 
others to inlert the names of any Citizens oꝛ Burgeſſes, to ſerue foꝛ any ſuch Citie 02 Wo⸗ 
rough, but that the Inhabitants of euerp ſuch Citie oꝛ Bozough , doe make open and free 
Election accoꝛding to the Lawe,and ſet downe the names ofthe perſons whom they choole, 
befoꝛe they ſcale the Certificate. 


Furthermoze we notifie by theſe Pꝛelents, that all Retournes and Certificats of Knights, 
Citizens and Burgeſſes,oughtand are to be bꝛought to the Chancery, and there to be filed ol 
Reco2d. And if any ſhall be found to be made contrary to this Pꝛoclamation, the ſame is to 
be reietted as vnlawfull and inſufficient , and the Citie oꝛ Boꝛough to be fined foꝛ the ſame. 
And ik it be found that they haue committed any groſſe oz wilfall default and contempt in 
their Election, Retourne, oꝛ Certificate, That then their Liberties accoꝛding to the Lawe, 
are to be ſeized into our handes, as foꝛfeited. And ik any perſon take vpon him the place ofa 
Knight, Citizen, 92 Burgeſſe, not being duely Elected, Retourned, and \wozne accoꝛding to 
the Lawes and Statutes in that behalfe pꝛouided, and atcoꝛding to the purpoꝛt, effect and 
true meaning of this our P2oclamation, * euer perſon ſo offending to bee fined and im⸗ 
p2tſoned foꝛ the lame. 

Mee doe alſo hereby ine warning to the Lozds and others that are to ſerue in this Þar- 
liament, to haue ſpeciall care, (as they tender our diſpleaſure ) That they admitte none to 
haue the name oꝛ countenance of their ſeruants c attendants, during the Parliament, there⸗ 
by to be pꝛiuiledged, ſecing ſuch queſtions of Pꝛiulledge haue in times paſt conſumed a great 
part of the time appoynted foꝛ the Parliament, wherby the ſermice foꝛ the Realme hath bene 
hindered, and the Subiects dꝛawen to great charges and expences, by attending much 
longer then other wile needed. 

Hauing at this time bene the moꝛe carefull to ſet downe a particular Oꝛder ⁊ fozewarning 
fo: pꝛeuenting of theſe leuerall abuſes afoꝛe mentioned, that thereby there may ariſe at that 
Publike and ſolemne meeting, ſuch a Comely pꝛopoꝛtion and laudable Sympathy betweene 
the honogurable, iuſt, and neceſſarie Lawes that are to be made and eſtabliſhed at this Parli⸗ 
ament, and the commendable diſcretion, With all other wile and vertnous qualities meete 
fo: ſuch perſons as are to be the members and alliſters of Us, in ſo honourable, lawfull, and 
neceſſary an Action, as may both put Us, and all our good Subiects in a ſure expectation of 
a happy iſſue to follow thereupon : Wee doubt not but theſe our Directions thus made ma- 
mfeſt, (hall be duely obſerued, accoꝛding to the impoztant conſequence thereof, and the perill 
ofour heauie Dilpleaſure to all thoſe that ſhall offend in the contrary.

Na s affaires of this Realme, of late beſtowed no ſmall labour in compoſing cer- 
taine differences Wee found among our Cleargie about Rites and Ceremo⸗ 


nies heretofoze eſtabliſhed in this Church of England, andreducedtheſame 7 A 


N > x to ſuch an Oꝛder and fozme, as Wee doubt not but euery ſpirit that is ledde 

A onely with Pietie, and not with Humoꝛ, ſhalbe therein ſatiſfied : It appea- 
I red vnto Us in the debating of thoſe matters, that a greater contagion to 
our "Religion , then could pꝛoceed from thoſe light differences, was imminent by perſons common 
Enemies to them both, Namely the great number of Pꝛieſts both Seminaries and Jeſuits aboun- 
ding in this Realme, aſwell of ſuch as were here befoze our comming to this Crowne, as of ſuch as 
haue reſoꝛted hither ſinte, vſing their functions and pꝛofeſſions with greater libertie, then heretofoꝛe 
they durſt haue done, partly vpon a vaine confidence of ſome Innouation in matters of Keligion to be 
done by Us, which Wee neuer intended, noꝛ gaue any man cauſe to expect, ⁊ partly vpon the aſſurance 
of our generall Pardon, granted accoꝛding to the tuſtome ot our Pꝛogenitoꝛs at our Coꝛonation, foꝛ of- 
fences paſt in the dapes of the late Queene, which Pardons many ofthe ſaid Pꝛieſts haue pꝛocured vn⸗ 
der Our great Seale, and holding themſelues thereby free from the danger of the Tawes, doe with 
great audacitie exerciſe all Offices of their pꝛofeſſion, both ſaying Maſſes, perſwading our Subiects 
from the Religion eſtabliſhed, and reconciling them to the Church of Rome, and by conſequente ſedu- 
ting them from the true perlwaſion, which all Subiects ought to haue of their duetie and obedience to 
Us. Woherekoꝛe, foꝛaſmuch as by way of pꝛouidente to pꝛeſerue their people from being toꝛrupted in 
Religion, pietie and obediente, is not the leaſt part of N opall duetie, Wee hold our ſelfe obliged both in 
tonſciente and in wildome, to ble all good meanes to keepe our Subietts from being infetted with ſu⸗ 
perſtitious opinions in matter of Religion, which are not onely pernitious to their owne ſoules, but 
the ready way and meanes to toꝛrupt their duetie and allegiance, which cannot be any way ſo ſurely 
perfoꝛmed, as by keeping from them the miniſters and inſtruments of that Infection, which are the 
Pꝛieſts of all ſoꝛts oꝛdained in foꝛraine parts, by authoꝛitie pꝛohibited by the LTawes ofthis land, Con⸗ 
cerning whom therefoze We haue thought it fit to publiſh to all our Subietts this open declaration ot 
our pleaſure. That where there be of Pꝛieſts at this pꝛelent within our kingdome, be they Regular oz 
without Rule, diners ſoꝛts, ſome in pꝛiſon, ſome at libertie, and ołf both, lome hauing obtained our Par- 
don vnder our great Seale, and ſome hauing no ſuch Pardon: And againe ſome that were here be⸗ 
foꝛe Our comming into this Realme, and ſome commen hither ſince : Foꝛ all ſuch as are in paiſon we 
haue taken oꝛder that they ſhall be ſhipped at ſome tonuenient Pozt, and ſent out of our Realme as 
ſoone as poſſibly may be, with commandement not to returne againe into any part ofour Donnntons, 
without our Licence obtained, vpon paine and perill of the Lawes being here in foꝛte againſt them, 
And foꝛ all others who are at libertie, whether hauing ſued out our Pardon oꝛ not, which Wee doe ad- 
uertiſe them and all our Subiects, that extending onely to matters done befoze the death of the late 
Nueene, doeth not exempt any Pꝛieſt from the danger of the Law foz his abode here ſince Our ſuc- 
ceſſion to the Crowne aboue the time by the Statute limited. 

Wee doe hereby will and command all manerof Jeſuits, Seminaries, and other Pꝛieſts whatlo⸗ 
euer, hauing Oꝛdination from any authoꝛitie by the Lawes ofthis Realme pꝛohibited, to take notice 
That our Pleaſure1s, that they doe befoꝛe the nineteenth day of March next enſuing the date hereof, 
depart fooꝛth of our Realme and Dominions, And that foꝛ that purpoſe it ſhalbelawfull to all Offi- 
ters of our Poꝛts, to ſuffer the ſayd Pꝛieſts to depart from thence into any Foꝛreine parts, betweene 


this and the ſayd nineteenth day of March: Admomiſhing and aſſuring all ſuch Jeſuits, Semina- 
ries, and Pꝛieſts of what ſoꝛt ſoeuer, That if any of them ſhall be after the ſaid nineteenth day taken 
within this Neal me oꝛ any our Dominions, oz departing now vpon this our Pleaſure ſignified, ſhall 
hereafter returne into this Realme oꝛ any our Dominions againe, that they ſhalbe left to the penaltie 
of the Lawes here being in foꝛte concerning them, without hope of any fauoꝛ oz remiſſion from Us. 
Wherefoꝛe we will and command all Archbiſhops, Biſhops, Lieutenants, Juſtices of Peace, and 
all other our Officers and Minilters whatſocuer, to be vigilant and care full after the ſaid nineteenth 
day of March paſt, to doe their duties and diligence in diſcouering and appꝛehending of all Pꝛieſts 
that ſhall remaine here contrary to this our declaration. Which though perhaps it may ſeeme to ſome 
to pꝛelage a greater ſeueritie towards that ſoꝛt of our Subietts, who differing in their pꝛofeſſion from 
the Religion by Lawe eſtabliſhed, call themſelues Catholikes, then by our pzoceedings with them hi⸗ 
therto we haue giuen cauſe to expect : Bet doubt we not, but that when it ſhall be conſidered with in⸗ 
different Judgement, what cauſes haue niooued vs to vle this pzouidence againſt the ſayde Jeſuits, 
Seminaries, and Pꝛeſts, all men will iuſtifie vs therein. Foꝛ to whome is it bnknowen, into what 
perill our Perſon was like to be dꝛawen, and our Realme vnto conkuſion not many moneths ſince, by 
aConſpiracte firſt tonceiued by perſons of that ſoꝛt, who hauing pꝛeuailed with ſome, had vndertaken 
to dꝛawe multitudes ot others to aſſiſt the ſame, by the authoꝛitie of their perſwaſions and motines 
grounded chtefly vpon matter of Conſcience and Religion? which when other Pꝛintes ſhall duly ob- 
ſerue, Wee aſſure our ſelues they will no wap tonteiue that this alteration groweth from any change 
ofdiſpoſition now moze exaſperate then heretofoze, but out of neceſſary pꝛouidente to pꝛeuent perils 
otherwiſe ineuitable, conſidering that their abſolute ſubmiſſion to Fozreine Juriſdiction at their firſt 
taking of Oꝛders, doeth leaue ſo conditionall an authoꝛitie to Kings ouer their Subiects, as the ſame 
power by which they were made, may diſpenſe at pleaſure with the ſtraiteſt band of lopaltie 
and lone betweene a King and his People. Amongſt which Fozreine powers, although wee ac- 
knowledge our ſelues perſonally fo much beholding to the now Biſhop of Rome foꝛ His kinde offices 
and pꝛiuate tempoꝛall cariage towards vs in many things, as wee ſhall be euer ready to requite the 
ſame towards him, (as Biſhop of Rome in ſtate and condition of a Secular Pꝛintce) Bet when wee 
conſider and obſerue the courſe and claime of that Sea, wee haue no reaſon to imagine, that Pꝛintes 
of our Religion and Pꝛofeſſion, can expect any aſſurance long to tontinue, vnleſſe it might be aſſented 
by mediation of other Pꝛinces Chꝛiſtian, that ſome good courie might be taken (by a generall Coun⸗ 
tell free and lawfully called) to plucke vp thoſe roots of dangers and icalouſies which ariſe foꝛ cauſe of 
Religion as well betweene Pꝛintes and Pꝛinces, as betweene them and their Subiects, and to make 
it manifeſt that no State oꝛ Potentate either hath oz can challenge power to diſpoſe of earthly King- 
domes oꝛ Monarchies, oꝛ to difſpenſe with Subiects obedience to their naturall Soueraignes: In 
which charitable Action, there is no Pꝛinte lining, that will be readier then Wee ſhall be to toncurre 
euen to the vttermoſt of our power, not onely out of particular diſpoſition to liue peaceably with all 
States and Pꝛinces of Chꝛiſtendome, but becauſe ſuch a ſetled amitie might (by an vnion in Religion) 

be eſtabliſhed among Chꝛiſtian Pꝛintes, as might enable vs all to reſiſt the common Enemie. 
iuen at our Pallace of Weflminſter the xxij. day of February, in the firil yeere of our Retgne 

of England, France and Ireland, and of Scotland the ſeuen and thirtieth.

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| Lthough 1 it cannot bee vnknowen to our Subiects by the former 


| Deciarations Mee haue publiſhed, what our purpoſes and pꝛoteedings 

haue bene in matters ok Religion ſince our comming to this Crowne: 

et the ſame being now by Us reduced to aletled Foꝛme, Wee haue oc⸗ 

_— | caſion to repeat ſomewhat of that which hath paſſed; And how at dur 

0 very firſt entryintothe Kealme being intertamed and impoꝛtuned with 

ES, 2 ON. | Jufozmationsofſundzy Miniſters, complaining of the erroꝛs and im⸗ 
ore ore the Church here, aſwell in matter of Doctrine as of Diſcipline; Although we had 
no reaſon to pꝛeſume that things were ſo farre amiſſe, as was pꝛetended, becauſe We had ſcene the 
Kingdome vnder that fozine of Religion which by Law was eſtabliſhed in the dapes of the late 
Queene ot famous memozy, bleſſed with a peace and pꝛoſperitie, both extraoꝛdinarp and ol many 
perescontinuanceca ſtrong euidente that God was there with wel plealed,) Het becauſe the impoz- 
tunitie ofthe Complainers was great, their affirmations vehement, and the zeale Wherewith the 
lame did ſeeme to be accompanied, very ſpecious; We were mooued thereby to make it our occaſion 
to diſcharge that duety which is the chiefeſt of all Kingly dueties, That is, to ſettle the affaires of 
Neligion, and the Seruite ot God befoze their owne. Which while we were in hand to doe, as the 
Contagion of the ſickenes raigning in our City of London aud other places would permit an 
aſſembly of perſons meet foꝛ that purpoſe; Some of thoſe who miſliked the ſtate of Keligion here 
eſtabliſhed, pꝛeſuming moꝛe of our intents then euer Mee gaue them caule to doe, and tranſpoꝛted 
with Humo? , began ſuch pꝛoceedings as did rather raile a ſcandal in the Church, then take of- 
fence away. Foz both they vſed Foꝛmes of publique ſeruing of God not here allowed, held aſſem⸗ 
blies without Authoꝛitie, and did other things carping a very apparant ſhewv of Sedition, moꝛe 
then of Zeale: whom We reſtrained by a foꝛmer Pꝛoclamation in the Moneth of October laſt, and 
gaue intimation of the Conference Wee intended to be had with as much ſpeed as tonueniently 
could be, foꝛ the oꝛdering of thoſe things of the Church, which accoꝛdingly followed in the moneth 
of lanuarylaſt at our Honour of Hampton Court, where befoze our Selfe , and our Pꝛinie Counſell 
were aſſembled many ofthe graueſt Biſhops and Pꝛelats of the Realme,and many other learned 
men, as well of thole that are confozmable to the State of the Church eſtabliſhed , as of thoſe that 
dillented : Among whom, what Our paines were, what Our patience in hearing and replying, 
and what the indifferencie and vpꝛightneſſe of our Judgement in determining, Wee leaue to the 
repoꝛt of thoſe who heard the ſame, contenting our Selfe with the ſinteritie of Our owne heart 
therein. But wee cannot conceale, that the ſucceſſe of that Conference was ſuch as happeneth to 
many other things, which moouing great expectation befoze they be entred iuto, in their iſſue pꝛo⸗ 
duce ſmall effects. Foz wee found mightie and vehement Inkoꝛmations ſuppoꝛted with ſo weake 


and flender p2oofes, as it appeared viito Us and our Countell, that there was no cauſe why any 
Change ſhould haue bin at all in that which was moſt impugned, the Booke of Common Pzapyer, 
conteining the foꝛme ofthe publike Seraice of God here eſtabliſhed, neither in the doctrine which 
appeared to be ſincere, noꝛ in the Foꝛmes and Rites which were iuſtified out of the pzactiſe of the 
Pꝛimitiue Church. Notwithſtanding we thought meete, with conſent of the Biſhops and other 
learned men there pꝛelent, That ſome ſmall things might rather bee explaned then changed; not 
that the lame might not very weil haue bene boꝛne with by men who would haue made a reaſona⸗ 
ble conſtruction of them: but foꝛ that in a matter concerning the ſeruice of God we were nice, oꝛ ra⸗ 
ther ielous, that the publike foꝛme thereof ſhould be free not onely from blame, but from ſuſpition, 
ſo as neither the common Aduerlarp ſhould haue aduantage to wꝛeſt ought therein conteined, to 
other ſence then the Church ol England intendeth, noꝛ any trouble ſome oz ignoꝛant perſon of this 
Church be able to take the leaſt occaſion of cauil againſt it: And foꝛ that purpoſe gaue foꝛth our Com⸗ 
miſſion vnder our great Seale of England to the Archbiſhop of Canterbury ⁊ others, actoꝛding to 
the koꝛme which the Lawes of this Kealme in like tale pꝛelcribe to be vſcd,to make the ſaid Expla⸗ 
nation, t to caule the whole booke of Common Pꝛaper, with the lame Erplanations,to bee newlp 
pꝛinted. Which being now done, and eſtabliſhed anew after ſo ſerious a deliberation; Although 
We doubt not, but all our Subiects, both Miniſters and others will receiue the ſame with ſuch re⸗ 
uerente as apperteineth, and confoꝛme themlelues thereunto euery man in that which him conter⸗ 
neth: Yet haue We thought it neceſſary , to make knowen by Pꝛoclamation Our authoziſing of 
the lame, And to require and enioyne all men, alwell Eccleſiaſticall as Tempoꝛall, to confozine 
themſelues vnto it, and to the pꝛactiſe thereof, as the onely Publike Fourme of ſeruing of God eſta⸗ 
bliſhed and allowed to be in this Kralme. And the rather, foꝛ that all the learned men, who were 
there pꝛeſent, alweil of the Biſhops as others, pzomiled their tonfoꝛmitie in the pꝛattiſe ofit, onely 
making ſute to Us, that ſome few might ve boꝛne with foꝛ a tine, 

Wherefoꝛe wee require all Archbichops, Bilhops, and all other publique Miniſters aſwell 
Etcleſiaſtitall as Ciuul, to doe their dueties in tauſing the lame to be obeyed, and in puniſhing the 
oXendours accoꝛding to the Lawes of the Realme heretokoꝛe eſtabliſhed, foꝛ the Authozizing of 
the ſa;d Bodke of Common Pꝛayer. And we thinke it allo neceſſarie, that the ſaid Archbiſhops, 
and Bishops, doe each of them in his Pꝛouinte aud Dioteſſe take oꝛder, That every Hariſh doc 
pꝛocure to themlelues Within ſuch time as they ſhall thinke good to limit, one of the ſaid Wookes 
ſo explaned. And laſt of all Wee doe adinonilh all men, that hereafter they ſhall not expect noꝛ at⸗ 
tempt any further Alteration in the Common and Publique foꝛme of Gods Seruite, from this 
which is now eſtabliſhed, foꝛ that neither will Wee giue way to any to pꝛeſume, that Our owne 
Judgement hauing determined in a matter ok this weight, ſhall bee ſwayed to Alteration by the 
friuolous ſuggeſtions of any light ſpirit: neither are We ignoꝛant of the inconuenientes that doe 
ariſe in Gouernment, by admitting innouation in things once ſetled by mature deliberation: And 
how neteſſarie it is to vleconſtancie in the vpholding of the publique determinations of States, 
foꝛ that ſuch is the vnquietneſſe and vnſtedfaſtneſſe of ſome diſpolitions, affecting euery veere new 
foꝛmes of things, as, if they ſhould be followed in their vnconſtancie, would make all Actions of 
States ridiculous and contemptible : whereas the ſtedfaſt maintaining of things by good aduiſe 
eſtabliſhed, is the weale of all Common wealths.

he Loꝛds ofthe pꝛiuie Counſell endenouringheretofoze the like furtherante 
Il of the ſeruice of the State, aſwell in hoꝛling luch as ride on their Pꝛintes af- 
Al faires, as the ſpeedy diſpatch ol Packets in all places, where Poſts were erec- 
AID ted and oꝛdeined, conſidering, that foꝛ the ſeruice ofthe one, a dayly fee is al- 
— lowed, and foꝛ the other no tertaine wages at all, but the hire ol the Hoꝛſes let 
cl out, and that often ill payd, whereby thep ſtand not ſo bound to the one, as to 
— ö attend the other: And that the Townes and Countreys beſides betame ma⸗ 
LE J ny wayes vexed aud perplexed, by the oucr great libertie of Riders in Poſte, 
—— ay by ſuch as pꝛetend publique ſeruite by ſpetiall Commiſſion , contrary 
to the Kings meaning oꝛ their Lo2dſhips oꝛders: who minding nothing moꝛe, then the particular 
good of his Seruants and Subiects:foꝛ the benefite of the onc, reliefe of the other, and moꝛe regard 
to the good vſage of all Owners of Hozles, and the beaſts themſelues, did thinke it expedient, to di⸗ 
geſt and ſet downe ſundꝛy neceſſary Oꝛders indifferent foꝛ all parties to obſerue and follow. Which 
O2ders being by vs reuiewed and conſidered , are now accoꝛding to the neteſſitie of the times, 
thought meete to beeftſones allowed and publiſhed. The execution whereof we ſeriouſly recom⸗ 
mending to the Maſter and Controller ot all our Poſts, foꝛ the better warranting and directing of 
Poſts, lo farre as this ſeruite may tonterne them, We doe hereby ſtraightly charge and command, 
all and enery Lieutenants of Shires, deputie Lieutenants Juſtices of all Alſiles and Peace, 
Sherifes, Maio2s , Bailifes , Conſtables, Headbozowes , and all other his Officers, Miniſters, 
and louing Subtects, to be ayding and aſſiſting to the ſame,Witiz their vtmoſt helpe, authoꝛitie and 
countenance where need ſhall require, as they tender the furtherance ofthe ſcruice of the State, 


and our diſpleaſure, 


Firſtit is oꝛdered, That in all plates where Poſts are layde foꝛ the Packet, they alſo as per⸗ 
{ons molt fit, ſhall haue the benefit and pꝛeheminente of letting, furnilhing # appointing of Hoꝛſes 
to all riding in Poſte, ( that is to ſay ) with Hoꝛne and Guide by Commiſſion oz otherwiſe, And to 
that end ſhall keepe, aud entertaine of their owne, oꝛ haue in a readmeſſe vnder their direction, ſuch 
and ſo many able and ſufficient Poſt hoꝛſes, with conuenient furniture, as their owne abilities will 
beare, oꝛ that the tontributarie pꝛouiſion of the Townes and Countreys ſhall enable them vnto,o2 
affoꝛd. And ik it fall out that Curriers oꝛ Thoꝛow Poſtes, riding in our affaires by ſpetiall Com⸗ 
miſſion come fo thicke, oꝛ in ſuch numbers, that their ozdinary pꝛomſion will not luftice, then the 
Conſtables of the places where they dwell, with the aſſiſtante of the chicke Magiſtrates there, and 
of the Countries adioyning, (being required in our name) ſhall take vp, bꝛing in, and ſupply the 
Poſts with Hozſes where they may be Had oꝛ Hired, 


2 And like as in the Oꝛders fo? the carrying ot the Packets, the furtherance ok our ſeruite and 
the State, is onely aymed at, ſo in this it is intended, that none be Holden to ride on publique af- 
faires, but with ſpetiall Comnuſſion, and the lame ſigned either by one of our p2incipall Decreta- 
ries of State, oꝛ ſixe at the leaſt ot our pꝛiuie Counſell, oꝛ the Maſter and Comptrowler generall of 
the Poſts, foꝛ all iourneys outwards, and from the Court onely. And to the Court, the Lozds of 
the pꝛiuie Counlell of Scotland, any Lieutenant, Deputie oꝛ Gouernours in Jreland, the Pꝛeli⸗ 
dents of Counſels, oz Uicep2efidents eſtabliſhed in the Moꝛth, oꝛ tn the Marches of wales, the 
Gouernour of Barwicke, Any Ambaſſadour, Gouernours of Townes, oz Agents beyond the 
Deas, The Warden of the Cinque Pozts, oꝛ his Lieutenant of Douer, ſpecially ſending to the 
Court, to the bodie of the Counſell, oꝛ Secretaries of State, oꝛ any Packet ſo directed, that it may 
appeare, the partie diſpatched therewith, ridethin our ſpeciall affaires, (the Ambaſſadoꝛs of foꝛ⸗ 
reine Pꝛintes within this our Realme, and the ozdinary Poſts foꝛ France and Flanders allowed, 
and by their badges ſufficiently commiſſtonated , extepted) and of all ſuch lo riding in publike af- 
faires, it ſhall be lawfull foꝛ the Poſtes, oz the Owners of the Hoꝛles to demand foꝛ the hire of 
tach Hoꝛle after the rate of two pence halfepeny the mile, (beſides the Gutdes groats.) But of all o⸗ 
thers riding poſt with oꝛne and Guide, about their pꝛiuate buſineſſes, the hire and pꝛices are left 
to the parties diſcretionsto agree and compound within themſelues. 


3 It ſhal notbelawfulfoz any perſon whatſoener riding in poſt by Comnitſſion oꝛ other wilt 
to take and ride away the Hoꝛſe oz Hoꝛles of any man, Poſtoꝛ other, not hauing firſt and afoꝛehand 
fully paved and ſatiſtied foꝛ the pꝛice and hire vnto the Owners oꝛ the Poſt foꝛ them, noꝛ ride them 
further then the nert immediate Stage without changing, without the knowledge and conſent of 
the Poſt of the Stage, by whom he rideth in poſt, noꝛ charge any hoꝛſe ſo taken to ride in poſte with 
any Male, oꝛ burden, (belides his Rider) that exceedeth the weight or thirty pounds: Meither 
ſhall any manſo riding in poſte, offer to ride any mans Hoꝛſe aboue ſeuen nules the houre in Sum- 
mer viz. From the firſt of Apꝛil, till the laſt of September, noꝛ aboue ſixe in winter, which ſhall be 
accounted the reſtof the peere: And tk any ſhall wilfully diſobey herein oꝛ in any poynt hereof to 
the manifeſt hurt oꝛ hinderante ofthe Hoꝛſe oz his Owner, The Officers and Magiltrates of the 
plate vpon complaint made, ſhall ſtay the parties offending vntil they haue giuen pꝛeſent ſatiſfacti⸗ 


on, oꝛ ſuffitient ſecuritie to repay the damage. 


4 Finally; as it is onely intended that our ſernice in this kinde be at all hands furthered, and 
the Poſtes to that end, in all their wants and wꝛongs to right themſelues by the helpe and authoꝛi⸗ 
tpok the Magiſtrates, Townes and Countreys as aboueſayd: So if the leruice ſhall ſeeme vnto 
any Poſt a burden ouer great foꝛ his pziuate ſtate to beare and vndertake, and the Townes and 
Countreys (notwithſtanding the eale and quiet they reape 2 no way — counte⸗ 
naͤnte, encourage oꝛ enable him thereto: oꝛ otherwile in regard of peeres oꝛ indiſpolition, ſhall 
not ſee reaſon to vnderly the charge, and trouble of the ſeruice, as being a hinderante to his ſpetiall 
duetie in the ſeruice of the Packet : The Poſt in ſuch caſe attending his petuliar charge, the Con- 
ſtables, and Magiſtrates ofthe places ſhall take oꝛder from time to time, that Hoꝛſes bee pꝛouided 
foꝛ all — in poſte by Commiſſion, oz ſpecially ſent in our affaires as befoꝛeſaid, in ſuch ſoꝛt as 
they were lubiect to doe befoze there were any Poſtes there, and as in plates where are pet no 
landing Poſtes at all. Unto whom alſo our pleaſure is, that theſe Oꝛders ſhall be in foꝛte, and a⸗ 
uaileable (being deliuered them fromthe Maſter and Comptroller of the Poſts) ſo farre as they, 
aͤnd any bꝛanch of them may tonterne the furtherance of publique leruite, oꝛ their owne reliefe.

Packets and Letters impoztingthePances immediate affaires, the co- 
Jl lour whereot ſerning pꝛiuate turnes, hath greatly fruſtrated their en- 
Ildeauours: 

It is now therefoꝛe, foꝛ the better warrantiſe and direction of our 

Poſts, thought meet and tonuenient, that the foꝛmer Oꝛders be reuiued, 

and (accoꝛding to the neceſſitie of the times) renewed and publiſhed in 
our name in manner as followeth. 


Firſt, euery Poſt receiuing a daily Fee, and entertained ſpecially foꝛ the Packet, actoꝛding to 
the pꝛopoꝛtion of his wages by the day, ſhall keepe certaine Hozles, to the number of two at the 
leaſt, with furniture conuentent, and thoſe alwayes to haute at hand in a readineſſe to runne with 
dur Packets onely in Poſt, ſo ſoone as the ſame are bꝛought to his hands. He ſhall haue alſo two 
Bags ot Leather at the leaſt well lined with Bayes oꝛ Cotton, to tary the Packet in, and Hoꝛnes to 
ſound and blow, as oft as he meets tompaup, oz foure times in euery mile. 


2 Euerp Poſt thus furniſhed, ſhall at all houres reteiue and cary, oꝛ lend away, all Packets oꝛ 
Letters bꝛought vnto him, directed foꝛ Pur ſpeciall affaires, dated on the outſide, with the time 
and place of their firſt deliuery, and ſubſcribed by the hands of our Paincipall Secretaries, and 
Maſter and Comptroller generall of the Poſtes: And foꝛ matters of the Nauy, oꝛ to the Mart- 
time Fo:ts vpon the Sea coalt,o2 pꝛintipal Pozt Townes, by our Admirall of England: Foꝛ mat⸗ 
ters ot the Cinque Poꝛts by our Warden: Foꝛ matters of Stotland, by our Treaſurer and Secre⸗ 
tary of Scotlaud : And foꝛ Ireland, by our Lieutenant the T. Mountioy, Oz addꝛeſſed to them in 
the pꝛoper buſineſſe of their plates, oꝛ to the body of our Counſell, from what perſons oz places 
whatloeuer: Of whole names, and addꝛeſle only, the Poſts ſhall take notice, accozding to the firſt 
Inſtitution, and Oꝛiginall ble of their ſeruite, and of none other. 


3 Euerp Poſt ſo reteiuing our Packets, directed and ſubſcribed as aboueſaid, ſhall within one 
quarter of an houre at the moſt after they tome to his hands, diſpatch them away in Poſt, and ſhal 
runne therewith in Sommer (that is, from the firſt of Apꝛill to the laſt of September) atter ſeuen 
Miles the houre: and in Winter (which ſhalbe eſteemed the reſt of the peere) after fine Miles the 
houre at the leaſt, as the wayes affooꝛd, and the weather fallout, | 


4 And that it map appearefromtimeto time (when, and as often as it ſhalbe required) with 
what care and diligence the ſeruite is at all hands applyedand perfozmed, Euery Poſt ſhall keepe 
alarge and faire leger Paper Booke to enter our Packets in, as they (hall be bzought vntohim, 
with the day of the moneth, houre ofthe day oꝛ night, that they came firſt to his hands, together 
with the name of him oꝛ them, by whome oz vnto whom they were ſublcribedand directed, taking 
and entring onely ſuch fo: our Packets, as come warranted as afoꝛeſaid, and all others to paſſe as 
By letters.

| — and packed, vntil now of latediuers and many perſons(contrary to the ſame Statute) taking vpon them 
to be Wool winders in many places of this Realme, neither being ſwozne, noꝛ expert in winding and folding of 1Boolls, ol which ſome be 
Glouers, Tailers, Weauers, Cozdwainers, Barbers, Puſbandmen, and other Artificers, haue gone about, and dayly doe goe about tho⸗ 
rowout this Realme in many places, pꝛactiʒing themſelues in ndinding and folding of the ſaid oolls, by the pzocurement and meanes 
ofthe Owners, and Bzeeders of the ſaid 1Boolls, and do wind vp, and deceitfully put into the ſaidFleeces of wooll. ſand, ſtones, duſt, pitch, 
tarre, clap,pꝛon, leade, double markes,ſhozlocks,doung.lambes wooll, Clockets,locks,hinderſhanks, tailes, waſhlocks, cummer,andmany 
other deceiuable things, not onely to the great flander of this Realme, but to the great loſſe and pꝛeiudice of his Maieſttes Subiects, vſing 
ſhe craft and feat of Clothmaking within this Realme, and to the great abuſe and deceit of Merchants, and others, buyers of the ſame, 
Foz retoꝛmation and redꝛeſſe whereof, The Kings moſt excellent Maieſtie, by the aduice ol his Pꝛiuie Counſel.ſtraightly chargeth and 
commandeth. That no maner ot perſon oz perſons, whatſoeuer he oz they be, at any time hereafter goe about, oz take vpon him oꝛ them to 
Minde oz folde any maner of woolls in any Countrey where woolls are accuſtomed to be wzought, had oꝛ vſed, Oz in the Counties of 
Noꝛthampton. C incolne, L eiceſter, oꝛ Rutland, koꝛ any Merchant ofthe Staple, Clothier oz buyers, befoze he oz they ſhalbe admitted and 
allowed, by the Maſter. and Wardens ol the Company and fellowlhip ofthe udoolmen ofthe City of London, oꝛ one ol them foz the time 
being, to the intent that he and they ſhalbe expert, and haue knowledge in the ſaide craft oz myſterie, koꝛ the true winding and kolding ol 
Woolls. And that euerp perſon and perſons ſo allowed and admitted foꝛ an able and la wkull woꝛk man. oꝛ woꝛkemen in koꝛme afozeſaid, 
ſhall haue a Teſtimoniall oz Certificat ot his allowance and admittance, vnder the Seale of the Maioꝛ of the Staple at weſtminſter koꝛ 
the time being; And that none of the ſaid perſons ſo allowed e admitted, oꝛ that ſhalbe ſo allowed and admitted, hal go about, oꝛ take vpon 
him oꝛ them, to winde oz fo!d any woolls befoze he oꝛ they haue taken a coꝛpoꝛall othe befoze the ſaid Maioꝛ foz the time being That he 
oꝛ they ſhall truely and iuſtly without deceit winde, oz fold all and ſinguler ſuch noooll, oꝛ Moolls, as he oꝛ they ſhall take vpon him oz them 
to winde oꝛ fold, and ſhall not commit, vle, oꝛ pzactize any deceit oꝛ guile therein, vpon paine that euery perſon which chall take vpon him

And his Maieſtie further ſtraightly chargeth andcommandeth that no Grower, Bꝛeeder, Bꝛogger oꝛ gatherer of any nooolls in any his 
Highneſle Counties where woolls are accuſtomed tobe wꝛought by Cwozne men, oꝛ in the ſaid Counties ol Nozthampton, Lincolne,Let- 
ceſter, and Rutland, ſhall at any time hereafter ſet on woꝛke any Woolfolder,o2 Wool winder, to fold oꝛ winde his oꝛ their 1Booll oꝛ Moolls, 
vnleſſe the ſaid wooollolder, oꝛ oolwinder bꝛing with him oꝛ them a Teſtimoniall, oz certificat, vnder the Seale of the ſaid Matoz ofthe 
Staple at weſtminſter foz the time being: Teſtifying him oꝛ them to be ſwozne and admitted foꝛ an able woꝛkeman to folde and winde 
Woolls in maner and koꝛme as is afozeſatd, vpon line paine as is aboue expꝛeſſed. | 
And further where by an Act made in the thꝛee and twentieth xeerc of the reigne of our moſt noble Pꝛedeceſſoꝛ King Henry the eight ol 
famous memozy yet ſtanding in foꝛce, It was enacted that no maner of perſon do winde oꝛ cauſe to be wound any Fleece of y9ooll, not be⸗ 
ingſufficiently Riuered oꝛ waſhed, ne winde, oꝛ cauſe to be wound within any Fleece any deceiuable things particulerly mentioned in the 
ſame Act, oꝛ any other thing, whereby the Fleece may be the moꝛe waightier, to the deceit a loſſe of the Buyer, vpon paine the Seller ok any 
ſuch deceitfull wooolls, to fozfeit foz euery ſuch Fleece lire pence ; His Maieſtie hath bene certainly infozmed, That notwithſtanding the 
ſafd good Act and Statute, much deceit is vled in waſhing, winding folding and packing of 19oolls,and that foz the moſt part of vnſkiiful 
perſons, contrary to the ſaid Act and Statute : Pighighnelle therefoze minding to haue the ſaid clauſes of the ſaid Statute,and all Acts 
and Statutes touching oꝛ in any wiſe concerning the auoyding of the ſaid deceits, oꝛ made, and pꝛouided foꝛ the true and lawful winding, 
folding. and packing of the ſaſd wools, by expert and ſkilfull perſons,. halbe krom hencetooꝛth duely obſerued, and put in execution, and the 
offenders againſt the lame, to be coꝛrected and puniſhed accoꝛding to the effect and true meaning thereof, doeth ſtraightly charge and com⸗ 
mand all and euery his Subiects whatſoeuer,to whom it ſhall and may appertaine, To obſerue the true meaning ofthe ſaid Acts, vpon 
paine of fozfaiture of the penalties therein contained, and as they wil auoyd his highneſlle further diſpleaſure. And further his Maieſty 
by the aduice aloꝛeſaid, ſtraightiy chargeth and commandeth all and euery Juſtices of Peace, Maioꝛs, Shirittes, Bailitles, and all other 
his highnelle Officers and miniſters whatſoeuer.to whom it may appertaine within their ſeueral Liberties, and pꝛecinctg That they and 
euery ol them cauſe euery ſuch Offender and Offenders, to be punithed koꝛ ſuch offence and offences aboue mentioned, in ſuch ſoꝛt as is a- 
boue limitted, appointed and declared. And that euery and whatloeuer Juſtice of Peace, Maioꝛ, Shiriffe, Bailiſte, oz other Officer,doe 
refuſe,o2 do not punich, oz cauſe to be puniched euery ſuch perſon oz perſons, ſo to him oꝛ thempzeſented, accoꝛding to this pzeſent Oꝛdi⸗ 
nance, his oz their faults being duely pꝛoued, ſhall foꝛfait to the Rings Maieſtie twentie pounds to be payed into his Highneſſe Court ol 
Exchequer; And further ſhall incurre his highnelle diſpleaſure, Giuen at our Mannour ot᷑ Eaſt. Greenwich the 18, day of June, in the 
ſecond peere ol our raigne of England, France, and Ireland, and ol Scotland the ſeuen and thirtieth.

Rates and Paices not onely to bee certified by our ſaid Clerke of the Market oꝛ his Deputie, into our 
Compting houſe ; But alſo fired # ſet vpon the gates of our Court and other places within the Uerge, 
as well within Liberties as without: And that no manner of perſon oz perſons of what eſtate oz de- 
gree ſoeuer he oꝛ they be, doe in any wile pay moze foꝛ Cozne, Uictuals, Hozſemeate, Lodging, oz any 
other thing. then after the Rate and Foꝛme afozeſatd, vpon paine of Jmpaſonment, and to be Fined,

wee haue taken to ſettle the Affaires of this Church of England in an Uni⸗ 2 2 
|  fozmifie as well of Doctrine, as of Goucrnment, both of them agreeable 
XX tothe v202d of God, the Doctrine of the PÞzimitiue Church, and the Lawes 

. herttofoꝛe eſtabliſhed foꝛ thole matters in this Nealme, may ſufficiently 
appeare by our koꝛmer Actions. Foz no ſooner did the Pniection of the 
Plague, raigning immediatlp after Our entry into this Vingdome, gine 
Us leaue to haue any Allembly, but wee held at Dur Honoz of Hampton 
Court fo: that purpoſe a Conference betweene ſome pꝛintipall Biſhops and Deanes of this Church, 
and fluch other Learned menas understood oꝛ fanoured the Opinions of thoſe that lecke Alteration, 
betoze gur Selke and our Councell. Ot which Conference the iſſue was, That no well grounded 
matter appeared to Us oꝛ our ſapd Councell, why the State of the Church here by Law eſtabliſhed, 
ſhauld in anp mnateriail point be altered, Noz did thoſe that bekoꝛe Had ſeemed to alkect inch Altera⸗ 
tion, whenthep Heard the contraric Arguments, greatly inſiſt bpon it, but leemed to be latiificd them⸗ 
ſelues, and to vndertake Within reaſonable time to fatiffic all others that were miſſe led with opinion 
Hälthere was any tuſt cauſe of Alteration. vohertupon we publiſhed by our Pꝛoclamation what had 
[cio the Yſue of that Conference, hoping that when the lame ſhould be made knowen, all reaſona⸗ 
ble inen would haue reſted ſatiſfied with that which had beene done, and not haue mooued further 
trouble oꝛ ſpeech ok matters, whereof ſo lolemne and aduiled Determination had beene made. Not- 
withſtanding, at the late Aſſembly of our Parliament, there wanted not many that renewed with 
no little earneſtneſſe the Queſtions befoze determined, and many moꝛe alwell about the Booke of 
Common P2aver, as other matters of Church Gouernment, and impoꝛtuned Us foꝛ our Aſſent to 
inany Alterations therein: But yet with ſuch ſutcceſſe, as when they had heard both Our owne ſpee⸗ 
ches made vnto thein at ſundꝛy times, he wing the Reaſons of Our foꝛmer pꝛotee dings in thole mat- 
ters, And like wile had had Conference with ſome Biſhops, and other Lo2ds of the vpper Houſe a- 
bout the lame, they deſiſted from further pꝛoſecution thereof; finding, that ok all things that might 
any wap tend to the furtherance of Neligion, and eſtabliſhment ofa Miniſterie fit foꝛ the ſame, Wee 
had befoze with the aduife of our Conalel, had ſuch tonſideration, as the p2clent ſiate of things would 
beare, And taken oꝛder how the ſane ſhould be p2oſecuted by ſuch meanes, as might be vled without 
any puviique diſturbance oꝛ Innouation: Andſo the end ok all their mottons and ouertures falling 
out to be nonc sther in Subſtance, then was befoze at the Conference at Hampton Court, That is, 
that no apparant oꝛ grounded Reaſon was ſhewed, why either the booke of Common Pꝛaper, oz the 
Church diſcipline here by Law eſtabliched (ould be changed (which were vnrealonable)tonſidering 
that particular and perſonall abuſes are remediable other wiſe, then by making gencrall Alterations: 
Wee haue thougizt good once againe to giue notice thereof to all our Subiecte, by publike Declara- 
tion, who We doubt not but will receiue great ſatiſfaction, when they ſhall vnderſtand that after fo 
much impugning, there appeareth no tauſe why the foꝛme ofthe Seruite ot God, wherein they haue 
beene nouriſhed fo many yteres, ſhould be changed: And conſequently to admoniſh them all in gene⸗ 
rall to tonfoꝛme themſelues thereunto, without liſtning to the troubleſome ſpirits of ſome Perſons, 
who ueuer reteiue contentment, either in Ctuill, oz Eccleſiaſticall matters, but in their owne fantaſies, 
eſpecially of tertaine Miniſters, who vnder pꝛetended Zeale of Refozmation, are the chiefe Authozs 


of Diutfions and Sectsamongour people. Of many ok which, we hope that now, when they ſhalſee 
that ſuch things as they haue pꝛopoſed foꝛ Alteration, pzooue bpontryall ſo weakely grounded, as de- 
ſerue not admittance,they will out oftheir owne tudgement tonfoꝛme themlelnesto better adutce, and 
not omit the pꝛintipall c ſubſtantial parts of their duties, foꝛ ſhadowes # ſemblantes of Zeale, but ra- 
ther bend their ſtrength with our intent to ioyne in one end, that is, the eſtabliſhing of the Golpel, and 
retouering of our People ſeduted out of the hands of the common aduerſaries of our Religion, which 
ſhal neuer be wel perfoꝛmed but by an Unifoznutie of all our endenours therin. But if our hope herein 
faile Us, Mee mull aduertife them, that our duetie towards God requireth at our hands, that what 
vntractable men doe not perfoꝛme vpon admonition, they muſt bee compelled vnto by Authojzitte, 
whereof the Supzeme power reſting in our hands, by Gods oꝛdinante, Mee are bound to ble the ſame 
in nothing moꝛe, then in pzeſeruation of the Chutchestranquillitie, which by Gods grace We are fully 
purpoled to doe: And yet by aduife of our Councell, and opinion ofthe Biſhops, although our foꝛmer 
Pꝛotlamations both befoze the Conference and ſince, ought to bee aſufficient warning and admoniti⸗ 
on to all men, who are withinthe danger of them, Wee haue thought good to giue time to all Mint- 
ſters diſobedient to the Oꝛders ofthe Church and to Eccleſiaſtical Authoꝛitie here byLaweſtabliſhed, 
and who fo: ſuch diſobedience,cither in the dayes ofthe Queene our Siſter of famous memoꝛie decea- 
ſed, 02 ſince our Reigne haue incurred any cenſures of the Church, oz penalties of Lawes, vntill the 
laſt day of Nouember now next enſuing, to bethinke themſelues ofthe courſe they will hold therein. 

In which meane time both they may reſolue either to confozme themlelues to the Church of Eng- 
land, and obey the ſame: Oꝛ els to diſpoſe of themſelues and their families ſome other wapes, as to 
them ſhall ſeeme meete: And the Biſhops and others whom it concerneth, pꝛouide meete perſons to 
be ſubſtitutes in the place of thoſe who ſhall wilfully abandon their Charges vpon ſo ſleight cauſes: 
Aſſuring them that after that day, We ſhall not fade to doe that which Pztncely pzoutdence requireth 
at Our hands: That is, to put in execution all wayes and meanes that may take from among Our 
people, all grounds and occaſions of Sects, Diuiſions, and Unquietneſſe: Whereokas woe wich there 
may neuer be occaſion giuen bs to make pꝛoofe, but that this our admonition map haue equall foꝛte in 
all mens hearts, to woꝛke an vniuerſal confoꝛmitie: So we do require all Archbiſhops. Wiſhops, and 
bother Eccleſiaſtical perſons, to do their vttermoſt endeuours by tonferentes, arguments, perſwaſions, 
and by all other wayes of loue and gentleneſſe to retlaime all that be in the Miniſterie, to the obediente 
of our Church Lawes; Foꝛ which purpoſe only We haue enlarged the time foꝛmerlp pzefired foꝛ their 
remooue 02 Kefoꝛmation, to the end that if it be poſſible, that Unifoꝛmitie which Wee deſire , may be 
wꝛought by Clementie, and by weight of Reaſon, and not by Rigour of Law, And the like aduer⸗ 
tiſement doe we giue to all Ciuill Magiſtrates, Gentlemen, and others of vnderſtanding, as well a⸗ 
bꝛoad in the Counties, as in Cities and Townes, Nequiring them alſo, not in any ſoꝛt to ſuppoꝛt, fa- 
uour, oꝛ countenance any ſuch factious Miniſters in their obſtinatie: of whoſe endeuours Wee doubt 
not, but ſo good ſucceſſe may follow, as this Our admonitton, with their indeuours, may pꝛeuent the 
ble of any other meanes to retaine our people in their due Obediente to Us, and in Unitie ofminde, to 
the Seruice of Almighty God.

N W his louing Subiects; Doeth expꝛeſſely charge and command all Mer⸗ 
EE chants, Owners of Ships, Mariners, and all other his Subtects 
whom it may concertie, That from Hencefoozth they and euery of them ſhall fozbeare to 
Sell, Trucke, Exchange oꝛ alienate anyEngliſh Ship oz Ueſſell, directly oz indirectly, with⸗ 
out Ipeciall Licence firft obtained foꝛ the ſame, vnder the great Seale of England, Upon 
paine foꝛ euery ſuch offence,to fuffer impꝛiſonnient during the Kings pleaſure, and to vnder⸗ 
goe ſuch foꝛfeitures and Fines as by the Statutes, Lawes and Cuſtomes of this his Ma⸗ 
ieſties Nealme ofEngland may be inflicted vpon them in that behalfe, as vpon tranſgreſlers 
of the Lawes and Statutes, and contemners of his Maieſties moſt R oyall Pꝛotlamation. 
And his Mateltie doeth hereby ſtraightly charge all Admirals, Uiceadimrals,and other 
Officers of the Admiraltie, Matoꝛs, Sheriffes, Batliffes, Cuſto mers, Comptrollers, Sear⸗ 
chers, and all other his Officers, whom it may conterne, that they doe carefully inquire after 
all ſuch as ſhall offend in the pꝛemiſſes, and cauſe them to bee appꝛehended, and committed 
whom they lhalfinde guiltie, to the next Gaole, there to remaine vntil they and euery of them 
hall be bound with ſufficient Sureties, in competent ſunimes, fo: their appearance befoze the 
Toꝛbs of his Þighneſſe moſt Hononrable Countell at the next Starrechamber day, and not 
to depart thence without ſpeciall leaue firſt obtained. And if it ſhall appeare that any ot the 
ſaid Officers haue vſed negligence oꝛ conntuence herem, His Maieſtie will extend the paine 
of his diſpleaſure bnto them, and cauſe them to feele the ſmart thereof.

L; and now inthe fulneite of the time of his Diſpoſition, to beſtow vpon Us: 
Q \V Þ | Namely the bleſſed Union, oꝛ rather Reunitingof theſe two mightie, fa⸗ 
= maous, and ancient Kingdomes of England and Scotland, vnder one 
Dinperial Crowne: So often doe We thinke, that it is our duetie, to doe our vttermoſt endeusur, 
fo: the aduantement and perkection of that woozke, Which ts of his beginning, and whereokhee 
hath giuen ſo manp palpable lignes and Arguments, as hee that leeth them not, is blinde, and hee 
that impugneth them, doeth but endeuour to ſeparate that, which God hath put together. Foz, 
to omit thoſe thuigs which are cuident to ſenſe, That the Ille within it ſelfe hath almoſt none 
but imaginarie bounds of ſeparation without, but one common limit oꝛ rather Gard ofthe Ocean 
Sea, making the whole a little world Within it lelfe, the Nations an vnikoꝛmitie of conſtitutions 
both of body and inde, eſpeciallp in Martiall pꝛoweſſes, Acommunitie of Language , the pꝛinci⸗ 
pall meanes of Ciuil ſotietie, An vuitic of Keligion, the chiefeſt band ol heartie Union, and the lureſt 
knot of laſting Peace: What tan be a moze cxp2cile Teſtimome of Gods authoꝛitic of this woꝛke, 
then that two mightie Nations, hauing bene euer from their firſt ſeparation continually in blood 
each againſt other, ſhould foꝛ ſo many peres immediatly betoꝛe our Succeſſion, be at peace together, 
as it were to this end, That their memoꝛy being free from lente of the ſmart of foꝛmer iniuries, their 
minds might, in the time of Gods appointment, moꝛe willingly come together, That it hath pleaſed 
him ſo to diſpoſe , that this Union is not infoꝛted by Conqueſt and violence, noꝛ contracted by doubt⸗ 
full and deteinable points of tranſaction, but naturally deriued from the Right and Title of the pꝛe⸗ 
cedent Pꝛintes of both Kingdomes, concurring in our Perſon , altke lineally deſcended from the 
blood of both though the Sacred coniunction of Wedlocke , An Union which is the wozke of God 
and Nature, and whereunto the wozkes of Fozce oz Policte cannot attaine « Wee may addehere- 
unto that which voe haue reteiued from thoſe that ve {kiilfall in the Lawesof this Land, Thatim- 


qediatly vpon our Succeſſion, diners of the ancient Lawes of this Kealme are Ipſo facto expired, 
A namely, that of Eſtuage, and of the Naturalization ofthe Subtects, And that there is a greater 
affinitic and concurrence betweene moſt of the ancient Tawes of both Kingdomes, then is to bee 
found betweene thoſe of any other two Nattons, As namely, in ſtates of Inheritance and Free⸗ 
hold, as Fee-ſimple, Fee taile, Tenant foꝛ life, by Courteſie, Dower, and ſuch like, In Caſes of del⸗ 
tents of Inheritance, Ju Tenures of Lands, as ok Knights ſeruice, Socage, Franke Almoigne, 
Burgage, Uillenage, and ſuch uke, In Witts and foꝛmes of Pꝛoteſſe, In tales of Triall by Ju⸗ 
ries, Grand Juries; And laſtip in Officers and Miniſters of Juſtice, As Sheriffes, Coꝛoners, 
and ſuch like, which Wee leaue to be further tonſdered by the Commiſſioners of both Kealmes. 

which being matter pꝛepared onely by the Pꝛouidence of Almightie God, and which by hu⸗ 
mane Juduſtrie could not haue bene ſo oꝛdered; Wee, and all our Subiects ought firſt with reue⸗ 
rente to acknowledge his Handie-wozke therein, and to gine him our moſt humble thankes foꝛ the 
ſame, aud then to further by our endeuours that, which his wiſedome doth by fo many ſignes point 
out to be his will: Whereof many particularities depending vpon the determinations ofthe States 
and Parliaments ofboth Realmes, Weleaue tein there to be diſcuſſed, accoꝛding tothe Commil⸗ 
ſons graunted by the ſcuerall Actes of both Parlianients, And kome other things reſting in Our 
owne Imperiall Power, as the Head of both, We are purpoſed towards the bintding of this extel⸗ 
lent woꝛke, to doe by Our lelfe that, which iuſtly and ſakely voce map by Our ablolute power doe. 
And fo2 a firſt ſtone of this woꝛke, whereupon the reſt may be layed, feeing there is bndoubtedly but 
one Head to both Peoples, which is Our lelfe; And that vnfainediy we haue but one Heart and 
Pinde to communicate equally to both States, as Lines iſſuing from one Center, Our Juſtꝛtte, 
Our Fauours, and whatſoeuer elle dependeth vpon the Umtie of Our Supꝛeme power guer both, 
(God hauing miniſtred to Us lo iuſt cauſe to embzace them both with equall and indifferent Lone, 
in as much as Our Birth, and the firſt part of Our lite hath bene in the one, and the later part there⸗ 
ofis like to be foꝛ the moſt part in the other: ) We thinke it vnreaſonable, that the thing, which is 
by the woꝛke of God and Nature ſo much in eftett one, ſhould not be one in name; Umtie in name 
being ſo fit a meanes to impꝛint in the hearts of people, a Character and memoꝛiall of thatUnitie, 
Which ought to be amongſt them in deede. 

Wherefoꝛe wee haue thought good to diſcontinue the dimded names of England and Scot⸗ 
land out of our Regall Stile, and doe intend and reſolue to take and aſſume vnto Us in maner and 
foꝛme Hereafter exp2cled, The Name and Stile of KING OF GREAT BRITTAINE, 
including therein accozding to the trueth, the whole Jlland. wherein no man can unagine Us tobe 
led by any humour of Uainegloꝛp oz Ambition, becauſe wee ſhould in that cafe, rather delight in a 
long enumeration of many Kingdomes, and Seignioꝛies, (whereof in our Inheritance wee haue 
plentie enough, if we thought tler were gloꝛie in that kinde of Stile) but onely that We ble it as a 
liqnification of that, which in part is already done, anda ſigmficant Pꝛeliguration of that, which is 
tobe done hereafter; Moꝛ that We couet any new affected Name deuiled at Our pleaſure, but out 
of vndoubted knowledge doe viſe the true and ancient Name, which God and Time haue impoſed 
bpon this Jfle,extant, and reteiued in Hiſtoꝛies, in all Mappes and Cartes, wherein this Jſle is 
delcribed, and in oꝛdinarie Letters to Our ſeife from diners Fozraine Pztinces, warranted alſo by 
Authenticall Charters, Exemplifications vuder Seales, and other Recozds of great Antiquitie, gt- 


uing Us p2eſident foꝛ our doing, not boꝛowed out of Foꝛraine Nations, but from the Actes of our 
Pꝛogenitoꝛs, Kings of this Realme of England, both befoze and ſince the Conqueſt, hauingnot had 
ſo iuſt and great cauſe as we haue. | 

Upon all which conſiderations we doe by theſe Pꝛeſents, by foꝛte of our Kingly Power and 
Pꝛerogatiue, aſſume to Our ſelfe by the cleereneſſe of our Right, The Name and Stile of KING 
OF GREAT BRITTAINE, FRANCE, AND IRELAND, DEFENDER 
OF THE FAIL TH, &c. as followeth in Our iuſt andlawfull Stile, And doe hereby pub- 
liſh, pꝛomulge and declare the ſame, to the ende that in all Pꝛotlamations, Miſſiues foꝛreine, and 
Domeſticall, Treaties, Leagues, Dedicatozies, Impꝛeſſions, and in all other caſes of like nature, 
the lame may be vſed and obſerued. And to the ende the ſame may be the ſooner and moꝛe bmuer- 
ſally diuulged both at Home and abꝛoad: Our will and pleaſure is, That the ſame Stile be from 
hentefooꝛth vicd vpon all Inſcriptions vpon our currant Moneys and Copnes of Gold and Siluer 
hereafter to be Minted. And foꝛ that Wee doe not Innouate oꝛ aſſume to Us any new thing, but 
declare that which is and hath bene euident to all; Our will and pleaſure is, That in luch Appel⸗ 
lations o2 Nominations, as ſhall be hereafter made by foꝛte of theſe pꝛeſents, the ſame ſhall bee ex⸗ 
pꝛeſſed in ſuch and the lame mancr and foꝛme, and after ſuchcomputation,as if we had aſſumed and 
declared the ſame the firſt day of our Raigne of our Realme of England; Foꝛbearing onely foz the 
v2cicnt that any thing herein conteined doe extend to any Legall pzoceeding, Inſtrument, oz Aſlu⸗ 


rante, vntill further Oꝛder be taken in that behalte.

Hereas it hath appeared vnto vs by the Records of our high 


Court ofthe Admiraltie , That William Hull Captaine of a Ship 
called the Talbot of Topiſham in aur Countie of Deuon, And Philip 
4 Ward Captaine ofa Ship called the Thomaſine of Dartmouth in the 
{aid Countie, Chriſtopher Newman, Edward Follet , and Henry Burt, 
with diners others their Complices and Allociats, ſeruing as 
Mariners 02 Douldiers in the ſaid Ships, reſpectinely ſtand in⸗ 
dicted , foꝛ that they in Nouember 1602. with their Ships in 
warlike maner appointed within the Mediterranean Seas, did rob and ſpoile a Ship called la 
Serene of Olona in France, and the goods therein laden, belonging vato diuers Subiects of our 
good bꝛother The moſt Chriſtian King: And not content therewith, did allo in moſt ſauage 
maner tommit wiltull murther (a crime moſt foule, odious and deteſtable in the ſight of 
God, and man) vpon the perſons ofdiners ofthe Frenchmen, being in the ſaid Ship, againſt 
the Lawes and Statutes ofthis Bealine : Wee ok our Pzincely care foꝛ the adminiſtration 
of Juſtice (the maine pillax ofour Eſtate) doe with no leſſe 3eale, aſweil foꝛ the ſatiffaction of 
foꝛreine Painces,as foꝛ the example of others in like cales offending,intend to pꝛoſetute them, 
and all their Abettozs, Coinplices and Acceſlaries, with the greateſt ſeueritie of our Lawes 
in that caſe pꝛouided: And theretoꝛe we will, and ſtrictly command all and cucry our Oitt- 
ters and loning Subiects, that immediatly after the ſight of this pꝛelent P:oclamation, they 
and euery of them do make diligent ſearch and inqutrie in all places aſwell exempt, as not ex⸗ 
empt, foꝛ the laid perlons, and all and euery of them, and the lame, oꝛ any of them ſo found. to 
appꝛehend and commit to the next Gaole, there to bee detained, vntill our high Admirall, o: 
his Lieutenant Judge of our high Court of the Admiraltie, vpon notice ginen vnto either ot 
them, ok the perſons lo committed, ſhall take oꝛder in that behalke. | 
And moꝛeouer our pleaſure is, that no perſon oz perſons whatſocner, ſhall wittingly oz 
wilfully recetue,conceale, harbour, intertaine oꝛ lodge the ſaid Pirats and murtherers, oꝛ any 
of them, oz any of their ſaid Complites and aſſoctats, into their houſe oz houſes, atter the fight 
and knowledge of this Pꝛotlamation, (knowing them by circumſtances, credible inkoꝛmati⸗ 
ons, oꝛ other wile, to be the perſons afozenamed ) vpon paine vnto euery ſuch perſon and per⸗ 
ſons ſo receiuing, concealing, harbouring, inferteyning oꝛ lodging any of the laid Pirats and 
murtherers,oꝛ any ot their complices, of death and foꝛfaiture of all their lands, goods and 
chattels, accoꝛding to the Lawes and ſtatutes in that caſe pꝛouided.

L though it be moſt certaine, that nothing is more appropriate to 
/ A—> FS || the Soneraigne dignity of Pzinces, then the oꝛdering of their Moneys, 


2 FG, and letting them at ſuch Pꝛices and Ualuations , as they ſhall thinke 
A conuentent vpon neceſſary cauſes; Yet haue we alwayes bene of opt- 
nion, that iuſt Pꝛintes ſhould not ple the libertie of their Power in 
7 Abaſing o2 Enhaunſing the Pzices of Moneys, without all reſpect to 
A the Commou benefite of their Subiects. In which conſideration it 
X Z is euident to all men, that ſince our Entrie into this Kealme, Wee haue 
bene lo farre from changing the ancient and hononrable Standard of the Starling Money of 
this our Realme of England, as We haue on the contrary reſtoꝛed to our Realine of Jreland Mo⸗ 
neys of pure Siluer, in lieu of the baſe Coyne, with which the neteſſitie of the time, by accident of 
the warres, conſtrained our Siſter the late Queene of Happy memoꝛie to pay the Armies. 
Neuertheleſſe, it falling out at Our firſt comming out of Scotland, (where wee had Copnes 
of Gold and Siluer not thencurrant in this Realme) to be impoſſible foꝛ Our Nobilitie and other 
Seruants and Subiects attending Us in Our tourney hither, to bee pꝛouided of turrant Moneps 
ok this Realine foꝛ their expenſes ſo ſoone as Our ſpeed required We did then giueUaluation to 
the Coyne of Golde of Scotland, called the Sixe pound piece, to be currant here foꝛ ten Shillings of 
Olluer, to be equal to the Engliſh Angel oꝛ Soueraigne of Gold: The authozizing whereof com- 
ming lately into Conſideration, among other Points recommended by Us to bee treated foꝛ the 
Weale of both Kingdomes, by ſome of Our Counlell of each of them, It hath appeared that the 
intonueniente is fit to be remoued, which groweth by our authoꝛtzing it to bee equall to the Golde 
Coynes of England: Not that it is not woꝛth in true Ualue tenne Shillings of Pur Siluer Mo⸗ 
neys of England, but becauſe that the Engliſh Coynes of Golde are not in regard of the Siluer 
Copnes, of the true pꝛopoꝛtion betiveene Gold and Siluer accuſtomed in all Nations, 


by 


Whereupon our Countell Haning occaſion to enter into further conſideration of theMonyes of 


this Kealme, with the aſſiſtance ofthe Officers or the Mynt, it appeareth very viſibly, thatthis er⸗ 
rour in the pꝛopoꝛtion of the Gold monyes of England to the Siluer, Hath bene a great cauſe ofthe 
tranſpoꝛtation of Gold out of this Realme into foꝛraine Countries in luch quantity, as of late yeres 
hath bene vſed , becauſe the laid Golde monpes are moꝛe woꝛth in their true value, then here they 
were allowed. To which inconuenience long endured, being now reſolued to giue remedie, Wee 
haue cauſed new copnes both of Gold and ſiluer to be made of ſeueral ſtampes, weights and values, 
but of one vnifoꝛme Standard and allap, to be turrant within this Our Kingdome of Great Bri- 
taine: that is to ſay, One piete of Gold of the value ot Twenty fillings ſterling, to be called The 
Vnite, ſtamped on the one ſide with Our picture foꝛmerly vied, with this Our ſtile, IIc Oo BVS D.C. 
Mag' Brit. Fran'. & Hib'. Rex. And on the other ide, Our Armes Crowned, and with this wozd, Faci- 
am eos in gentem vnam. One other Gold money of Ten ſhillings, to be called, The double Crowne, 
And one other Golde money of Fine ſhillings, to be called, The Britaine Crowne. On the one ſide 
with Our Picture accuſtoined, and Our ile as afozeſaid, and on the other ſide, Our Armes, and 
this woꝛd, Henricus Roſas, Regna lacobus. One other piece of Foure ſhillings, to be called, The Thiſtle 
Crowne, hàuing on the one {ide a Roſe crowned, and Our title, Ia. D. C. Mag. Br. F. & H. Rex: and 
on the other ſide, a Thiſtle flowꝛe crowned, with this woꝛd, Tueatur vnita Deus. Allo pietes of Two 
chillings ſire pence, to be called, Halfe Crownes, with Our Picture accuſtomed, and this word, 
I. D. G. Roſa ſine ſpina: and on the other ſide, Our Armes, and this wozd, Tucatur vnita Deus. And 


foꝛ Siluer monpes, pieces of Fine ſhillings, and Two ſhillings ſire pence, hauing on the one ſide 


Our picture on hoꝛſe backe, and Our ſtile afozeſaid: And pietes of Twelue pence and Stxe pence 
haming Our Picture foꝛmerly vicd, and our Stile as afoꝛeſaid.

And the Halfe . penny hauing on the one ſide a Nole, and on the other ſide, a Thiſtle Flbwze, All 
which ſeuerall Coynes both of Gold and Siluer, We doe hereby publish, declare, and anthoꝛtze to be 
amongſt others heretofoze vied Our Monyes currant fo: this Our Kingdome of Sreat Britaine, 
to be vſedand receined by all the Suvtects thereof, in all Neceits and Payments, and n all maner of 
Traffiquing, Bargaining, and dealing betweene man and man, at the ſeuerall Rates and Ualues 
conteined in the Table hereunder wzitten, expzeſſing their true Ualues and Wetghts, actoꝛding to 


the accomptofthe Mynt men ofboth Nations.

the great aſſembly at our Coꝛonation, which ifthe ſetling ok our State here had not neceſſarily 
required to be then perfoꝛmed, Wee would haue foꝛboꝛne. And foꝛalmuch allo as foꝛ theſe two 
yeeres paſt, by reaſon of our entry into this our Kingdome, our Coꝛonation, the holding of our

\COZNVAVEDS and honeſt vocation and Trading in Merchantly Uopages, whereby 
0 8 IS ef N A they might both reape conuentent maintenance, and be ſeruiteable to 
pokes =—== their Countrey, And doe betake themſelnes to the Seruite of diuers 
foꝛreine States, vnder the Title of men of warre, to haue thereby occaſion to continue their 
vnlawfull and vngodly courſe of lining by Spoile, vſing the ſeruitce of thoſe Pzinces but foꝛ co- 
lour and pꝛetext, but in cffect making themſelues commonly no better then Pirats to robbe both 
our owne Subiects their Countrepmen, and the Subiects of other Pꝛinces our neighbours, 
going in their honeſt Trade of Merchandize : By which courſes they doe impeach the quiet 
Traffique of Nations one with other, leave our Realme vnkurniſhed of men oftheir ſoꝛt, if we 
ſhould haue cauſe to vſe them, and inure themſelues to an impious diſpoſition of lining by ra⸗ 
pine and euill meanes, although by reaſon of the Uninerſall Peace wherein we are at this pꝛe⸗ 
ſent with all Chꝛiſtian Pꝛinces and States, they may haue a moꝛe plentikull employment in an 
oꝛderly and lawfull Nauigation, then at any time of late peeres they could haue had: We haue 
thought it neteſſarie in time to pꝛeuent the ſpꝛeading of ſuch a toꝛruption amongſt our Subiects 
of that ſoꝛt and calling, whereby our Nation will bee ſo much ſlandered, and our Nealme ſo 
greatly diſaduantaged. Wherefoꝛe wee doe Will and command all Maſters of Ships, Pilots, 
Mariners, and all other ſoꝛt of Seafaring men, who now are in the Martiall ſeruice of any foz- 
reine States, that they doe pzeſently returne home into their owne Countrey, and leaue all ſuch 
foꝛreine Seruices, and betake themſelues to their Uocation in the lawfull courſe of Merchan- 
dize, and other oꝛderly Mauigation, vpon ſuch paines and puniſhments as by the Lawes of our 
Realine map be inflicted vpon them, if after this declarationofonr Plealure, they ſhall not obey. 
And we doe allo bpon the lame pames fraightly charge and command all our Subiects of that 
pꝛokeſſion, that none of them ſhal from hentetoꝛth take Letters of Marke oz Repaiſall,noz ſerue 
buder any that hath ſuch letters of 33arksc Kepꝛilall from anp foꝛreine Pznce oꝛ State what⸗ 
ſoeuer, No: otherwiſe employ tive {cities mam warlike Seruices of any foꝛraine State vpon 
the Sea, without ſpeciall Licenſe obtauned rom our Selke, oz from our high Admirall, as they 
will anlwere the contrarie at their perus. 

And foꝛaſmuch as although wee are in Peace with all Chaiſttan Pꝛintes and States, yet du- 
ring the continuance of the Warre betweene the King of Spaine, and the Archdukes on the 
one ſide, and the vnited Pꝛouinces of the Low Countreys on the other ſide , many chances may 
happen, as ſome alreadie haue happened, of difficult interpzetation to our Officers and Sub- 
iects how to behaue themſelues in ſuch caſes, vnleſſe they bee explaned vnto them: Wee haue 
thought it conuenient to make an open declaration how our ſaid Officers and Subiects ſhall de- 
meane themſelues towards the Subiects alwell of the King of Spaine and Archdukes, as allo of 
the States vnited in the tales following. = 


Firſt our Pleaſure is, That within our Pozts, Hauens, Nodes, Creekes, oꝛ other plates of 
dur Dominion, oꝛ ſo neere to any of our ſapd Poꝛts oz Hauens, as may be reaſonably conſtrued 
to be within that Title, Limit, oꝛ Pꝛecinct, there ſhalbe no foꝛte, violente, ſurpꝛiſe, oꝛ offence ſuffe⸗ 

red to be done either from Man of warre to Man of warre, oꝛ Man of warre to Merchant, oꝛ 
Merchant to Merchant ok either partie, but that all of what Nation ſoeuer, ſo long as they ſhall 
be within thoſe our Poꝛts and places of our Jurildittion, oꝛ where our Officers map pꝛohibite 
violence, ſhall be vnderſtood to be vnder our pꝛotection to be oꝛdered by courſe of Juſtite, and be 
at Peace each with other. | 

Aud Whereas ſome of the men of warre of ech ſide haue vſed of late, x it is like wil ble in time 
to tome, though not to come within our Poꝛts, becauſe there they know we can reſtraineviolence, 
yet to houer and hang about the ſkirts of our Poꝛts, ſomewhat to Seaboard, but yet ſo neare our 
coaſts and the entrie of our Harbours, as in reaſon is to be tonſtrued to be within the extent ot the 
lame, ⁊ there to await the Merchant ofthe aduerſe part, x do ſeaze and take them at their going 
out of our Poꝛts, which is all one ina maner, as if they tooke them withitfour Poꝛt, and wil be no 
leſſe hiudꝛante to the trade of Merchants: Our plealure therefoze and tommandement is to all 
our officers and Subietts by Sea and Land, That they ſhall pꝛohibit, as much as in them lpeth, 
all ſuch houering of men of warre of either ide, ſo neere the entrie of any ol our Hauens oꝛ our 
Coaſts, And that they ſhall reſcue and ſuccour all Merchants, and others that ſhall fall within 
the danger ot any ſuch as ſhall awaite our Coaſts in ſo neere places,to the Hindzance of trade and 
traffique outward and homeward from and to our kingdoms. And foꝛ the better inſtructions 
ok our Officers in the execution ot theſe two Articles, Me haue cauſed to be ſent to them plats of 
thoſe Limits, within which we are reſolued that theſe Oꝛders (hall be oblerued. 

And where it hath happened, and is like to do often, that a ſhip of warre of the one ſide may 
tome into ſome of our Pozts, where there ſhall be a Merchant of the other ſide: In ſuch caſe, foꝛ 
the benefit and pꝛeſeruation of the lawfull trade of Merchants, Our pleaſure is, That all Mer⸗ 
chants ſhips, if they will require it, ſhall be ſuffered to depart out of the ſaid Poꝛt, two oz thꝛee 
Tydes befoꝛe the man of warre, to the intent that the Merchant map be free from the purluite 
of his aduerſarie. And if it lo happen, that any ſhip oꝛ ſhips of warre of the one ſide, do finde any 
ſhip oz ſhips of warre of the other ſide in any our Poꝛts oꝛ Roads afoꝛeſaid; Like as our Plea⸗ 
lure is that during their abode there, all violence be foꝛboꝛne: So doe we like wile command our 
laid Officers and Subiects both on Sea and Land, That the (hip of warre which came in 
firſt, be ſuffered to depart a Tyde oꝛ two befoꝛe the other which tame inlaſt, And that foꝛ ſo long 
time they ſhall tay and detaine any ſhip of warre, that would offer to purſue another out of any 
our Poꝛts immediatly. And where we are inkourmed, that notwithſtanding the ſeueritie of our 
Lawes againſt recciners of Pirats goods, many ot our officers of our Poꝛts, and other inhabi⸗ 
tants within and neere vnto them, do receine dayly goods bꝛought in from Sea by luch as are in⸗ 
deed Pirats, it they. and the getting ol their goods, were wel examined : We do hereby admoniſh 
them all, to auoyd the reteiuing oꝛ buying of any goods from Sea, comming not into the Realme 
by la wfull courſe of merchandile, foꝛ that they ſhall finde, we are reſolued ſo to pꝛeuent all occaſi- 
on and entouragement oft Pirats to be vſed by any our Subiects, as we will cauſe our Lawes to 


be fully executed attoꝛding to their true meaning, both againſt the Pirats, and all reteiuers and 


abetters of them, and their goods. :

his Maieſtie is not ignoꝛant, that theſe offences foꝛ the moſt part, are dayly committed by ſuch, as 
(partly out of their owne oꝛiginall coꝛruption, and partly by habite of ſpoile and rapine) are become ſo 
inſenſible oꝛ deſperate ofthe periil they dꝛaw vpon themlelues, and the imputation they caſt vpon the 
honour of their Soueraigne( ſo pꝛetious to him) as his Mateſty is dꝛiuen ſoꝛ repaire thereof, to make 
open pꝛofeſſion of his ſinteritie in this kinde, moze often then otherwiſe he would: Meuertheleſſe, 
his Mateſtie hauing lately found by many tircumſtantes, that moſt of theſe great faults do grow and 
multiply, by negligente ofinfertour Officers, (eſpecially ſuch as are reſident in the Poꝛts, and dwell 
in the Maritime Counties, ) from whom his Maieſtie expecteth ſo continuall care and vigilancie (not 
onchy out of feare ot his Maieſties diſpleaſure, but euen foꝛ conicience ſake, ) as they ſhould bee rather 
tduſtrious watches ouer thoſe that runne ſuch wicked courſes, then (in any degree) Receito2s oꝛ N- 
bctiozs of the lame, conlidering that thoſe are as well accomptable to God, that hinder not the euill of 
others (being in their power, and intident to their peculiar places and dueties) as thoſe that are the 
perſonall Actozs, oꝛ contriuers ofthe ſame: His Maieſtie hath thought it neceſſary once againe to 
publiſh to all perſons of what place oꝛ condition ſoeuer within his Mateſties Dominions, theſe Nules 
and O2dinances following, as things whereunto hee tcommandeth all perſons (whatſoeuer) to peeld 
their duetifull obedience , vpon perill of his heauie indignation, and the grieuous paines belonging 
to the ſame. 


Irſt, his Maieſtie tommandeth that no Seaman oꝛ Mariner whatſoencr, ſhalbe ſuffered to put

Item, Ik any perſon offending, doe at any time hereafter tome into any pozf, oꝛ place of his Ma- 
teſties Dominions, vpon What pzerext ſocuer : his Maicſtie expꝛeſty chargeth all his Officers foozth- 
with to appꝛehend the lame, and to tommit thei to pꝛiſon without Baile oz Mainpziſe, and the Certi⸗

Item, His Maieſtie commandeth all his Subiects, (as they will auopd his Heaute indignation)to 
fo:beare to be aiding oꝛ reteiuing of any Pirats, oz ſuch perſons as ſhall continue in any ſuch Warlike 
ſeruite, as afoꝛelaid, oꝛ any perſon not being a knowen Merchant, by contracting, buying ſelling, oꝛ by 
victualling of them, oꝛ any of their Company, vpon paine foꝛ ſo doing, to be puniſhed pꝛeſently, as the 
pꝛincipall Offendoꝛs and Pirats ought to be. 


Item, That no ſhipping, oꝛ men of warre, of what eſtate oz condition ſoeuer, going foꝛth with 
commiſſion of repaiſall, oz in any other warlike maner to ſerue at Seas, ſhall be permitted in any of 
his Maieſties poꝛts, oꝛ in the members thereofto victnal oz relieue themſelues with any warltke pꝛo⸗ 
uiſions, thereby to enable themſelues the better, to any acts of hoſtilitie at Sea againſt any of his 
Maitcſtics friends: but onely in their returne homewards, if they happen to come into any of his 
Maieſties poꝛts, that then it ſhall be lawfull foꝛ them to relieue themſelues with victuall, oꝛ other 


neteſſaries to ſerue them onely foꝛ the ſpate of twentie dayes and no moꝛe, which is a pꝛopoꝛtion rea- 
ſonable to vſe in trade of merchandtze. 


Item, That all viceadmirals, Cuſtomers, oꝛ other officers of the Poꝛts ſhall not ſuffer any Ship 
of his Maieſties ſubiects to goe tothe Deas, befoze ſuch time as they (reſpectiuelp in their ieucrail 
poꝛts) haue duely ſearched and viſited the ſame, to the intent to ſtay ſuch perſons as apparantiy ſhall 
be furniſhed foꝛ the warres, and not foꝛ merchandile oꝛ fiſhing. And ik there ſhall be any maner of 
ſulpition, that the ſaid perſon (though he ſhall pꝛetend to trade foꝛ merchandiſe oz fiſhing) hath oz may 
haue any other intent by his pꝛouiſions oꝛ furniture, then to ble the trade of merchandiſe oz fiſhing, 
that in ſuch caſe of ſuſpition, the officers of the Pozts ſhall ſtay, and no wayes ſuffer the ſame to paſſe 
to the Seas, without good bands with ſufficient ſureties firſt had, to vſe nothing, but the lawfull 
trade of merchandile oꝛ fiſhing. And if the ſaid officers ſhall ſuffer any perſons other wiſe to repaire 
to the Seas, then aboue is mentioned, they ſhall not onely anſwere foꝛ any Pyꝛaties, which any ſuch 
perſon ſhall chance hereafter to commit vpon the Seas, but ſhall ſuffer impꝛiſonment vntill the of- 
fenders may be appꝛehended ik they ſhall be lining. 


And further , as his Maieſtie declareth and denounceth generally all ſuch Pyꝛates and Rouers 
vpon the Seas to be out of his pꝛotettion, and therefoze to be lawfully purſued and puniſhed to the 
vttermoſt extremitie: ſo becauſe his Maieſtie pꝛeſumeth, that all other States and perſons in peace 
and friendſhip with him, will thinke it iuſt and Honourable topzoceede towardes him, with the ſame 
ſinceritie, Which hee obſerueth towards them: His Maieſtie doeth alſo hereby notifie to the world, 
that where it falleth out that diners of his Sublects are oꝛ may bee enterteyned to ſerue at Sea vn⸗ 
der Captaines and Commaunders belonging to ſome foꝛreine Pꝛinte oz State, (which are now oꝛ 
map be in termes of Hoſtility with any of his Maieſties friends) thereby imagining, when they 
ſhal(vpon octaſion) enter with their Shippes into any ot his Mateſties Harboꝛaughs, that they ſhall 
be free from any interruption, accoꝛding to the libertie of Common Atnity and cozreſpondency which 
is vſually obſerued betweene Pꝛintes in ſuch caſes, onely becauſe the Commaunder oꝛ Captaine with 
ſome few perſons beſides are ſtraungers, and the reſt onely diſcouered to be his Maieſties Subiects: 
Foꝛ as much as his Maieſtie ( hauing made his iuſt and equall intentions thus apparant to all men 
by his publike Pꝛoclamationus) would be loath to fruſtrate the expectation of any his friends whome 
it doth oꝛ may concerne : He doth hereby declare to all the woꝛld, that if hee ſhall hereafter finde any 
ſuch fraudulent courſe taken, in hope tolourably toauotd the true conſtruction of his fo iuſt and ne⸗ 
teſſarie oꝛdinantes, the bzeach wherof gines caule of further trouble and iealouſies to ariſe betweene 
his Maieſtie and other Pꝛintes in the mutuall ererciſe of their Subiects free trade and entercourſe: 
he will make abſolute tay of any ſuch ſhippes and perſons, which ſhalbe ſo bꝛought into his Poztes 
oꝛ Harbozoughs, as perſons and thinges wholly exempted from that pꝛotection and fauonr, which 
hee entendeth to maintaine and affooꝛd to all others which ſhall not in ſuch kinde goe about to abuſe

ties oꝛ Shires, in purſuit of Rebels and Traitours, follow them into any other County, Al⸗ 
beit by the Lawes ofchis Rea'me, Sheriffes, as it falleth out in daply experience, in pꝛiuate 
caſes betweene party and party (matters of no ſuch eminent and publike danger and conlſe- 
quence as this is) iuſtly and lawfully doe the like, whereo Wee pꝛeſume few 02 none can be 
ignoꝛant: Bet Mee meaning to giue ſatiſfaction to all, doe hereby publiſh and declare, That 
ſuch purſuit of Rebels and Traitoꝛs into other Counties, is not onely in ſuch taſes lawfall 
and iuſtifiable, But, that if any of our Subiects being thereunto required by any of our 
Sheriffes, ſhall not follow and aſſiſt them in ſuch purſuit, that they are to bee ſeuerely and 
ſharpelp puniſhed fo: their high contempt and offence in that behalfe. 
But it in ſuch purſuite the Sheriffe ofthe ſame Countie oz Shire(whereunto ſuch Rebels 
oꝛ Trapytoꝛs ſhal flye oꝛ eſcape)ſhall alſo tome with the power of his Countie befoze ſuch Re- 
bels oꝛ Traytoꝛs bee appꝛehended oꝛ ſuppꝛeſſed, Then the Sheriffe lo purſuing from any 


other Countie oz Shire ſhall.aſſift ard iopne with the Sheriffe in his pꝛoper Countie oz 
Shire, foꝛ the appꝛehenſion oz ſuppꝛeſſing of ſuch Nebels and Traitoꝛs. And if ſuch Rebels 
o2 Traptoꝛs ſhall flie oꝛ eſcape into any houſe oz other place of ſtrength and defence, and 
ſhall not yeeld themſelues being thereunto required by the Sheriffe ozanyof his companie 
that ſo ſhall purſue them, but obſtinately and wilfully make Tefitance, That then it ſhall 
be lawfull fo: euery ſuch Sheriffe ſo purſuing with ſuch power and ſtrength, as he ſhall col- 
lect , oz ſhall aſſiſt him, to beate downe, burne, oꝛ otherwiſe waſt any ſich houſe oz plate ot 
defence foꝛ the better appꝛehenſion oz ſuppꝛeſſing ot ſuch Rebels and Traptoꝛs. And albeit 
we deſire that ſuch induſtrie and care may be taken, as that ſuch offendoꝛs may be appꝛehen⸗ 
ded aliue, Bet wee let it be knowen, that if other wiſe through their rebellious obſtinacy and 
refiſtance,ſuch Rebellion cannot be ſuppꝛeſſed That it ſhall be lawfull and iuſtiſiable in thoſe 
taſes of neteſſitie, foꝛ the Sheriffe and his Company aſſiſting him, to kill and deſtrop ſuch 
Traptoꝛs and Rebels, And as the faithfull endeuours of our louing Subtects with ſuch 
alacrity as they haue ſhewed in this late Nebellion, is very acceptable bnto vs; So if in any 
ſuch caſe any perſon oꝛ perſons ſhall vnder pꝛetente of our publique ſeruice, mautiouſipand 
vniuſtly ſeeke to reuenge any pꝛiuate quar rell, We let them know that they ſt all not eſcape 
without ſeuere and condigne puniſhments accoꝛding to their demerits in that behalfe.

A MA 
haue found in all ſoꝛts of our louing and loyall Subtects ofthis our King- 

dome, as we are content to acknowledge, that ( beſides the Chꝛiſtian care 

| Which all Kings are bound by the Law ol God and nature to take cner all 

their People) our owne ſence and appꝛehenſion of their complaints, doeth 

dayly increaſe with the feeling we haue of their honeſt merits. In which 

Areſpect, hauing taken ſome moꝛe partitular pames in the examination of di⸗ 

Auers circumſtances, then is common to many P2inces; wee did not onelp 

5 || commaund ail our Officers to be very diligent to try out and puniſh the 

| — 0 Puruepoꝛs with ali ſeueritie, but to fall into ſertous tonſidera⸗ 
tion, how all occaſton may be taken away hereafter , whereby thoſe inferiour Miniſters , which are 
vled therein, may make themſetues (bnder colour of our Pꝛerogatiue Royall)the inſtruments ofcoz- 
ruption and rapine: A matter moſt odious to our one nature, Who haue alwayes moze deſire to 
giue then to reteiue from any our Subiects, except it be where neceſſitie infoꝛceth vs thereunto, euen 
fo: the ſuppoꝛt and pꝛeſeruation of that ſtate and dignitie wherein Aimighty God hath placed vs. 
Foz better aſſurance whereof, Me haue thought it very conuentent at this time, to take ſome occaſion 
in this maner to expꝛeſſe the fruits of our care and conlideration concerning this particular point of 


Puruepances. 


Irſt, when wee were inkoꝛmed that ſome inferioꝛ miniſters had pꝛelumed to goe fo farre beyond 

their Commuſſion,as they haue aducntured not onelp to take Timber trees growing ( Which be- 

ing parcel of our Subiects inheritance Were neuer intended by vs to be taken) without the good 
will and full contentinenr of the Owners, but haue accuſtomed allo to take vp farre greater quanti⸗ 
ties of Pꝛouiſions foꝛ our Houſe and Stable, then euer came oꝛ were necdfull foꝛ our vſe( as moſt eſpe⸗ 
cially in Good, Coale, Hay and Carriage vpon our Pꝛogreſſe iournepes 02 remoues:) Although we 
haue no cauſe to doubt, but that our Officers of our Greenecloth haue bene and will be euer moſt 
ready to ſearch out and puniſh all ſuch offences vpon iuſt complaints; Yet Wee did not leaue the pur- 
ſuit c trtall thereof to them onely, but did particularly direct our Attoꝛney generall to infoꝛme againſt 
them on our behalfe in our Court of $carre-chamber, Where ſome of them vpon their Confeſſion, haue 
already reteiued (by cenſure of that Court) condigne pumſhment by Fine, Impziſonment, X illozie 
and looſing of their cares, And ſome others ſeeking to ſaue themſelues by denying that Whercwith 
they Were charged do til rewaine vnder examination to reteiue the like pumſhment, vpon due pꝛoofe 
thereof to be made againſt them. Wp Which example Wee perſwade our ſelues, that all Honeſt men 
will reſt ſo weil aſſured of our good intention to refozme abuſes (cuen to their greateſt ſatiſfaction 
when there is iuſt occaſion) as they Will carefully and willingly continue their obedience and confoꝛ⸗ 
mitie to thoſe tourſes foꝛ furniſhing ſuch pꝛouiſions as are neceſſary foꝛ vs which Were taken by the 
conſent of moſt of the pzincipall Gentlemen, and good Patriots in leuerall Counties, And Whereof a- 
bone ſixteene Shires haue had continuance by the ſpace of fozty peeres, Eſpecially conſidering how 
many good, and wiſe Pzinces of this Realme,that haue gone befoꝛe vs, Where ſuch agrecments haue 
not bene made, haue held themſelues to their Right of Puruepance , which is one of the moſt ancient 
flowers of the Crowne in our Pꝛogenitoꝛs, and muſt deſcend to our Poſteritte, whom God we hope) 
both hath, and will ſo farre enable with his bleſſings, and grates as they ſhall pzoone themſelues no 
leſſe able, noꝛ woꝛthy then any others, to emoy and pꝛelerue the right, ot a inſt and lawful Monarchie. 
Wherein, becauſe all wiſe men know ſufficiently,that whereſoeuer there mult bee a truſt in Uulgar 
perſons, it is not poſſible to keepe their actions from erroꝛs, c abules: Me haue thoughtit fit foꝛ a fur- 
ther demõſtration of our great care to pꝛeuent the ſame, to publiſh that which followeth,as wel to ter- 
ritie the euil, as to tomfoꝛt the well aftected, whole iuſt gricfe ſhall euer lye as neere vs, as our owne. 


BE it therefoꝛe knowen hereby, that wee doe gine erpzeſſe charge and tommandement, that none of 
our Puruepoꝛs, noꝛ other of our Officers oz miniſters whatſoeuer, thatnoware,oz hereafter ſhall 
be, oꝛ any of them, oꝛ any ofthetr Deputies oz Seruants, ſhall take foꝛ vs, oꝛ in our name, to oꝛ foꝛ any 
vſe whatſoeuer, any Timber trees of any our Subiects, growing in any place, oz places whatſocuer, 
without the expꝛeſle conſent, and agreement ofthe owner thereunto had and obtained. Of which 
particular abuſes wee cannot conceale our miſlike, both in reſpect of the iniury done thereby to that 
laudable policie ofthe Realme foꝛ maintapning of Timber, and alſo in the particu ar feeling we haue 
in our owne affections how grieuous it is foꝛ any man to behoid the fruits, # honeſt pleaſures of his 
owne Taboꝛs oꝛ his Anteſtoꝛs, defaced t ſpoiled by the lewd # rauenous malice of baſe tompantons. 


JE] TH Vch is the zeale and inward affection which wee 


g Etondly, betauſe we haue conſidered that our Dubtects may be ſometime duer burthened (again 

the meaning ot our pꝛintipal Officers )by the vureaſonable taking of noood, Coale, Hay. Oates aud 
ſuch like pꝛouiſions in time ofP2ogreſle: we do expꝛeũ charge and command all our Officers, mini- 
ſters, oꝛ any of their Deputies x ſeruants, to foꝛbeare to take either Wood, Coale, Ha, oꝛ Oates in lar⸗ 
ger pꝛopoꝛtion, then ſhalbe found neceſſary to be expended ſoz the ſeruſce of our Houle and Stable. 


Ad further our pleaſureis, that none ot our Purueioꝛs oꝛ takers of tariage, oꝛ carttakers (fo: the 

time being) noꝛ any of their deputies oz ſernants,noz any other of our Officers oz Piniſters what- 
euer, ſhall vpd our iourneis, remoues, oꝛ pꝛogreſſe, take vp any tarts oꝛ cartages foꝛ anyNobleman, 
Gentleman, Arttzan, oꝛ others whatſoeuer, not being our ſeruants in oꝛdinarp, æ nete ſſarilp foz that 
time to attend vs. Ju which poput that it may the better appeare, how ſparingly it ſhal be vſed,wee 
doe exp2elly command, that there bee no moꝛe cariages taken, then ſhall be particularly compziſedin 
à liſt, which ſhalbe made foꝛ that purpoſe, and ſigned with the hands of the pꝛincipall Officers of our 
Chamber. Houſholde, and Stable: And foꝛ the reſt, whatſoeuer they bee, either Noblemen, Gentle- 
men, Arttzans, oꝛ others that doe follow vs, our expꝛeſſe pleaſure and tonnnandement is, That they 
from hentefoꝛth at all times hereafter pꝛouide their cariages(ſuch as they ſhall like to haue oꝛ ble) at 
their owne pꝛoper coltes and charges, and by their owne meanes, without vling in any ſoꝛt either 
— name 92 authoꝛitie, oz any of our Purueioꝛs, oꝛ any of their deputies oz ſeruants, foꝛ, oꝛ about the 
ſame. 


AN wee do withall hereby ſignifie vnto all and enery our Purueioꝛs, their deputies and ſeruants, 
and all others that may reteiue any oꝛder from them touching purueyance of carriages, oz the 
making of any the pzouiltons afozeſaide foꝛ any our pꝛogreſſe, iourneis oꝛ remoues, That i in any 
poynt therein they doe carry themſelues contrary to this our expꝛeſſe pꝛohibition in that behalfe 
made, that foꝛ ſuch their offences they ſhalbe pꝛoteeded againſt in the ſeuereſt maner,and receine ſuch 
exemplary puniſhment,as by our Lawes may be inflicted vpon them. 


A Nd we do ſtraightly charge our pꝛintipall Officers ot our houſhold and Stable, and other Offi- 
ters of our Greenecloth, vpon due infoꝛmation, and pꝛoofe made befoze them of any our Mini⸗ 
ſters offending in any the kindes befoze ſpecified, to deliuer the ſayd offenders into the hands of ſome 
of the Juſtices of Peace of the ſayde Shire oz Countie, where the ſayd offence, oꝛ offences were 
committed, to the end they may pꝛoceede againſt them in as ſeuere maner, as the Lawe and Ju- 
ſtice of our Realme requireth, oꝛ alloweth. And if any of the offences afozeſaid ſhall ſeeme fitter to 
hee p2oceeded withall in the Court of Starre chamber, then in the Counties where the offences (hal 
be committed; Then wee doe ſtraightly charge and tommaund our Atturney generall foꝛ the time 
being, that if infoꝛmation be giuen vnto him by any our Juſtices of Peace ofthe miſdemeanoz of a- 
ny perſon ſo deltuered, to ſee the ſayd offender pzolecuted, and dnely puniſhed. Pꝛouided alwapes, 
that our meaningtsnot hereby to pꝛohibite any our Yuſticesof Peate, vpon iuſt complaints of any 
of our loning Subiects, to examine, to binde ouer tothe Seſſions, oꝛ (if neede require it) to commit 
any ſuch offenders in thelr ſeuerall Shires: And then, certifying the cauſe of ſuch tommitments to 
the Officers of our Greenecloth, to pꝛoteed bpon good pꝛoofes) in further puniſhment ofthe faults, 
attoꝛding to the Lawes of theRealme. 


A Nd Wee doe in like mauer expꝛelly pꝛohibite and foꝛbid all perſons after the end of this Seſſion 

of Parliament, to make any puruepante without Commiſſion foꝛ euery ſeuerall Shire, contap⸗ 
ning the kindes, and quantities (ſo neere as may bee) which they are to puruey within ſuch a Shire. 
And that to the ſame Commiſſions blanke Stedules be annexed, which cannot be taken off, wherein 
they hall truely , in pꝛeſente of ſuch High Conſtable, oz Conſtables, pettie Conſtable, oz Conſtables, 
Headbozough, oꝛ Headbozonghes, as ſhall(by pꝛetept to him oz them dirccfed)be pꝛiuie to the delme⸗ 
rie of any the pꝛouiſions in the ſaid Commiſſion ſpecificd, enter their takings pꝛeſently, whereunto the 
ſaid Conſtable, xc. ſhall ſubſcribe their names oꝛ ſigne Manuell. And that the owners oꝛ ſellers, if 
they will may pꝛeſently like wiſe ſubſcribe their names oꝛ marks to the lame. And that when they 
haue finiſhed their tauings in any ſuch Shire. That then they deliuer a Duplitate of the ſaid Scedule 
containing their takings, and a true Copy of their pꝛopoꝛtions appointed to one ofthe next Juſtites ot 
Prate, to the end it may appeare that their takings exteed not their Warrants. 


EUrthermoꝛe, where We haue bene infoꝛmed, that diuers tomplaints haue bene made of ſome hard 

courſe taken by our Officers of our Greenecloth towards diuers of our louing Subietts, at ſuch 
times as they haue infozmed againſt Purueioꝛs and ſuch like Officers vpon abuſes; Although Wee 
haue no doubt, that any of our Officers will in any ſuch caſe ſo much foꝛget their reſpect to Juſtice oz 
Duety to Us(the pzincipall Officers being Counſellersof State, and the reſt Knights and Gentle- 
menof good qualitie and diſcretion) yet to the intent our people may be ſatiſfied that we haue no pur⸗ 
poſe toſuffer any interruption of Juſtice, vnder pꝛetext of our authozity; Wee doe hereby declare it, 
and ſo is our will and pleaſure, that in tale any of our loning ſubietts ſhalbe impziſoned foꝛ ſo doing, 
that the Judges of our High Court at Weſtminſter ſhall award a Habeas corpus foꝛ their reliefe, ac 
cozding to our Lawes, ,,, 
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A Nd koꝛ the better latiſfaction of our people, of whole lopaltie and tnward affections we ſland ſo 
*muchaſſured,as they will not repine at any pꝛouiſion deliuered by Uertue ofour Commuſſion fit 
may appeare to come to our vſe, our wil and pleaſure therefoze is, that our Juſtices of Peace in euer 
ſenerall Coumtie oꝛ Country where any pꝛouiſion ſhalbe taken by vertue of our Commiſſtons, ſhall at 
their quarter Seſlions take particular reckning of the high t pettie Conſtables of all warrants com⸗ 
ming vnto them from any nuniſter of ours, together with what pꝛouiſions oꝛ carriages they haue 
deliuered bnto them by vertue of our Commiſlion, the true and inſt Certificate Whereof they ſhall 
halfe pearely at the leaſt, vnder the hands and Seales of ſome of them certifie to our Treafurerand 
Cotmptrowler , oꝛ other our officers of Greenecloth, who pꝛeſently by the parcels and accompts of 
our houſe (hall duely examine the recett from ſuch Purueioꝛs. Andikit be found by Certificate of the 
ſayd Juſtices oꝛ otherwiſe , that they haue taken moze then they haue delivered foꝛ our vſeoz ex» 
pence, vnleſſe it ſhall appeare to haue had inſt cauſe of miſcarrying by the way: then we require our 
officers of Houſhold, vpon paine of our diſplcaſure, without delay to ſend the party ſo offending into 
the Countie where ſuchoffence oꝛ offences fi; ail be committed, there to reteiue pumſſ ment ot lite and 
member, as the good and ancient lawes of our Realine haue fozmerlp o2dcincd and appointed. 


FUrthermoze, as We did in our returne out of Wiltſhire, being our firſt pꝛogreſſe, vponthe cxramt- 

nation of fome abuſes, dꝛaw downe the number of cur carriages to ſuch a pꝛopoꝛtion as two full 
third parts was diminiſhed ofthe numbers bcfoze time vſed: euen ſo at this tinie,becanſe we conceine 
that the matter of tarriages is the greateſt gricuance, And that it is oftentimes no leſſe trouble to our 
people to tome emptie with their carts to Court to take in carriages, then totenutpihem; Wee doe 
there foꝛe hereby alſo tommaund all perſons vled in the ſeruite of Carttaking foꝛ our remones, to foꝛ⸗ 
beare to take eher moꝛe carriages then are of ucteſlitie to be ved, oꝛ to Warne oz charge tarts in any 
Citic, Downe, Burrow, o2 hundzed aboue fourteene miles ar any tune diſtant from the place where 
they are to reteiue their loding, vpon paine of looſing their © ice and Seruice, and inch further pus 
mh ment as is to be inflicted vpon them foꝛ their tontempts. And we doe like wiſe require all high 
Conſtables, vpon receipt of anp warrants from auy our carttakers, their ſeruants oꝛ deputies fo: war- 
mug of Carts within their hundzeths, that they pꝛeſume not to warne any but in ſuch part of the hun⸗ 
dꝛeth as (hall be within to mpaſſe of the fourtecnce miles aboue ſpectficd , vpon paine of the penalties 
befoꝛe expꝛeſſed; vnleſſe it ſhall appcare by the Judgement and oꝛder of the Juſtites of that County, 
oꝛ fire of them at the leaſt, that it ſhall be moꝛe foꝛ the car ofthe countrey to mare e the extent of the 
munber of miles afozeſayd. | 


FUrther, wee charge and tommaund the Purueioꝛs of our Woodpard and Stullarte, bpon taking 

of any pꝛopoꝛtion of Wood oꝛ Coale foꝛ our pꝛouiſion, not to medle oꝛ allume àuthozity vntothem⸗ 
ſelues foꝛ Warning any Carts fo: Carriage of the fame, but by the direction of two at the leaſt of our 
Juſtices ofPeace next adiopning of that County, Where ſich Wood, oz Ceales ſhall be taken, to the 
eim the ſame may be perfoꝛmed with the greateſt eaſe toourlomng Subtects, vpon paine of lookin 
their office, and ſuch further puniſhment, as their contempt ſhall require: Not doubting, but thole 
Juſtices, Which are made pꝛiuy to their Commiſſion, will vie ſuch care, and expedition at all times, 
for the furtherance of our ſeruite, and foꝛ ihe good and quiet oftheir countrep, as we fall not bee foz- 
ted by their Nemiſnes, to returne the wonted authoꝛitie into the hands of the Purueioꝛs. 


AN laſtly, as a further demonſtration ofour in ward affettion to dur people, not wih ſtanding our 
- * *ancient Night and Pꝛerogatiue of Purucianect ſo long tontinued, we haue cauſcd ſome of our pꝛiuy 

Countceil, (together with our chiefe Officers of the Greenecloth) to fall into pꝛeſent conſideration 
how to pꝛouide (as ſoone as may be) ſome ſuch tonuenient number of Carts, U holly to bee maintai⸗ 
ned bpon our owne charge, as may ſerue vs whenlocuer we ſhall make any ſudden remoue, oꝛ pꝛi⸗ 
uate iournepes foꝛ our exerciſe, and recreation, without being foꝛte d to vieany Cem miſſion, oꝛ to put 
the Countries to any charge fo2 furmfhing vs vpon any okthole vncertaine occaſions,

| bleſſed of God in the long peace and pꝛoſperity of our people, where with it hath 
bene accompanyed linte the firlt ſetting the ſame free from the Romilh ſerut- 
= tude, But alſo and chiefly,becauſe our owne knowledge and vnderſtandingeil⸗ 
luminated by the Spirit of God) doeth aſſure vs that the ſame is agreeable to his Dinine woꝛd, and 
to the doctrine ofthe Pzimitine Church. Of which our purpoſe and determination, beſides all other 
our foꝛmer pꝛoteedings (ſinte our entry into this kingdome ) we haue giuen a new and certaine de- 
monſtration by our conſent to ſuch two Acts, as haue bene paſſed in this Seſſton of our Parliament, 
both tending to pꝛeuent the dangers, e diminiſh the number of thoſe, who adhering to the pꝛofe ſſion 
of the Church of Rome, are blindly led (together with the ſuperſtition of their Religion ) both into 
ſome points of doctrine, which cannot conſiſt with the loyalty of Subiects towards their Pztnce, and 
oft times into direct actions of Conſpiraties and Conturations againſt the State wherein they line, 
ashath moſt notoziouſly appeared by the late moſt Hozrible and almoſt incredible Conturation, to 
blow vp Us our Childzen, and all the thꝛee Eſtates in Parliament aſſembled. All which notwith- 
ſanding, and although by theſe late Treaſons aboue mentioned, contriued and purlued (as they 
haue bene) with the pꝛiuitie and Warrant of ſo many of the pꝛincipall Pzteſts of that pzofeſſion, and 
grounded vpon points of doctrine, (in that Church held and mainteined) there is lutfitient taule (if 
there had neuer bene any other enterpaiſe bpon the ſame ground)to tuſtifie the pꝛoteedings of Us and 
our ſaid Parliament,inthe making and execution oftheſe laſt,and all other fozmer Statutes,tending 
to the ſame end: Neuertheleſſe, ſeeing the Soueraigne care appertaineth to vs, who haue the Soue- 
raigne power of Juſtite in our hand, e the ſupꝛeme diſpenſation of clementie, and moderation ofthe 
ſeueritie ofour Lawes is like wile as pꝛoper to bs to ble, whenſocuer we ſhalt finde it reaſonable, the 
ſame deleruing to be no leſſe allowed in Us (being in our Dominions Gods Lieutenant) then it is 
pꝛaiſed in him, among Whole Higheſt Titles it is, That his Mercy is aboue all his works: Although both 
Matures iuſt offence might be excuſed, if We luffered our ſelke to be tranſpoꝛted with ſuch paſſions, as 
ſo vile and barbarous pꝛouotations do excite in humane ſente, And our pꝛouidente would be allo tom⸗ 
mended, ik We did with all violence indeuour to extirpate out ofour Realme, not onely ſuch as were 
guilty of the Attempt, but all others that gane any cauſe to bee ſuſpetted ot bearing fauour to it, oꝛot᷑ 
whom there is any iuſt occaſion to tonteiue that they may be toꝛrupted with the like poyſon : Bet cans 
not any pꝛouocation oꝛ other relpect, extinguiſh in vs ſo vtterly the exertiſe of that tlementie, where⸗ 
unto Nature hath lo farre inclined vs, as Wee tan be withholden from renewing ſome courſe of le- 
nitie againe in ſome particulars, fo farre foozth as it may be without the perill of our Religious and 
loyall people, that concurre with vs in the pꝛofeſſion of the Goſpell. 

And therefoze to the end wee might not haue any further ſubiect miniſtred vnto vs, whereby wee 
mult be pꝛouoked to execute Juſtice vpon thoſe, who (being called Religious perſons, and pzofeſſedin 
diners oꝛders oftheir Church, as Pxteſts, Jeſuites, Seminaries,and ſuch like) haue not only declared 
themſelues to be the ſtirrers vp ol Our people to diſobedience, But when wee were pleaſed fozmerly 
out of our meere Grace to ſiguiũe our Royall Pleaſure foz their departure out ofthis Nealme vnpu⸗ 


iſhed, hanefew oꝛ noneofthem taken hold ok our Gracious fauour, but wilfully, and (as it were) in * 
{come ok the Penalties which our iuſt Lawes could impole, haue ſtill continued their foꝛmer pzactiles, g.. 3 
and tontempt in their returnes: As we doe purpoſe to ſend away out of our Realme euen thoſe of 
that condition, whole lines are in our hands to take euery houre, if wee were ſodiſpoſcd, (excepting 
onely thoſe that are guiltie of that hoꝛrible Treaſon, ) So we haue once againe relolued, and foz the 
alt warning doe denounce it by theſe Pꝛeſents, (attoꝛding tothe tenoꝛ of our Tawes, and our fozmer 
pꝛoclamations) That they ſhall all of them, that is to ſay, Jeſuites, Seminaries, Fryars, oꝛ any 
other Pꝛieſt whatſoeuer, Regular oz Secular, being made by Authoꝛitie of the Church ol Rome, de- 
part out ofthis Realme of England and Wales be foꝛe the firſt day of Auguſt next enſuing, vpon paine 
to incurre the vttermoſt danger ok our laid Tawes. And foꝛtheir better meanes to depart accozding 
to this our Pleaſure, wee doe hereby ſignilie to them, That if at any time befozethe ſayd firſt day of 
Auguſt, they oꝛ any of them, excepting Gerrard oz Greenwell, ſhall reſoꝛt to any Pozt Towne of our 
Realme , and there declare himſelfe to the Magiſtrate of the layd Towne, oz other Officers of our 
Pozt, that he is a Pꝛieſt of any ſozt whatſoeuer,andthat he is there to take ſhipping foz his paſſage, 
they ſhall ſuffer him oz them quietly to depart, and ſhall lee them ſhipped and ſent away, and giue 
them therein furtherance foz their departure. 

And betauſe there may be ſome Pꝛieſts in holde in diuers parts ok our Realme, not yet knowento 
bs, We doe will and command all Sheriffes,Bayliffes,and Keepers of pꝛiſons, within twenty dapes 
alter the publiſhing of this Pꝛotlamation, to aduertiſe our Pꝛiuie Counſell, oꝛ ſome of them, of the 

names of all ſuch Pꝛieſts, Jeſuites, Seminaries, oꝛ of any other ſoꝛt that are in their cuſtodie, and by 
whome, and foz what cauſe they were committed, to the end that thereupon wee may giue oꝛder foꝛ 
their tranſpoꝛtation. 

And now leaſt happily this bnexpected courle of our ſo oft reiterated tlementie after ſuch an exam⸗ 
ple, ſhould either ſerue to encourage the Pꝛieſts themlelues to affront our Juſtite, oz diſcourage thoſe 
good and deere Subtects ofours, whole danger and deſtruction we know ſchal neuer be ſeuered from 
dur owne, whenloeuer any ſuch Pꝛoiects ſhall be in motion; we def hereby pꝛoteſt, that this is done 
with no other purpoſe but to auotd the effuſion of blood, and by baniſhing them pꝛeſently out of our 

Donmnions, to remoue all cauſe of ſuch ſeueritie, as we ſhall other wile be conſtrained to ble towards 
the other ſoꝛt of our people, as long as thoſe Seducers ſhall haue oppoꝛtunitie to betray their conſct- 
ences, and cozrupt their lopaltie, towards whom our Aﬀections doe lo vary with the Obiett, as wee 
tonkeſle, that we deſire ſtill to make it appeare in the whole courſe of our Gouernment, that wee are 
faͤrre from actompting all thoſe Dubtects diſlopall that are that way affected, and that we doe diſtin- 
guiſh of ſuch as be carted onely with blinde Zeale, and ſuch as ſinne out of pꝛeſumption, and vnder 
gꝛetext ot ʒeale make it their onely occupation to perſwade diſobedience, and to pꝛactiſe the ruine of 
this Church and Common - wealth. And therefoze as after times muſt giue vs trpall of all mens 
behauiour, ſo mult all men expect that their owne deſerts muſt be the only mealure ok their foztunes 


at our hands, either one way oz other. a

Hereas it hath appeared vnto vs by ſundzy credible infozmations 
and certificats fro foꝛreine parts, That Richard Gifford Captaine of 
Na ſhip oꝛ Flyboat, lately called The Foꝛtune, t Richard Lux Maſter 
| '{ ofa ſhip called The Hopewell, William Mellon, Humfrey Raſtoll, Tho- 
| | mas Better, Robert Gyles, lohn Thomas, lohn Burrage, Baldwine Barber, 
Henry Radclife, lohn Baniſter, William Smith, With diners others their 
e Complites, and Aſſociats, ſeruing as Mariners oꝛ Souldiers in the 
12 28 ſaid Ships, haue vnder colour of friendſhip and peaceable Traf- 
figue, committed moſt fowle outrages ; murders, ſpoyles and Depꝛedations within the Streits, 
and Mediterranean Seas, as well within the Poꝛts as without, to the great offence of 8”; our 
friends, to the extreame loſſe and hurt of our Merchants trading thole parts, both in their per⸗ 
ſons and goods, and to the great diſpleaſure of God and men, Wee of our Pꝛintely care foꝛ the 
adminiſtration of Juſtice (the maine pillar of our Eſtate) doe with no leſſe zeale, alweil foꝛ the 
ſatifactionof koꝛreine Pꝛintes, as foꝛ the example of others in like taſes offending, intend to pꝛo⸗ 
ſecute them, and all their Abettoꝛs, Complices and Acceſlaries with the greateſt ſeueritie ol our 
Lawes in that cafe pꝛomded: 

And therekoꝛe we will and ſtraightly command all and euery our Officers and louing Sub- 
rects, that immediatly after the ſight ofthis pꝛeſent Pꝛotlamation, they and euerp of them doe 
make diligent ſcarch and enquirte in all places as well exempt as not exempt, fo2 the ſayd per- 
ſons, and all and euerp of them, and them, oꝛ any of them ſo found, to appzehend and commit 
to the next Gaole, there to be deteined vntell our high Admrall, oz his Lieutenant the Judge of 
the high Court of the Adnuraltie, vpon notice giuen vnto either of them of the perſons ſo tom⸗ 
mitted, ſhall take oꝛder in that behalle. 

And moꝛeouer our Bleaſure is, That no perſon oꝛ perſons whatſoeuer, ſhall wittingly oz 
wilfully reteiue,tontceale, harbour, entertaine oꝛ lodge the layd Pyꝛates and Murtherers oꝛ any 
of them, oꝛ any ot their laid Complices oz Alloctates into their houſe oꝛ Houſes, after the ſight 
oꝛ knowledge of this Pꝛoclamation (knowing them by pꝛegnant circumſtances, credible infoꝛ⸗ 
mations oꝛ other wiſe to be the perſons befoze named) vpon paine to euery ſuch perſon and per- 
ſons ſo reteiuing, concealing, harbouring, entertaining oꝛ lodging any of the ſayd Pirates and 
Murtherers, oꝛ anyof their Complices, of death and fozfeiture of all their Lands, goods and 
chattels, accoꝛding to the Lawes and Statutes in that caſe pꝛouided.

A Proclamation touching Paſſengers. 


Hereas in the firſt Seſsion of our Parliament holden at Weſt- 


27 KN minſter the nineteenth day of March in the yeere of our raigne of 
Vl //),\| England, France and Ireland the firſt, and of Scotland the ſeuen 
and thirtieth; It was amongſt other things Enacted, That no wo⸗ 
man noꝛ any childe vnder the age of one and twenty peeres (Except 
Saplers oꝛ Shipboyes oz Appꝛentice, oꝛ Fattoꝛ of ſome Merchant 
in trade of Merchandtze) ſhould bee permitted to paſſe ouer the 
Seas, extept the ſame ſhould be by licence of vs, our Heires oꝛ Duc- 


eds oꝛ ſome ſire oꝛ moꝛe ot our pꝛiuy Countell, thereunto firſt had vnder their handes, vpon 
paine that the Officers ofthe Poztthat ſhould willingly oꝛ negligently-ſuffer any luch to paſſe, 
oꝛ ſhould.not enter the names of ſuch Paſſengers licenced, ſhould fozfeit his Office, and all His 
goods and Chattels, And vpon paine that the owner of any Ship oꝛ Ueſſell, that ſhould wit- 
tingly oꝛ willingly tarp any luch ouer the Seas, without licence as is afozeſaid,ſhould foꝛfeit his 
Ship oz Ueſſell, and all the Tackle, And euery Maſter oꝛ Mariner, of oꝛ in any ſuch Ship oz 
Vellell, offending as is afozeſaid , ſhould foꝛfeit all their goods, and ſuffer impaiſonment by the 
ſpate of twelue moneths without Waile, oꝛ Mainepꝛile, As by the ſaide Acte of Parliament a- 
mongſt other things may moꝛe at large appeare: 

And whereas many luch our Subiects, That is to ſap, Women and perſons vader the age 
of twenty and one peeres, haue from time to time inſt and neceſſary cauſes and occaſions to goe 
and paſſe ouer the Seas, In which tales foꝛ euery ſuch women and perſons vnder the age of 
twenty and one veeres to obteine ſuch litente, either from our ſelues, oꝛ from ſire ot our ſaid Pꝛi⸗ 
uy Counlel accoꝛding to the ſaid Law, is very inconuenient, and almoſt impoſſible ; Wee haue 
therekoꝛe thought conuentent, foꝛ the eaſe aſwell of our lelfe and our ſaid Counſlell, as otſuch ot 
our Subiects as are ot the tondition mentioned inthe ſaide Acte of Parliament, to graunt our 
Commiſſion to perſons of truſt in certaine Poꝛts of our Realme, lying moſt apt and tonuenient 
fo: paſſage, That is to lay, Loudon, the Cinque Pozts, Harwich, Yarmouth, Hull, and way⸗ 
mouth.tolicence ſuch women and perſons vnder the age ol twenty and one yeeres,as ſhall haue 
iuſt cauſe to paſſe out of our Realme,bpon due examination had of them to paſſe without peril 
to themſelues, oz the Officers ot our ſaid Poꝛts, Notwithltanding the laid Statute oꝛ any thing 
therein tonteined. And we haue thought it lit to gine publique knowledge hereof to al our Sub- 
iects, and to all our Officers whom it map tonterne to the ende they may know what ſhall bee

adiopning, We find it now very neteſſary to ble ſharper remedies, 

Wherekoze, We will and command all Tieutenants, deputy Lieutenäants, Sheriffs, Ju- 
ſtices of Peace, Matozs, Bailiffes, Headbozoughs, Conſtables, and all other our Officers 
and Miniſters to whom it may appertaine, if the ſatd perſons ſhall continue fo aſſembled, 
after Pꝛotlamation made, oꝛ any ſuch new Aſſemblies bee gathered in thoſe, oz any other 
parts of our Kealme, immediatly to ſuppꝛeſſe them by whatloener meanes they may, be it by 
fo:ce of Armes, if admonitions and other lawfull meanes doe not ſerne to redute them to 
their dueties.

And it is 
well knowen to many, that we were now allo in hand with ſome conrle to bee taken by ad⸗ 

ule of our Counlell foꝛ the perfozmance thereof : From which our good purpoſe and intent, 
this their pꝛeſumptuous and vndutifull p:oceeding, might rather gine Us cauſe to deſiſt, 
then increaſe in Us any affection to relieue ſuch diſoꝛdered perſons, fo farre attempting a⸗ 
gainſt our Crowne and Dignitie, who chuſe rather to truſt to their owne pꝛide andrathnes, 
then to the care and pꝛouidente oftheir Souereigne. Willing and commanding all our laid

nuance making their pꝛetente that ſome townes haue been depopulated, and diners fanulies 
vndone by meanes of ſuch Encloſures, In which leditious courles they haue perſiſted not 
onely after many pꝛohibitions by our Miniſters in the ſeuerall Counties, but after particular 
Pꝛotlamations publiſhed by our Royal Authoꝛitie, x which is moze, when ſo many meanes of 
lenitie and gentleneſſe were offered to reclatine them, as no Pꝛinte Would haue vſed, but ſuch 
a one as was both tonkident in the loyall affections of his Subiects in generall, and compal⸗ 
fionate towards the ſimplicitie of ſuch Offenders : many of them ſtood out molt obſtinate- 
ly, and in open fielde rebellionflp rebiſted ſuch fo:ces as in Our name, and by Our authoattie 
came to repꝛeſſe them, whereupon inſued by neteſſitie in the end that ſome blood was dzawen 
as well by martiall Execution, as by ciuil Juſtice, | 
Upon this accident it ſeemeth good vnto Us to declare to the wozld, and ſpectally to Pur 
louing Subiects, as well that which concerneth Our affections(Whtch vpon ſcueralreſpects 
are diuided betweene comfozt and griefe) as that which concerneth alſo Our Paincely inten⸗ 
tions, which like wile are bent vpon the contrary obiects and courſes of Grace and Juſtice. 
Fo: firſt of all we finde cauſe of comfozt in our ſelues in regard of the cleareneſſe of Our con- 
ſcience (fo Whome God Hath committed the care and ſupzeme Gouernment of Our people) 
from gining cauſe oꝛ colour of fuch complaint; the matter whereof is ſuch, as Wee take Our 
ſelues moze intereſſed therein then any our Subiects can bee: Foꝛ as Wee cannot but 
know, that the gloꝛie and ſtrength of all Kings conſiſteth in the multitude of Subietts, ſo 
map Wee not fo2get that it is a ſpeciall and pecultar pꝛeheminente of thoſe Countrepes, 
ouer which God hath placed Us, that they do excell in bꝛeeding and nouriſhing of able and 
ſeruiteable people, both foꝛ Warre and Peace, which wee doe iuſtly eſteeme aboue all Trea- 
ſure and Commodities, which our ſaid domintons do otherwiſe ſo plentifully veeld vnto Us, 
Neither in this particular tale of depopulation, tan any man make doubt but it muſt bee farre 
krom our inclination to ſuffer any tolleration of that which may bee any occaſion to decay oꝛ 
diminiſh our people, if wee did conſider nothing elle, but that vſe and applitation which wee 
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may make(as other Pzinces do) both of the bodies ol our people to carrie armes foꝛ defence of 
ourCrown,and of their goods and ſubſtance to ſupply our wants vpon all iuſt c reſonablc oc- 
taſions, ſo as we may by many reaſons ſuffitientip tnſtifie our care herein towards Godt the 
wozld(fozalmuch as apperteineth to our Kingly Office) leeing the ſaid Intlolures (lawkull 
o2 vnlawfull) were all o2 the moſt part made befoze we had taken the Scepter of this Go⸗ 
uernment into our Poſſeſſion. Whereunto we may adde (as wholycleanſing and waſhing 
our hands from the tolleration of theſe grienances)the tontinuall and ſtrict charges and cont- 
mandements giuen by vs to our Judges and Juſtices, foꝛ the care and refoꝛmation of thote 
things which may bee in any Wiſe grieuous to our people in their ſeuerall Countreyes , al⸗ 
though in this point there is ſome defence alledged by our ſuboꝛdinate Miniſters, and fpecial- 
ly by the Juſtices of Alſile, that our people haue beene wanting to themſelues in the due and 
oꝛdinary meanes which they ought to take, by pꝛelentment offuch as are © haue beene guilty 
of theſe oppꝛeſſions. But as wee take comfozt that the cauſes of theſe complaints haue not 
pꝛoteeded from our Gouernment, haning tontrariwile (befoꝛe theſe ſeditious tourſes firſt 
bꝛake foꝛth) taken into our Paincely conſideration this matter of depopulating and decaying 
of Townes and Families ( whereof we are moꝛe ſenſible, then any other) with reſolution 
to ture whatſoeuer is amiſſe, by iuſt and oꝛderly remedies: So are wee grieued to behold 
what the diſlopalty and obſtinacy ofthis rebellions people hath foꝛced vs vnto, who being 
naturally inclined to ſpare ſhedding of blood, tould haue wiſhed that the humble and volun⸗ 
tary ſubmiſſion and repentance of all thoſe Offenders, might both haue pꝛeuented the loſſe of 
the life of any one ofthem , and the example of Juſtice vpon ſome might haue pꝛeuented the 
loſſe of moze. And ſeeing it was of ſuch neteſſity, that ſome in regard of their intollera- 
ble obſtinaty in ſo pernicious Treaſon ſhould pertſh, rather then the ſparkes of ſuch a fire in 
our Kingdome ſhould be left vnquenched, that it may pet ſerue to put others in mind of their 


duetie, and laue them from the like ruine and deſtruction, foꝛ ſuch and ſo Traiterous at⸗ 
temps hereaſcer ; Ju aul which tonuoerations, toꝛ that which may concerne our own Royall 


intention, as wee would haue all men know and conceine, that neither the pꝛetente of any 
wꝛongs receined, noꝛ our great miſlike of depopulation in generall, can in any wiſe ſtay vs 
any longer, from a ſenere and iuſt pꝛoſetution ot luch as ſhall take bpon them to be their owne 
indges and refo2mers, either in this oz any other pꝛetended grieuante: So on the other ſide, 
we are not minded that the offences of a few (though iuſtly pzonoking our Nopall indignati⸗ 
on) ſhall alter our Gratious diſpoſition to giue reliefe in this caſe, where it apperteineth, were 
itfo2 none other canſe, then in reſpect of fo maup others our good and louing Subiects, 
which might haue alledged like cauſe of griele, and neuertheleſſe haue contained themlelues 
in their due obediente. 

And therefoze Wee doe firlt declare and publiſh our Pꝛintelp reſolution, That if any of our 
Subietts ſhall heereafter vpon pꝛetentes of the ſame oz like grienances, either perſiſt in the 
vnlawfull and rebellious Act already begun, oz renewe and bꝛeake fozth into the like, in any 
parts of our Kingdome;We will pzefer the ſafette,quiet, and pꝛotection of our Subiects in ge⸗ 
nerall, and of the body of our State, betoꝛe the compaſſion of any ſuch Offenders, bee they 
mozeo2 leſſe,and howſoeuer miſled: and muſt fozget our naturall tlementy by purſuing them 
with all ſenerity foꝛ their ſo hainous Treaſons, as well by our Armes as Lawes, knowing 
well, that We are bound (as the head ofthe politike body of our Realme) to follow the courſe 
which the beſt Phiſitians vle in dangerous diſeaſes, which is, by a ſharpe remedy applyed to 
à lmall and infected part, to ſaue the whole from diſſolution and deſtruction, To which ende 
We doe actoꝛdingly charge and command all our Lieutenants, Deputie Lieutenants,She- 


ries, Juſtices of Peate, and all other Magiſtrates of Juſtice vnder Us and all other our lo⸗ 
ning Subiects to whom it ſhall any wapes appertaine, to doe and imploy their vttermoſt in⸗ 
dequours and fozces foꝛ the keeping of our Subiects in peace and obediente, foꝛ pꝛeuention of 
all ſuch riotous and rebellious Aſſemblies, and deſtroying them, ( if any doe remaine, 02 
ſhall happen to ariſe)by foꝛte of Armes, and by executton(euen to pꝛelent death)of ſuch as ſhall 
make reſiſtante. 

On the other {ide We doe notifie and declare to all our louing Subiects, That we are reſol- 
ned, not out of any appꝛehenſion oꝛ regard of theſe tumults and diſoꝛders ( which wee know 
well to be only dangerous to thole that attempt them, and which experiente may teach them, 
that they are in a momtt to be diſperled)noz to ſatiſfie diſobedient people, be they rich 02 pooꝛe: 
But meerely out of loue of Juſtice, Chꝛiſtian tompaſſion of other of our Subietts, who be⸗ 
ing like wiſe touched with this griefe, auopded the like offences, As alſo out of our Paincely 
care and pꝛouidente to pꝛeſerue our people from decay oꝛ diminution, To cauſe the abuſes of 
De populations and vnlawfull Inclolures to be further looked into, and by peateable and oꝛ⸗ 
derly meanes to eſtabliſh ſuch a refoꝛmation thereof, as ſhall bee needfull foꝛ the iuſt reliefe of 
thole that haue iuſt cauſe to tomplaine, and therin neglect no remedy, which either thelawes 
ofour Realme doe pzefcribe, oꝛ our owne Nopall Authozty, with the aduice of our Councell 
can ſupply. 

Foz which purpole wee haue already aſſembled our Judges, and giuen them in charge 
ſtraightly, to make it one of their pꝛintipall tares aſwell to diſcouer the laid offentes, as to con- 
ider how farre they may be touched in law, and in what courſe, and accoꝛdingly to pꝛoceede 
againſt them with all leueritie. And pet becauſe the execution thereof requireth ſome time, 
though no moꝛe then muſt of neceſſitte bee employed therein, if any turbulent oꝛ ſeditious ſpi⸗ 
rits by their impatience, oꝛ thꝛough their deſire to ſatiſfie their owne wicked humoꝛs, by moo⸗ 

ung tommon troubles ſhall ſeeke to pꝛeuent the courſe of Juſtice by any ſuch vnlawkull at- 
tempts, as haue beene lately vſed, and abuſing our gracious diſpoſition ſhall take the pꝛe⸗ 
ſumption to be Refoziners of the ſaid intonueniente by any foꝛte, becauſe they perceiue here⸗ 
by how much we miflike of it: wee doe once againe denounce vnto them the ſame leuere pu- 
nilhment, which belongeth to Rebels in the higheſt degree, And doe require all and euere 
our Magiſtrates, Officers and Miniſters of Juſtice ( attcoꝛding to their plate of authozitie) 
and all our loyall Subiects accoꝛding to their duety of aſſiſtante (laying aſide all lackenes oꝛ 
fond pittie) to ſee it duely put in exetution: As on the other lide we doe pꝛomile, and are reſol⸗ 
ned graciouſly to lend our eares to humble and iuſt complaints, and to affooꝛd our people 
Juſtite and fauour both in this and all occaſions fit foz a King to doe foꝛ his good Subiects 
in generall and in particular.

Hereas at a Parliament holden at Weſtminſter 


in the lift veere of King Richard the ſecond, the King defended the 
paſſage vtterly ot all maner of people, aſwell Clearks as others in 
eucry poꝛt, and other Towne and place vpon the coaſt of the Sea, 
vpon paine of fozfeiture of all their goods, except onely the Lozds 
and other great men of theRealme, and true and notable Mer⸗ 
e 2 TY chants,and the Kings Souldiers; And further pꝛohibited diners 
other things vpon paine that the offenders ſhould foꝛfeit, as much as they might foꝛfeit, as by 
the ſaid Act appeareth: which Statute was ſeldome oz neuer (elpectally of late) put in execu⸗ 
tion, foꝛ that it was in ſome caſes too rigoꝛous, in others very darke and obſcure,and now. foz- 
aſmuch as concerneth the paſſage of the Engliſh Subiects into the kingdome of Scotland, 
become voyd and extintt in reſpect of the happy Union of both Kingdomes vnder one Soue- 
raigne : His moſt Excellent Maieſtie ( pꝛeferring alwayes the tranquilitie of his loming Sub- 
ietts, betoꝛe ſuch and ſo great aduantage as he might reape by recouery of ſuch penalties)hath 
not onely ſuffered that particular bꝛanch of the Statute afozeſaid to fall to the ground, (the 
tontinuation Whercof were both vniuſt, and an apparant marke of ſeparation) but hath bene 
content, beſides that particular clauſe which was included in the Actepaſled at the laſt Sel⸗ 
ſion of Parliament, foꝛ aboliſhing of Hoſtilitie, and the memozy of all things that depend 
thereon, to aſſent (in fauour of the Subiect)to repeale the whole Statute it ſelfe of Richard the 
ſetond. And yet his Maieſtie ( whole care doeth euer watch ouer the weale of his Subtects) 
conſidering that the pꝛintipall duetie and allegiance of all his Subiects, doeth chiefly conſiſt to 
attend at all times the ſernice and defence ok their natural Liege Lozd, and of their deare and 
natiue Countrep, with all cheerefull readinefle and alacritie, eicher within the Realme,oz 
without, when they ſhall be thereunto required: And foꝛeleeing in his Pꝛintely pzouidence 
and wiſedome what danger (elpetially in theſe dangerous dapes) might inſue to the whole 
State, if his Subiects might at their pleaſure paſſe and depart out of this Realme into the 
Kingdomes, Countreps, Dommions and Territozies of foꝛreine Kings, Pꝛintes, States 
and Potentates, hath vpon mature deliberation pꝛouided remedy fo2 the pꝛeuention of 
ſuch miſchiefe as might follow thereupon : And therckoze his Mateſty doeth ( accoz- 
ding to his Maieſties Lawes and the reſolution of his Judges, with whom conſulta- 
tion hath beene had, and agreeable to diners Pꝛeſidents in the reignes of King Edward 
the firſt, and King Edward the thirde (two molt pꝛudent and renowmed Kings) and o⸗ 
ther of his noble Pꝛogenitours befoze the making of the ſayd late Acte by theſe pꝛeſents with 
the aduite of his Pꝛiuie Counccll, ) Eraightly pꝛohibite and foꝛbid all maner of perſons be- 
ing naturall bozne Subtects of this Realme, oꝛ any of the Dominions of the lame, of 
what eſtate o2 degree ſoeuer they bee, that they oꝛ any of them (other then ſuch perſons 
as were excepted in and by the layd Acte, and other then Souldiers, Merchants, Mart-

paines and penalties as by our Lawes may be inflicted vpon ſuch as ſhall offend therein, foz 
their ſo heinous and vnnaturall offences againſt their naturall Liege Loꝛd and Countrey in 
that behalfe. 

Pꝛouided alwayes, that if any of the perſons befoꝛe extepted, hall after his departure out 
of this Kealme, doe, commit, put in bꝛe, attempt, oꝛ alſent vnto any Act, deuite, plot, oꝛ thing 
againſt his moſt Excellent Maieſty, oꝛ any of his Kingdomes oꝛ Domintons, oz againſt any 
of his Lawes oꝛ Statutes, that euery ſuch perſon ſo offending, ſhall loſe the benefite of the 
layd exception, and ſhall to all intents and purpoſes be taken and adiudged to bee as one that 
maliciouſiy and contemptuouſly paſſeth oz departeth out of this Realme contrary to the tes 
no: and effect of theſe Pꝛeſents. 

And whereas by errour and vulgar opinion it ts tonteiued and giuen out by ſome, That 
all men at this pꝛeſent be at liberty to tranſpoꝛt and carrie out of this Realme any Golde oz 
Siluer in Coyne, Jewels, Bullion, Plate, oz Ueſſell, His Maieſtie vnderſtanding thereof, 
cauſed the Judges of the Realme to be conſulted withall in that poynt who vpon due conſt- 
deration and conference had amongſt them, haue with one conſent reſolued, that the tranl⸗ 
poztation of all manner of Golde and Siluer in Coyne, Jewels, Bullion, Plate oz Ucſſell is 
abſolutely pꝛohibited and foꝛbidden as well by the Statutes in the twentieth peere of King 
Edward the firſt, in the ninth peere of King Edv ard the third, and in the ſecond yeere of 
King Heary the lixt, as by diners other Statutes vpon great and grieuous penalties and foꝛ⸗ 
feitures. Upon iignification of which reſolution, his moſt excellent Maieſtie, to the intent 
that none of his louing Subiects thꝛough any erroneous conceit oꝛ opinion might be deceined 
and indammaged, hath in his Pꝛintely tlementie cauſed alwell the ſayd reſolution of his Jud⸗ 
ges, as the Statutes themſelues to be particularized and publiſhed foꝛ the ſafety of his louing 
Subiects: And further doeth by theſe Pꝛelents ſtraightly charge and command that all the 
ſayd Lawes and Statutes concerning Tranſpoztation of Golde 02 Siluer bee firmely hol- 
den, and kept and put in due execution, And doth further pꝛohibit and foꝛbid all and all maner 
of perſons whatſoener, tocary oz tranſpoꝛt out of this Realme any Gold oz Siluer in Coyne, 
Jebwels, Bullion, Plate, oꝛ Ueſſell, contrary to any of the ſaid Lawes ozStatutes, as they 
will anlwere the contrary at their vttermolt perill.

42 A Proclamation concerning Starch. 


T is not vnknowen to moſt of our louing Subiects, That in the time 


of the late Mueene of famous memoꝛp, the making of Starch within this Realme of 
England, being a thing newly taken vp, and growen in few yeeres very frequent, and to 
be much vſed, the inconuenience thereof was found to bee ſo great, by the waſting and 
1! conſuming of Coꝛne fit foz peoples food, That many Pꝛoclamations were then made 
trom time to time, koꝛ the repzeſſing and vtter aboliſhingoftheſame, Yowbelt , after- 
wards ſome particular perſons, hauing x2ocured aſpectall Licenſe, aſwell foꝛ the ma- 
king of Starch within the Realme, as alſo foz bꝛinging in the ſame from Foꝛreigne 
parts, the libertie of the Subiect was ſo pꝛeiudiced, by reducing of that into few mens 
power, which in the Common libertie ofthe Subiect was free to all, That much offence did ariſe thereby. Jnſomuch 
as the ſaid Graunt, being afterwards by her, in kauour to the Subtects, taken away vpon the Complaints ofthe grie⸗ 
uance ariſing thereby, and the making of that ſtuffe within this Realme being then left to the libertie ol all men to vſe it 
at their pleaſure, the ſame hath euer ſithence bene continued in many places of this Realme. In which ſmall time of 
continuance, it falleth out by experience, that the Toleration thereof to bee made here, is accompanied with ſo much of- 
fence to our people, as we perceiue by the Inkoꝛmation which thereof we haue receiued, That her intent and purpoſe to 
repꝛeſſe the making thereof, and to take away the inconuenience ofthe ſame , was not without good cauſe à tulk ground. 
Foz it appeareth by collection gathered, That the waſte of Cozne ſpent and conſumed in the making ok this Stuffe in 
moſt places okthis our Realme, is lo exceſſiue, as it is not fit to be ſpared from peoples Food, to ſerue in ſo vaine and ſlen⸗ 
der an vſe; Foz that it cannot be, but the ſpending thereof in Starch (eſpecially in times wherein the plentie ol Cozne 
ſhall not be very abundant) muſt needs encreaſe both the ſcarcitie, and the pꝛices thereof, aboue that which is fit to be ſuf- 
fered, And kurther it appeareth by cze Complaints and Certificats, to cas and our Councell ſent from diuers Juſtices 
ofthe Peace of ſeuerall parts, (eſpecially about our City of London, and the Counties neere adioyning) That the mas 
king thereol is not without exceeding annoyance to the people dwelling neere the places where it is made, by reaſon ol 
the noyſome ſtench, and vnſauourie ſmells ariſingof and by the ſame: which bꝛeeding infectious aires, cannot but en⸗ 
creaſe moſt contagious S ickneſſes and diſeaſes, eſpectally in theſe times of common Inlection: A danger fit to be pꝛeuen⸗ 
ted, in that pꝛouidence which we owe to the welfare of our people, as in euery part ot the Realme generally, ſo eſpectally 
in our Cityol London, being our Chamber, the oꝛdinary place ot᷑ our abode foz the beſt part ofthe yeere, and of the reſoꝛt 
of all ſozts otour Subiects fo: their neceſſarp affaires. | 
which incommoditieg, hauing bene by dug, with the aduice ofour Councell, thzoughly conſidered, Wee hada determi⸗ 
nation foꝛ the redꝛeſſe thereof, and foz the policie ot our Realme, vtterly to take away the making ol Starch within it, ol 
what Stute, oꝛ vnder what pꝛetence ſoeuer. Meuertheleſle, vpon the humble ſuit ol a great number of our louing Dubs 
tects lately made vnto ds, it being apparant, that the vtter aboliſhing and taking away thereof, would be a great hinde- 
rance to them in their trades, and bereaue many ol them of the meanes of their neceffary liuing and maintenance; And 
being line wiſe enfozmed, that there may well be ſpared, both in our City ol London, weſtminſter, and other the great Ci⸗ 
ties and Townes of the Realme, great quantities oł Bꝛanne, and other ſuch courſer Stuffes,of which the beſt and üneſt 
Starch is vſually made; ne, tendering the good and benefit ol our ſaid Sub iects, and being wel plealed, in our Pꝛince⸗ 
ly care and deſire ofthe Publine good, to peeld vnto them the libertie and free vſe of their needfull Trades, and ot all due 
and conuenient meanes of their neceſſarp maintenance, And yet holding it as fit andneedfull to pꝛouide koꝛ the redꝛeſſe of 
all abuſes and inconueniences, growing both by the needleſſe waſting of the ſtoꝛe ol Coꝛne within our Kealme, and allo 
by the publike annoyance and offence giuen vnto our Subiects, by the noyſome making ol Starch in moſt places ot our 
Aingdome as afozeſayd, Daue therefoze, with the aduice of our Councell, thought it good to giue authoꝛitie vnto cer⸗ 
taine perſons of good qualitie and credite, by Commiſſion vnder our great Seale of England, krom time to time to view 
and ſuruep, and allow all places and houſes within any part _rKingdome, where any Starch is oꝛ ſhall be made. 


and with the alliſtance of the Maioꝛ, oꝛ chiefe Magiſtrate of that place which tail be next adiopning to anp ſuch place 
of Starch⸗ making, to ſee that none be from hencekoꝛth made of wheat, but onely or cleane Bꝛanne, and ſuch lite courſer 
ſtutle; And that none ſhal be made in any ſuch place, as may be to the iuſt annoyance endoffence ol our louing Subiects, 
but onely in ſuch places, and in ſuch oꝛder, as by the diſcretion and appointment ol dur ſayd Commiſſioners, and fuch 
Magiſtrates next adiopning, ſhall be thought fit, 

And to the end all men map thereof take knowledge, and may contoꝛme themſelues thereunto acco2dingly, we haue 
thought it meet to publich our pleaſure herein by Pꝛoclamation, willing and commaunding all manner okperſons what⸗ 
ſoeuer, that now doe oz ſhal hereafter vſe the making ol Starch within any place of this our Kingdome whereſoeuer, pꝛe⸗ 
ſently from hencekoꝛth to fozbeare to make any moꝛe ſtarch ol wheat, either whole, bꝛuiſed. oꝛ groſſe grounden, oꝛ ofmeale, 
Rubbles,oz any ſuch like ſtuffe. And we do alſo will a comand all perſons whatloeuer, to foꝛbeare and ſurceaſe the ma⸗ 
king ok any ſtarch in any place oz places ot this our Realme of England whatſoeuer, except onely in ſuch places as by the 
bie w. allowance, and appointment ol our ſayd Commiſſioners thereunto by vs to be oꝛdayned, with the aſſiſtance ofthe 
Magiſtrates as afozeſayd, ſhalbe thought fit and conuenient, vpon paine not onely of the foꝛfeiture of all ſuch Starch 
ſo made contrarie to our expꝛeſſe will and pleaſure hereby ſignified, of which the one halle ſhall be to the partie ſeizing the 
ſame, and the other halle to Ws, our Heires and Succeſſoꝛs, but alſo to incurre ſuch further puniſhment as cx their con- 
tempt in a matter tending ſo much to the good and benefite of our people, ſhall be thought fit to be inflicted vpon them.

3 as ſhall be by them deputed and appointed to ſee this our Oꝛdinance executed, and 
thar they be carekull euerie one within his charge to cauſe this our pleafure to bee obeped, and to interrupt and ſuppꝛeſle 
all perſons who ſhall attempt to maße any Starch otherwiſe, oz in any other places then luch as ſhall be ſo allowed and 
appointed as atoꝛeſapd, after the publiſhing ok this our pleaſure tothe contrarie.

And furthermoze fo2 as, our Heires and Succeſſoꝛs we will and commaund, That ail perſons now vſing to make 
Starch in any part ofthis our Nealme of England, hauing a deſire to continue the ſame, of Bzanne and Pollard onely, 
vpon the publiſhing of this our Pꝛoclamation, if they dwell within koꝛtie miles of our Citie of London, vpon the laſt 
day of September next enſuing, and if their dwelling be further off, then vpon the laſt day of October now next follows 
ing hall make their repaire, oz cauſe their names to be giuen and ſent vp in writing vnto our ſayd Commilſlioners,at the 
Fownders Hall in London, together with a Certificate from ſome Juſtice of peace, oꝛ from the Maioz, oꝛ chiefe Magt- 
ſtrate of the Citie, Towne, oꝛ place in oz neere where their dwelling is, lignifying thereby their deſire and intent to con⸗ 
tinue the making ol Starch as afozeſayd, to the intent ourſayd Commiſſtoners may take oꝛder foꝛ the ſame accozding 
to ourpleaſure hereby ſignified and erpzeſſed, And ik any perſon oꝛ perſons now vlingto make Starch ſhall neglect, oz 
refuſe to make their repaire, oꝛ to giue vp his oz their names with ſuch Certificate in wꝛiting, ſo lignifyinghts oꝛ their de⸗ 
fire, and intent to continue the making ol Starch as afozeſaypd, Our will andpleaſyre is, that all and euerie ſuch per- 
ſon and perſons ſhall foꝛ euer after be depꝛiued ot the libertie to make any Starch of any fuffe whatſoeuer.

V | reape the fruit of a good conſcience, as to be Witnelle to our ſelfe, and like⸗ 
A] wile to repoꝛt our ſelues, not onely to our Pꝛiuie Counlell; (which are ac- 


— — — — 


Cuſtomes of this our Realme) wee haue not exerciſed and employed our Paincely care, power 
and meanes, fo2 the furtherance and aduancement of Yuſtice duely and ſpeedily to bee admint- 
ſtred to all our louing Subiects. Foꝛ it appeareth, that wee haue to that end bene at charge to en- 
. creaſe the number ok dur Judges in our pꝛincipall Benches, haue endeuoured to moderate ſome dif- 
ferences and contentions amongſt our Courts in point of Jurildiction, to auopd double vexation of 
Suits, and haue from time to time, in perſon giuen moꝛe ſtrait charge c admonition to our Judges 
befoꝛe their Circuits and viſitations, and recetued againe from them moze ſtrait accompts c repoꝛts 
at their returnes, then hath bene heretofozeaccuſtomed. And as we haue bene thus carefull concer- 
ning our Courts, and Judges ofthe Law : So map we in no wile omit to extend our Pꝛintely care 
to perſons of another condition, on whom (though they be not to be termed Judges) there lyeth a 
pꝛintipall part of Judicature : which are thoſe , who by the cuſtome of the Realme are called Ju- 

roꝛs, which ſerue to try and decide the iſſues points of fact in all tontrouerſies and cauſes, A mat- 
ter no leſſe tmpoztant tothe ſumme of Juſtice, then the true and tudicious expoſition of the Lawes 
themſelues. Foz euen that Judgement which was gtuen bya King in Perſon, and is lo much com- 
mended in the Striptures, Was not any learned expoſition ofthe Law, but a wile lifting and exami⸗ 
nation ofthe fact, where teſtimonie was obſcure,and failed. To which ſoꝛt of perſons allo the Law 
of this our Realme doeth alcribe ſuch truſt and confidence, as it doeth not lo abſolutely tye them to 
the euidentes and pꝛoofes pꝛoduced, but that it leaueth both ſupply of Teſtimonie, and the diſcer⸗ 
ning and credit of Teſtimonie to the Juries conſcientes and vnderſtanding. 


But herewithall we conſider with our ſelues, That this pꝛoteeding by Jurie (which is one of the 
ancient Lawes and Cuſtomes ofthis our Iſland of Great Bꝛitaine, and almoſt pꝛoper and ſingular 
vnto it, in regard or other Nations) as it is àn excellent inſtitution in it ſelfe, ſo neuertheleſle it is then 
laudable and good, When thoſe perſons, which ſerue vpon the ſaid Juries, are men of ſuch qualitie, 
credit t vnderſtanding, as are wozthy to be truſted with ſo great a charge, as to try mens liues, good 
names, lands and goods, and whatſoeuer they hold deare in this woꝛld. Wherein we cannot but ob⸗ 
ſerue, and highly commend the wiledome ofthe Lawes of this our Realme (taking them in their 
owne nature, befoꝛe abuſes crept in) which haue in this point ſo well pꝛouided. Foꝛ as in the triall 
of any Peere of this Realme, the Law doeth not admit any to paſſe vpon him but Peeres : So in 
the triall of any of the Commons (which the Law beholdeth but as one body) there is no perſon 
whatſoener of that body by rule of Law exempted, in reſpect of his qualitte and degree onely, from 
the ſernice vpon Juries: whereas on the contrary part the Law hath limitted, that none ſerue, er- 
cept he haue acertaine pꝛopoꝛtion of Freehold. And yet notwithſtanding, Time and abuſe haue ſo 
embaſed the eſtimation ofthis ſeruice,and altered the ble thereof,as Sheriffs, Under ſheriffes, Bai⸗ 
liffes,and other inferiour Miniſters, do not onely ſpare Gentlemenofqualitte, in a kinde of awe, and 
vnwillingneſſe to offend them, but do like wile foꝛ lucre,gaine and reward, foꝛbeare to returne many 
of the ableſt and fitteſt perſons; So that the ſernice oftentimes reſteth vpon ſuch as are either 
ſimple and ignoꝛant, and almoſt at a gaze in any cauſe of difficultte,o2 eiſe vpon thoſe thatareſoac- 
cuſtomed and tnured to paſſe and ſerue vpon Juries, as they haue almoſt loſt thattenderneſſeof 
— , which in ſuch caſes is to bee wiſhed, and make the ſerutce, as it were an occupation 

nd pꝛactiſe. 


Upon theſe grounds therekoꝛe, and bpon aduile taken with our pꝛiuy Conncell, and conference 
with our Judges and Countell at Law, we haue reſotued to giue ſome remedy to thoſe abuſes, 
and to reſtoꝛe the fozme of trpals in this our Realme of England, to the ancient integrity and credit, 
as much as in vs lpeth. And theretoꝛe we doe hereby publiſh and declare to all our louing Dub- 
ietts, that they take light from vs of the greatnes of this leruite, and that the Gentlemen ok beſt qua⸗ 
litie doe put away that vaine # vntrue conteit that thep are any wayes diſgraced, oꝛ dileſteemed it 
they be called vpon oꝛ vſed in this part of Juſtite, to be trpers ofthe fact , Knowing that all Judge⸗ 
ment is Gods pꝛintipally, and byhim committed vnto vs within the Pzecinct ofour Kingdomes, 
as his Miniſter vpon Earth, to whom like wile they are ſuboꝛdinate. And we doe like wile charge 
and command all our Judges, Juſtices, Sheriffes, Undercheriffes, Bayliffes and others to whom 
it may appertaine, To take knowledge that this is our expꝛeſſe will and pleaſure, That all perſons 
which haue Freehold, accoꝛding to the Law, ſhall be returned to ſerue vpon Juries, as occaſion 
ſhall require. Foꝛeſeeing alſo that they ble a reſpect, that the ſame perſons be not too often returned 
and troubled, but that the ſeruice may reſt moꝛe equally and indiſterently vpon the whole body of 
ſufficient Freeholders in euery County, the one to eaſe and relieue the other, and that there be a 
diſcretion vſed, as well in returning the moſt paincipall Perſons vpon the greateſt cauſes, as in ſoꝛ⸗ 
ting menof quality with theirequals,as neere as may be. 


And now that we haue thus declared our earneſt care and zeale foꝛ the furtherance of Juſtice in 
this kinde, ſeeing it Hath beene vſuall foꝛ Sheriffes and other Miniſters(to whom it appertaines) to 
foꝛbeare the returning of diners perſons, in reſpect that they were lonnes to Peeres of our Realme, 
oꝛ men of extraoꝛdinary place and calling, which we haue no way miſliked, and do well allow: Jn- 
tending like wiſe that ſuch, and ſo conuenient relpect be vſed particularly to our Juſtices of peace, 
in regard of the place they Hold, and their continuall imployments,as they may be nooftner vſedin 
ſeruites ofthat nature, then ſhalbeneceſſary: And foꝛalmuch as Wee doe well conſider that it may 
ſo fall out many times, that diuers perſons beſides thoſe aboue named, and ſuch other as the Lawe 
fo naturall unpotencie dilpenſeth withall in an oꝛdinary courſe,may likewiſe be found meete to bee 
foꝛboꝛne in thele ſerutces: We doe hereby declare, that We are alſo reſolued by vertue of our Pꝛero⸗ 
gatiue( and acco2ding to the ancient pꝛeſidents of our Pꝛogenitoꝛs) to graunt ſpetiall exemption by 
our Letters Patents to ſome ſuch perſons, and vpon ſuch ſpectall cauſes as we ſhall thinke iuſt and 
reaſonable, not meaning from hentefooꝛth to leaue it in the power of any other, but in the ſpetiall ca- 
les afoʒeſayd, to doe that which is onely pꝛoper to our ſelfe. In which tourſe( as in all the reſt ol our 
8 ) although it appeareth vnto vs by a Certificate lately made from the Sheriffes, of the 
Rate of the Freeholders in this Kingdome, that the tiinltitude ol them is great, e are other wile as 
certainly enfozmed, that the one halte is not certified : and although we haue bene and are dauly im⸗ 
poꝛtuned foꝛ ſome particular exemptions by diners perſons, as well Knights and Gentlemen, as o⸗ 
ther Frteholders of good abilitie: euertheleſſe, betauſe it may appeare that wee doe and euer 
will pzeferre the pꝛetious tare of Juſtice befoze all other ſecond conſiderations, wee reſolue there 
hall bee ſo good a moderation in the number, as well as in the choyte of theperſons,asnopzeiudice 
ſhall ariſe cherby in the oꝛdinary courſe of Juſtice, Although our meaning be, that all ſuch Grants 
ſo to bee made by Us, ſhall extend alwell to all cauſes concerning our Selfe,our Heires and Duccel- 
ſours, as our ſubiects. All which we haue thought fit to notifie by this our Pꝛotclamation.

— . He Kings Maieſtie perceiuing the great inconueniences, which 
dayly doe ariſe bythe continuall additions ofa muititude of New buildings in the Citie 
ot London and the Suburbs and confines thereof, and the filling a peſtering ol houſes 
YE with Jnmates and ſeuerall dwellers (and thoſe ofthe woꝛſe ſo:t)almoft in euery ſeuerall 
| roome, whereby both the people increaſing to ſo great numbers, are not well to be gouer⸗ 
ned by the wonted Officers and oꝛdinarie Furiſdiction of the ſame, and likewiſe the pꝛi⸗ 
Al cesofwictuals are by that meanes exceſſiuely inhaunced, and the health of his louing 
Subiects, not onely thoſe which inhabite in and about the laid City, but alſo all others 
repairing thither from all parts, (in reſpect either ofthe vſuall reſiance of his Matefties 
Court chereabouts, oz otherwiſe foꝛ oꝛdinary Juſtice) indangered ( whereof the pzeſent Jnfection in and about this 
City, makes his Maieſtie the moꝛe ſenſible ) And mozeoner the other good Townes and Boꝛrowes of his kingdome by 
reaſon of fo great receit foz people in and about the ſaid City, are much vnpeopled, and in their trading, and otherwiſe de⸗ 
cared , foz remedy of which inconueniences, there haue bene diuers politique and necefſary P2oclamations, aſwell in 
the time ol the late Queene Elizabeth of famous memozte, as ſince his Maieſties moſt happy reigne , publiſhed and deui⸗ 
fed: His Mateltie mindes to require accompt alwel of thoſe that haue neglected the execution ot them, as to punith the of- 
fenders againſt the ſame; And further by the deliberate aduiſe ol his Pꝛiuie Councell hath determined, to take pet a moze 
ſtrait and ſeuere courſe, fo2 the auoyding of the like inconueniences hereafter. Foz although there be manifeſt cauſe of 
greaterconcourle of people to the ſaid City, and by conſequence, of habitation and receit foꝛ them, byreaſonof the large- 
nelle of his Highneſſe dominions, and the vniuerſal peace wherein his Maieſtie liues and gouernes: yet notwithſtanding 
his Maieſtie (confidering that the foundations already layd within the ſaid City and Suburbs and confines ol the ſame 
cannot but be ſufficient fo all that hall haue iuſt cauſe to dwell oꝛ abide hereabouts) hath therefoze reſolued, that vnleſſe 
it be in ſome rare caſes, and by ſpeciall Licence , as hereafter in theſe Pꝛeſents ſhall be pꝛeſcribed, there ſhall be no moꝛe 
New buildings erected in oꝛ neere the ſaid City ol London: and allo that thoſe that ſhalbe erected vpon old Foundations, 
ſhalbe ſuch as hall both adozne and beautifie His ſaid City, and be leſſe ſubiect to danger ol fire, and cauſe lefle waſte of 
Timber (fitter to be reſerued foz the ſhipping ol his Realme) and likewiſe ſuch as in regard of the charge of building, can⸗ 
not be inhabited but by perſons of ſome abilitie. And becauſe the fozmer Pꝛoclamations of this kinde heretokoꝛe pub⸗ 
liſhed are ſeuerall, and in ſome points delectiue: therefoze his Maieſtie hath thought good (not intending thereby to diſ⸗ 
penſe with koꝛmer offenders) to make and publiſh one cleare Pꝛoclamation digeſted into plaine and diſtinct Articles, that 
the offenders hereafter may be without all colour ok execute, as they are already without all iuſt dekence. And therefoze 
his Paieftic doeth ſtraitly charge and command all maner of perſons, of what qualitie ſoeuer they be, duely to obſerue 
and fulfill,and all Officers and perſons in Authoꝛity whom it may concerne, duely, carefullp, and diligently to ſee obſer- 
ued, kullilled, and put in execution theſe Articles following, 
Irtl, that no maner of buildings, be they dwelling houles, Stables, Shops, Stalles, oꝛ any other building what⸗ 
F feeur.te krom henceloꝛth erected, oꝛ attempted to be erected within the City ol London, oꝛ the Suburbs therot, oꝛ 
within the diſtance ol two miles, to be taken from any ol the gates of the ſayd City (except it be vpon the foundation 
ol a foꝛmer dwelling houle, oꝛ in oꝛ vpon ſome inner court oꝛ yard of the ſame houle:) And if any building cõtrary to this 
Article of his Maieſties pꝛohibition hall happen to be begun, that the ſame be foꝛthwith by the Juſtices of Peace with- 
in that limit, oꝛ Alderman of the ward, oꝛ any ol them, ſtayed from any further pꝛoceeding. And as well ſuch Builder, 
as the woꝛkmen vpon ſuch building to be eommitted to pꝛiſon, and bound ouer to ant were their contempt in the Starre 
Chamber, and the Timber. oꝛ other ſtuſte imployed oꝛ to be imployed thereupen, to be ſold by the ſayd Juices, oz Alder⸗ 
men, 92 anpof them, to the reliele of the pooꝛe of the Pariſh where the ſayde building chall happen to bee. And incaſe 
thꝛough neglect, oꝛ ouerlight, any fuch building happen to be ſiniched, oꝛ in part done befoze ſtay made thereof: that ne⸗ 


nertheleſle the ſame may be and ſhall be by the ſayd Juffices oꝛ Aldermen, oꝛ any ot them at any time within ſeuen yeeres 
after the finiſhing of the layd building, pulled downe, and the offenders puniſhed, and the ſtuffe and matter of the ſaid buil⸗ 


ding beſfowed as is befoze expzeſſed, 

AlL all new buildings that are already erected contrary to that which is pꝛohibited by the fozmer Article, concer⸗ 
ning — to be erected hereafter, and are not at this pzeſent finiſhed, ſhall be immedtatly pulled downe, and the 

offenders and ſfutfe oꝛdered as is befoze expzeſled, 
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AL ſuch new buildings as afozeſayd, which haue beene erected at any time within fiue peeres beloꝛe the date of this 

Pꝛoclamation, ſhall not in any wiſe be pulled downe : but neuertheleſſe, it they be at this pꝛeſent voyde ofa Tenant, 
they ſhall not be inhabited noꝛ let to any. vnleſſe the owners chalbe content that the Churchwardens and Miniſter by al- 
lowance of two oꝛ moꝛe of the Jultices of Peace of that diuiſion,. oꝛ Alderman of the Ward ſhall diſpoſe of them to ſome of 
the pooꝛe ot the Pariſhes that are deſtitute of houſes, cz foz the good and behoofe of the ſayd pooze, and at and vnder ſuch 
rents as they chall allow: andincaſe anyſuch building be already demiſed. that then ſuch houſe bee not let againe, either 
in reueriton,02 vpon the expiration of the fozmer eſtates, but in ſuch ſoꝛt and ozder as is befoze expꝛeſſed. 


A Nd if any houſe ſhall be let contrary to this Article, as well the taker as the Leaſſoꝛ to be deemed an offendoz,and to 
be committed to pꝛiſon, and bound ouer to anfwere the ſame in the Starrechamber, 


PRouided neuertheleſſe, that ik any perſon ſhall erect, oꝛ hath erected loꝛ the inlargement ok his dwelling houſe, any butl- 

ding ioyning to the ſame, hee ſhall not be taken oz held to be an offendoz againſt this Pꝛoclamation, ſo as the pꝛecinct 
of ground within the ſaid addition oz enlargement, amount not to any moꝛe then a third part of the pzecinctof ground 
within the olde koundation, and that it be vſed with the fozmer foz one onely habitation, 


AL Sheds and Shops which haue beene builded oz ſet vp within the limits afozeſaidat any time within fiue yeeres 
laſt paſt, ſhall be foozthwith pulled downe, and the utffe of them ozdered as is befoze directed touching other Buil⸗ 
dings to be pulled downe: And no Cellars erected within this fiue peeres laſt paſt, to be vſed foz lodgings, oz tipling oꝛ 


victualling houſes. 
N O new buildings ſhalbe hereafter erected vpon the foundation of any foꝛmer dwelling houſe, oꝛ within the pꝛecincts 
thereof, within the Citie oz Limits aloꝛelaid. except the fozefront of the ſame, and all the vtter walles and windowes 
thereof ſhalbe wholly made of Bꝛicke and Stone, oz one ofthem; and the fozefront alſo thereof ſhalbe made in that vni⸗ 
foꝛme ſoꝛt and oꝛder. which ſhall be pzeſcribed by the Alderman of the Ward within the Cttie and the Liberties thereof, 
and by two oz moꝛe Julticesof Peace within the Suburbs and other Pꝛec inct afoꝛeſaid, foꝛ the better beautifying ot 
the Streete where the ſaid Building ſhall be erected, vpon paine that euery perſon offending againſt this Article,

AE new Buildings that foz the time alreadie paſſed haue beene built ſince the firſt day of March in the ſecond peere 

of his Maieſties reigne, aud haue not their foꝛekronts and walles of Bꝛicke as aloꝛeſaid, contrarte to his Maieſties 
Pꝛoclamation in that behalte at that time publiſhed, ſhalbe certified by the Juſtices oꝛ Aldermen vnto his Maieſties 
learned Councell, that there may be a pꝛeſent pꝛoceeding againſt the offendozs in that behalte. 


Nd loꝛ almuch as the diuiding of Houſes into ſeuerall Tenements and habitations, and the letting ol part of hott - 
A and Chambers to Inmates and danderſitters, is no leſſe inconuenient then exceſſiue building, as well in re⸗ 
gard or ſurcharge of people, ſpecially of the wozſe ſozt, as foꝛ bꝛeeding and ſpꝛeading of Jnfection, beſides other 
inconueniences pꝛoper to this abuſe, His Maieſtie doth further charge and ſtraightip command, that theſe Articles kol⸗ 
lo wing be ailo duelp obſerued and obeyed. 
Parl. that no perſon within the Citie oz Limits afozeſatd, doe diuide any dwelling houſe by Leaſe, ſufferance oꝛ other⸗ 
wile, into any moze Tenements oꝛ dwellings then are at this pzeſent vſed within the ſame.

Nd koꝛ the moze certaine execution of euery Article of this his Maieſties Pꝛoclamation, His Maieſtie further 
commandeth, that the Alderman in euery Ward, and the Juſtices of Peace within the Limits afozeſaid, doe 
male diligent view, perambulation, and inquirie of euery of the ſayd offences, and them to certifie to his Mas 
ieſties learned Counſell once in the beginning ol euery Terme, that there may be a ſtrict and ſeuere pꝛoceeding therein, 
as appertaines.

as his Highneſle plealire ſhall be farther knowen herein, (except the Loꝛds, the Biſhops ot 
this Realme, the Judges of the Law, the King and Queenes learned Councell, the pzinct- 
pal Magiſtrates of the Citie of London, his Highneſſe Houſhold ſeruants, and neceſfary per- 
ſons fo2 pꝛouiſions ot his Maieſties Houſhold not hauing the Jnfection ofthe Plague in their 
houſes,o2 neere vnto them, during the time afozeſaid.) 
It is allo further by his Mateſtie thus pꝛouided, That if any other (except befoze excepted)

in the Court, and thereupon the ſaid Poꝛter ſhall cauſe the party to ſtay abꝛoad, without en⸗ 
tring into any Houſe, Tent, oꝛ company of any perſons, and ſhall certifie the Loꝛd Steward, 
Low Chamberleine, Maſter Treaſourer, Maſter Comptroller, the Uicechamberlein,o2 one 
of them, oꝛ ſome of the pꝛintipall Officers ofthe Greencloth, if the matter appertame tothe 
Kings Maieſties Houſhold, oz to ſome other of the Lozds, oꝛ other of his Maieſties Pꝛiuie

may haply p:ooue a ſubiect of like diſcourle : Wee haue thought it not a⸗ 
miſſe to deliner ſome ſuch matter in publique, as may better cleare mens 
iudgements concerning the ſame; not in reſpect of any wozth oz value in 
theſe mens perſons, being baſe and rude in their Oꝛginall but to take a- 
way all ſuch inconuenientes as may blemtſh the reputation of that friendſhip which ought to be mu⸗ 
tually obſerued betweene vs and other Pꝛinces. Foz although it is not vultkely, that the repoꝛt ot 
their Titles and dignities, may dꝛaw from Pꝛintes and States ſome ſuch courteſies at their firſt com- 
ming abꝛoad, as are incident to men ot extraoꝛdinarp rancke and qualitie: Bet when wee haue taken 
the beſt meanes wee tan to lap them open in euerp condition , wee ſhall then expect from our friends 
and neighbours all ſuch iuſt and noble Pꝛoteedings, as ſtand with the rules of Honour and kriend⸗ 
ſhip, and from our Subiects at home and abꝛoad, that duety and obediente (in their tarriage toward 
them) which they owe to vs by inleparable bonds and obligations of Nature and Loyaltie, whereof 
we intend to take ſtreight accompt. Foz which purpoſe we do hereby firſt declare that theſe perſons 
abone mentioned, had not their creations oz poſſeſſions in regard of any lincall oz lawfull deſcent 
from Anteſtoꝛs of Blood oꝛ Uertue,but were onely p:eferred by the late Queene our ſiſter of famous 
memozy,and by our ſelnes foꝛ ſome reaſons of State befoze others, who foꝛ their qualitie and birth(in 
thoſe Pꝛouintes where they dwell ) might better haue challenged thoſe Honours which were confer- 
red bpon them. Secondly we doe pꝛofeſſe, That it is both knowen to vs and our Counſell here, and 
to our Deputie and State there, and ſo ſhall it appeare to the woꝛld (as cleare as the Sunne) by eut- 
dent pzoofes, That the onely ground and motine of this high contempt in theſe mens departure, 
hath bene the pꝛiuate knowledge and inward terrour of their owne guiltineſſe : Whereok becauſe we 
heare that they doe leeke to take away the blot and infamie by dinulging that they haue withdzawen 
themlelues foꝛ matter of Religion, (a tloake that ſerues too much in theſe dayes to touer many euill 
intentions) adding alſo thereunto ſome other baine pꝛetexts of reteiuing iniuſtice, when their rights 
and Claimes haue come in queſtion betweene them and Us, oꝛ any ot our Subiects and them, Wee 
thinke it not impertinent to ſay ſomewhat thereof. 

And therefoꝛe, although we iudge it needleſſe to ſeeke foꝛ many Arguments to confirme whatſoener 
ſhall be ſaid of theſe mens coꝛruption and falſhood, (Whoſe hamous offences remaine ſo freſh in me⸗ 
moꝛie ſince they declared themſelues fo very monſters in nature, as they did not only withdꝛaw them⸗ 
lelues from their perſonall obedience to their Soueraigne, but were content to ſell ouer their Matiue 
Countrep to thoſe that ſtood at that time in the Higheſt termes of Hoſtilitie with the two Crownes 
of England aud Ireland) pet to maue the abſurditie and ingratitude of the Allegations aboue men⸗ 


tioned, ſo much the moze tleare to all men of equall Judgement, we doe hereby p:ofeſſe in the woꝛd⸗ 
of a King that there was neuer ſo much as any ſhadowe of moleſtation, noꝛ purpoſe of pꝛoteeding in 
any degree againſt them foꝛ matter concerning Religion: Such being their condition and pꝛokeſſion, to 
thinke murder no fault, mariage of no ble, noꝛ any man woꝛthy to bee eſteemed valiant that did not 
glozie in Rapine and Oppꝛeſſion, as We ſhould haue thought it an vnreaſonable thing to trouble 
them foꝛ any different point in Keligion, be foꝛe any man could perteiue by their tonuerlation, that they 
made truely Conſcience of any Religion. So do we allo foz the ſecond part of their excuſe affirme, that 
notwithſtanding all that they can claime, muſt be acknowledged to pzocced from meere Grace vpon 
their ſubmiſſion after their great and vnnaturall Treaſons) there hath neuer come any queſtion con- 
terning their Rights oꝛ Poſſeſſions, wherein we haue not bene moͤꝛe inclinable to doe themfanonr, 
then to any of their Competitours, except in thoſe Caſes wherein wee haue plainely diſcerned that 
their onely end was to haue made themſlelues by degrees moꝛe able then now they are to reſiſt all law⸗ 
full Authoutie (When they ſhould returne to their vomit againe) by vſurpinga power ouer other 
good Subiects of Ours, that dwell among them better bozne thenthey,and vtterly dilclaiming from 
any dependancie vpon them. 

Hauing now deliuered thus much concerning theſe mens Eſtates and their pꝛoceedings, Wee will 
onely end with this concluſion, That they ſhal not be able to dente, whenloeuer they ſhould dare to pꝛe⸗ 
ſent themſelues befoꝛe the Seate of Juſtice, that they hane(befoze their running out of our kingdom) 
not onely entred into combination foꝛ ſtirring Sedition and inteſtine Retellion, but haue directed di⸗ 
uers Inſtruments, as well Pꝛieſtes as others, to make offers to foꝛreine States and Pꝛintes (if they 
had beene as ready to recetue them) oftheir readineſſe and reſolution to adhere to them, whenlocuer 
they would ſeeke to inuade that kingdome. Wherein amongſt other things, this is not to be foꝛgot⸗ 
ten, That vnder the condition of being made free from Engliſh gouernment, they relolued alſo to 
tompꝛehend the vtter extirpation of all thoſe Subiects that are nowe remapning aliue withinthat 
kingdome, foꝛmerly defcendedfrom the Engliſh race. In Which pꝛactiſes and p2opoſitions, follow- 
edandfomented by Pꝛieſtes and Jeſuites(of whole function in theſe times the pꝛattile and perſwaſion 
of ſubiects to rebell againſt their Soueraignes, is one ſpeciall and eſſenftall part and poꝛtion) as they 
haue found no ſuch incourageinent as they expected and haue boaſted of: ſo we doe aſſure our ſelues, 
that when this declaration ſhall bee ſeene and duely weighed with all due circumſtances, it will bee of 
fo:ce ſufficient to dilperſe and to diſcredit all fuch vntrueths, as thele tontemptible creatures ſo full of 
infidelity and ingratitude, ſhall dilgoꝛge againſt Us, and our iuſt and moderate pzoceeding,and ſhall 
pꝛocure vnto them no better vſage then they would wiſl) ſhould be affoꝛded to any ſuch packe of Re- 
bels,bozne their Subiects,and bound vnto them in lo many and fo great obligations.

our care and veſolution to pꝛeuent, oz reiozme all things that may 
be burthenſome to any of our people oner whom Almighty God

curious to finde and ſearch out the true cauſe,then to pꝛouide foꝛ the 
remedie of the intonuenience, And therein particularly tobe ſure to take away all meanes oꝛ 
colour foꝛ any ſuch grieuance, that may (either in trneth oz app:ehenſion) ariſe from any action 
of our owne, Foz which purpole,although we doe dayly ſee by common experience, that ex⸗ 
teſſiue pꝛites grow vpon our Subietts by the pꝛactile and greedineſſe of pzinate perſons, who 
either by Foꝛeſtalling and Pngroſſing of Commodities, oꝛ by combpning to keepe them at 
high pꝛites, oz by tonueying them out of our Realme by ſtealth, doe increaſe the rates aſwell 
of foꝛraine, as home bꝛed commodities, without any Acte of ours: Neuerthelelle, becauſe 
We haue oblerued that ſome euil affected people, in this, as in diners other things, are moze in⸗ 
tlined to impute the cauſe of grienance to ſome thing done by bs, then to reſoꝛt to the maine and 
oꝛiginall grounds ofthe ſame; Wee haue foꝛ moze ſuretp, tauſed our Countell to take Inkoꝛma⸗ 
tion what Licences We haue giuen, (Which haply may haue bene ſome pꝛetext foꝛ abuſe in that 
kinde ) and thereby finding that ſome ſmall quantitie of that tommoditie hath bene Tranſpoz- 
ted by vertue of a Licenſe granted at our firſt comming, at the Suite ofſome foꝛraine Pzinces 
our Allies, Whom Wee could hardly then refuſe, although it be knowen to the wozld, that We 
did not giue Licence foꝛ any Leather by name, but generally foꝛ the Tranſpozting of foꝛbid⸗ 
den Commodities, and that onely to the ſumme of ſixe Thouſand pounds in value, which could 


be no occaſion of ſuch ſcarcitie: Yet becauſe it is not vnlikely but that ſome Neates-Leather 
might be hereafter iſſued by vertue of that Licence (as ſome hath bene already) contrary to 
our meaning, Wee did not onely ( ſo ſoone as this tame to our eares) giue pzelent oꝛder to our 
Treaſourer of England to reſtraine all vſe ot Licences (if any there were oꝛ be) concerning the 
Tranſpoztation of ſuch Leather, whereof there is no ſuch plentie within our kingdome, but 
that whatfocuer is carted away, may bee ſoone felt in the ſcartitie and deareneſſethereof at 
home, But foꝛ the moze ſure pꝛeuention ok this grieuance, and that all our louing Subiects 
may be witneſſes of our care in this behalfe., We doe now by theſe pꝛeſents reuoke and dilanull 
all Licences and Tolerations concerning Tranlpoꝛtation of Neates-Leather, (if any there 
be) And do further expzeſly pꝛohibite and foꝛbid all maner perſons whatſoeuer, That they at- 
tempt not from hencefoozth to cary oꝛtonuey away, oꝛ cauſe oꝛ tonſent to be taried o2conneved 
away out of this our Realme, any Neates- Leather, oz Neates-Hides raw befoze they bee 
perfect Leather, 

And like wiſe We doe by thele pꝛeſents ſtraightly charge and Command all our Cuſtomers, 
Comptrollers, Searchers, Suruepoꝛs, and other our Officers of our Poꝛts, That they doe 
not onely inkoꝛme our ſaid Treaſourer, what Neates- Leather,oz Neates-Hides raw they 
haue knowen tobe Tranſpozted at any time ſince the beginning of our Naigne, at what Ports, 
and by whom; But alſo that they be from hencefoꝛth watchful that none paſſe by any pꝛactiſe, 
pꝛetente, oꝛ tolour whatſoeuer, as they, and enery of them will anlwere the contrary at their 
vtter moſt perils, Knowing that from hentefooꝛth they ſhall haue no excuſe by pzetence of Lt- 
tentes oꝛ other Tolerations, inaſmuch as we haue renoked and diſauowed them (if any ſuch 
there be) by theſe pꝛelents. Willing pet further all our Subiects that can learne oꝛ vnder- 
ſtand any abuſe in this behalfe, That they allo reſoꝛt to our ſaid Treaſourer and infozme him 
thereof, whereby he map detect the fraud, coꝛruption, and confederacie of our ſaid Officers, if 
they ſhall conceale the ſame. And ſuch diſconerers ſhallreceine ſuch reward as their ſeruite 
ſhall delerue,

Oathofallegeance, lately by our Parliament deutiled : We tan not but concetue that ſuch 
perſons are not vnlike to become bad Inſtruments of pzactile and perill againſt our 
State. Foz conſidering that we had neuer any intention in the fozme of that Path to 
pꝛeſſe any point of Conſcience foz matter of Neligion, but only to make ſome diſcouerie of 
diſloyall affection : the refuſall thereofin any perſon mult both induce a vehement ſuſpitt- 
on in it ſelfe, and much moꝛe inſuch a one as may be pꝛobably ſuppoſed to haue come from 
ſuch parts, where he may haue conuerſed with Trattoꝛs and Fugitiues, and is alſo of a 
needie foztune , which map make him apt foꝛ any dangerous oz deſperate imployment : 
And therekoꝛe Mee haue refolued, and accozdingly doe charge and commannd all per- 
ſons anthoztzedby Law, to miniſter theſatd Oath , that taking infozmation from the Ok⸗ 
ficers of our Poꝛts, and by all other good wapes and meanes, they faile not to tender the 
ſame Path at the Pozts to all our Subiects comming from beyond the Seas, (not being 
knowen Merchants oꝛ men ok ſome qualitie) and vpon refulall thereof the Law tobe ſe- 
uerelp executed, Which willeth to commit them to P2tſon vntill the next Alliſes, oꝛ Gene⸗ 
rall quarter Seſſions, and ſo vpon a ſecond refuſall to be bꝛought within the degree ofa 
Prxmunire.

He Kings Maieſtie having taken knowledge 


ofthe high pzices of Graine and other Uictuals, lately and very ſud- 
| denly growen in ſundꝛy parts ofthis Realme , And finding no ſufft- 

tient reaſon thereof,doeth iudge that the rich Owners of Coꝛne doe 

| keepe their ſtoꝛe from common Markets, thereby to encreale the 

pꝛites thereof, Oꝛ elle that the lame is engroſſed vnduely into few 
B hands, and ſo the multitude of pooꝛe people hauing no Graine of 
their owne growing, muſt needes ſuſtaine great lacke. His Highneſle therefoze foꝛ remedy 
thereof,Hath cauſed ſpetial Oꝛders to be made and publiſhed though all parts of this Kealme, 
bearing date the firſt day of June 1608, and Intituled, Orders appointed by his Maieſtie, &c. By 
which the Juſtices of Peace in all parts of the Realme, are directed ts ſtay all Engroſlers, 
Fozeſtallers and Regratozs of Coꝛne, and to direct all Owners and Farmers, (hauing Cozne 
to ſpare ) to furniſh the Markets rateably and weeekely, with ſuch quantities as rcaſonably 
they may and ought to doe, and to ſee diners other Articles oblerned and perfoꝛmed, tending to 
the pꝛeuention and remedy of this intonuemence. Neuertheleſſe, becauſe his Maieſtie doeth 
well know, that the life of theſe his gracious, godly, and politique Conſtitutions, depends vpon 
the carefull and diligent Execution of the ſame : His Highneile doeth therefoze by this His 
Pꝛoclamation (to the ende that no perſon whom it may concerne, ſhall oꝛ may pleade igno⸗ 
rance ) ſtraightly charge and command all Sheriffes, Juſtices of Peace, Maiozs, Bayliffes, 
Conſtables, and other his Officers and Subtects whatloener , That they take knowledge of 
the ſaid Oꝛders, and obſerne and cauſe the ſame to be oblerued, as ſhall appertaine vntothem, 
as they tender his dilpleaſure, 

And becauſe there may be iuſt canie to dere. that notwithſtanding all the ſtraight Pꝛouiſi⸗ 
ons that are lately taken againſt Tranſpoꝛtation of Graine, yet vnder colour of conueping of if 
from Poꝛt to Pozt within the land, ſome may be tonueped into foꝛraine parts: Therefoze foꝛ 
further pꝛouiſion in that behalfe,beſides the Bonds in that tale appointed to be taken, His Ma⸗ 
ieſtie tommandeth and giueth Licence to any perſon that ſhall haue cauſe to ſuſpect that any 
ſuch Cozne is oꝛ ſhould be ſhipped, 02 pꝛouided to be ſhipped by lawfull Authoꝛitie to be taried 
to any other Poꝛt, that the ſame may be by fraud caricd out ofthe Realme; ſuch perſonhaning 
ſuch cauſe to ſuſpect, ſhall giue Inkoꝛmation thereof to any Juſtice of Peate, oꝛ publique Offt- 
cerdWellingneere to the Pozf, Which Juſtice oꝛ Officer ſhall with the ſaid Inkoꝛmer, repaire 
tothe Cuſtome houſe of any ſuch Poꝛt oz Creeke where Coꝛne is ſhipped, 02 pꝛouided to be ſhip- 
ped, and there ſhall duely examine both the Officers ofthe Cuſtome houle, and the lellers, buy⸗ 
ers, and ſhippers of the Coꝛne vpon their ſenerallOathes, whether they know of any Inten⸗ 
tion directly, oꝛ indirectly , to haue the ſaidCozneto be taried out ofthe Realme, And further 
alſo, when by their Oathes they (hal cleare themſelues of any ſuch intention (thereby the ſuſpt- 
tion conceined being cleared) pet the Officers of the Poꝛts that haue authoꝛity to take Bonds, 
(hall ſhew the parties, who bpon pꝛegnant ſuſpition ſhall require the ſane, and giue them in 


writing the contents of the Bond, with the names ofthe parties bound, being ſufficient to an- 
{were the lame, the true quantitie oithe Graine, and the Poꝛts to which it is intended to haue 
the lame carried: And ik notwithſtanding ſuch pꝛouiſion of good aſſurance taken, there ſhallaf- 
terwards any doubt follow, that notwithſtanding the ſaid Bonds the ſaid Coꝛne ſhalbe caried 
out of the Realine, The party that ſhall haue cauſe ſo to ſuſpect the ſame, ſhall repaire to ſome 
Juſtice of Beate, whom his Maieſtie doeth hereby command to examine the trueth at the 
Pot whereunto the ſaid Coꝛne was appointed. And fo2 that purpoſe the Ottiters ok that 
1302t ſhall make plaine declaration whether any ſuch Coꝛne, oꝛ what quantitie thereofcame to 
that Poꝛt Within the time limitted; And if by good pꝛooke it ſhall any wapes appeare, that there 
hath bene any fraud in any Officer ofthe Poꝛt, oz falſhood in the Tranſpoꝛter by tarping it out 
ofthe Kealme, the Officer of the Poꝛt ſhalbe depzined or his Office, and ſuffer impaiſonment, 
and make Fine to his Maieſtie at his pleaſure; And the Tranſpozter foꝛ carying it out ofthe 
Realme, and the Seller and Buper, oꝛ either of them being pꝛiuie thereto, ſhall bee commit- 
ted to pꝛilon foꝛ the ſpace of one peere, and the Ship fozkeited; And the Infoꝛmer foꝛ his la⸗ 
bour aud reward, ſhall hane hoth the halfe of the value of the Cozne Tranſpozted, and the 
halfe ofthe Fincs impoſed vpon the Offenders, And foꝛ the triall of theſe Offences, and exe⸗ 
tution ofthe puniſhments and Fines, the ſame ſhalbe tried in his Maieſties Exchequer, as all 
Jufoꝛmations are vpon perall Statutes, where all expedition ſhalbe vled, oz befoze the Juſti⸗ 
tes of Aſſiſe in their Circuits, oꝛ befoꝛe any Juſtices of Peace in the Seſſions where the offence 
(albe committed, hauing any authoꝛitie to heare and determine any penall Law, 

Finally, his Maieſtie is particularly infoꝛmed of ſome intentions of ſundzy perſons of abilitie 
to keepe Holpitalitie in their Countreys, to leaue their Holpitalities, and to tome to the City of 
London, and other Cities and Townes cozpozate, thereby leauing the reliefe of their pooze 
neighbours, as well fo: food, as foꝛ good Rule, and with touetous mindes to liue in London, 
and about the City pꝛiuatelp, and ſo alſo in other Townes coꝛpoꝛate, without charge ofcom- 
vany, Fo: withſtanding whereof, his Mateſtte chargeth allinaner of perſons, that ſhall haue 
any luch intention during the time ofthis Dearth, not to bꝛeake bp their Houſeholds, noꝛ to 
tome to the ſaid City, oꝛ other Townes cozpozate , And all others that haue of late time bꝛoken 
vp their houſeholds, to returne to their houſes againe without delay. Ok the perfozmance 
and execution of which his Maieſties P2ders, It is his Highneſſe plealure that the Juſtites do 
make certificate vpon alloccaſions to his Maieſties Pꝛiuie Councell, and moze particularly fo: 
his Highneſle better ſatilfaction, what pzice Coꝛne and Uictuals doe beare.

A Proclamation againſt making of Starch. 


Lbeit our great care to prouide for the good and welfare of 


our louing Subiects, hath at all times appeared in the whole courſe of our Pꝛo⸗ 
ceedings ſince our comming into this Kingdome, al well foꝛ pzeuenting, as fo2 re: 
moouing all abuſes and inconueniences; And knowing, that there is not any one 
thing. that can be moze bitter and grieuous vnto all ſoztsof people (eſpecially thoſe 
of the poozer ſoꝛt) then the feare oz feeling of ſcarcitie and dearth of Coꝛne, and o⸗ 
ther Mictuals, We hauenotonelyinregardthereof, giuen fozmer commandement 
| by our Pꝛoclamation, and other Oꝛders lately publiſhed, to pꝛouide againſt the 
| great ſcarcitie and dearth ol coꝛne, but alſo foz the moꝛe ſuretie, in a matter of ſo 
great conſequence to our people, vpon diuers Certificats and complaints to vis and our Councell ſent from ſun⸗ 
2y the Juffices of Peace of ſeuerall parts of this Realme, me did both giue ſtrict direction koꝛ reTrayning the ex⸗ 
ceſſiue making ol Starch, becauſe we conceiued it might be a meanes to waſte the Coꝛne and Graine of this our 
Realme, and vpon the humble ſuite ofthe better ſoꝛt of the Starch- makers themſelnes, did authoztze certaine ſe- 
lected perſons, by Commiſſion vnder the Great ſeale of England, with the aſſiſtance of the Magiſtrates in all pla ⸗ 
ces ok this Kingdome, to lee and take oꝛder, that no Starch ſhould be made of heat. oꝛ of any other ſtutte fi fe 
the food and ſuſtenance of man. but onely of cleane Bꝛanne, oꝛ ſuch like courſer ſtuſte. Since which time, hauing 
bene enfourmed. that our great care and earneſt deſire in that behalfe, hath not ſoꝛted to that good eflect which 
was then purpoſed, by re aſon that manp bad and ill dilpoled perſons, which neuer befoze had vſed the making cf 
Starch, haue ſince that time, out of a greedydeſire, and foz couetouſneſſe of gaine, newiy let vp, a erected Starch 
making in ſund2y places of this land. without any allowance from our ſaid Commiſſioners, and the Magiſtrates 
authoztzed thercunto, And that many others alſo, who foz2merly vſed Starch-making haue ſince continued to 
mate it of heat, and other fiuffe, which m ght haue ſerued in times of dearth, koꝛ the reliefe of the poozer ſc2t of 
our people, nohereby we do perceiue and fo:eſee,that by the vſe of Starch making, both the ſcarcitie and dearth of 
Coꝛne, map be alſo continued oꝛ increaſed, ifit ſhould not ſpeedily be pꝛeuented: Although we haue vouchſafed of 
late to releaſe the payment of Cuſtome to al perſons which would bꝛing in any foꝛreine Coꝛne, thereby the better to 
ſupply the pꝛeſent want at home; And albeit we ſhall by this courſe which followeth, loſe great part of the benefit 
which ariſeth vnto vs from the voluntary contributions of the Starch- makers: Meuertheleſſe, in our Pꝛincely 
care, and deſire of the Publique good, and to the intent that all occaſions may be remoued and taken away, which 
ſhall oz may in any ſoꝛt be pꝛeiudicial to our Subiects, whoſe welfare we pꝛekerre befoze pzofit oꝛ aduantage to our 
ſelfe, by expending oꝛ employing either any Co2ne, Graine, oꝛ other tuffe in the making ol Starch, that may be of 
vle to them within this Realme, eſpecially in this time, wherein ſo great a hew of ſcarcitie and want appeareth, as 
by the expence of fo great quantities of ſundꝛy ſoʒts of Gratne dayly bꝛought from fozreine parts into ſenerall 
Poꝛts of this our Realme appeareth, but pꝛincipally into our Poꝛt of London: From whence, foʒ ſomuch as we are 
certified, that amonglt ſund2ygreat quantities of Coꝛne and Graine that now are dayly bꝛought thither from foz- 
reine parts, good, ſweet, 4 merchantable, to the great reliefe ot our Subiects, there are alſo ſome parcels of Cozne 
bꝛought. which by foule weather and contrary winds happening to take wet, and to be long deteined at Sea, doe 
thereby become ſo much decayed, muſtie, and vnſauozy,as the ſame is altogether vnholſome foz the food and ſuſte⸗ 
nance ot man, and not fit foz any other vle, then onely to be conuerted and made into Storch. and that foz the good 
of ſuch Merchants, whom ſuch miſfo:ztunes ſhall fo befall. 

Wherefoze Bee hauing with the aduice of our Councell concetued, that it is very requiſite foꝛ the time to pꝛohi⸗ 
bite and ſuppꝛeſſe the making ol Starch in all places of this our Realme and Dominion afozeſaid, and to giue oꝛ⸗ 
der that no perſon oꝛ perſons whatſocuer ſhall herealter make, oꝛ cauſe to bee made, any Starch of any Cozne, 
Graine, oꝛ other ſtuffe whatſoeuer in any place oz places within our ſaid Realme ok England and Dominion of 
Wales, except onelp in ſuch maner, and ok ſuch ſtuſte as is herein pꝛouided, and hereatter expꝛeſſed, and to that end 
haue thought fit to ſignifie Our pleaſure to all louing Subiects by Our Pꝛoclamation: Willing and ſtraitiy 
charging and commanding all, and all manner of perſons whatfoeuer which now doe, oz herefofsze haue vied the 
making ol Starch within any place oꝛ places ofour Kingdome of England and Dominion of Wales whatſoeuer, 


and which haue oz ſball haue an inten ?: oꝛ purpoſe to make Starch, krom hencefo2th to ſurceaſe a fozbeare to make 
anx Starch at all. either of wheat, Pollard, Bꝛan, oꝛ anp other tulfe whatſoeuer, and allo that they do not pꝛelume 
at any time 02 times hercafter to ſteepe oz cauſe to bee ſteeped oꝛ put in water, oꝛ to pꝛepare oꝛ pꝛouide any Wheate, 
Pollard, Bꝛan, oz other ſtuffe whatloeuer, with intent and purpoſe to make the ſame into Starch, vnleſſe it bee 

only of ſuch decayed a muſtie ydheate,vare Bean, oꝛ ſuch other ſtufle, not fit foz mans ſuſtenance as afozeſatd, and 
that onely by fuch perſons as ſhalbe thereunto appointed, nominated and allowed by ſome of our Pꝛiuy Councel?, 
oꝛ by ſuch other diicreet perſons as they hall tHinke fit to ſclect, nominate, and authoꝛiie fo that purpoſe , and the 
ſame to be done onely in oꝛ neare our Cities of London and Weſtminſter and other places neare adiopning, where 
ſuch coꝛrupt heate and ſtuſtes are mo vſually had in greateſt quantities, and not elſe where, and the rather, koꝛ 
that in other places moꝛe remote from our laid City of London, the due obleruance and execution of this our Com- 
mand cannot be ſo well and carefully looked vnto as is meete. 

To which end, and that none ſhall oꝛ may vnder colour of ſuch coꝛrupt Wheate and other ſtulles, make c2 cauſe 
to be made into Starch any iPheate, Meale, Flower. Rubbles,o: other ſtuffe whatſoeuer fit foz mans foode; Our 
Will and Pleaſure is, and Mee doe hereby ſtraitip charge and command, that there ſhall be appointed by our ſapd 
Councell, certaine honeſt and diſcreet perſons, who ſhall and may haue full power and authoꝛitie at all times here⸗ 
after to view all and eueryparcell ot muſtywheate, Bꝛanne, and other ſtuffes whatſoeuer which ſhall be offered to 
be ſteeped oꝛ made into Starch, befoze ſuch time as the ſame ſtuffe oꝛ any part thereof ſhall be put in water, ſteeped, 
oz made into Starch by any perſon oz perſons ſo fo2 the time being to bee allowed by our ſaid Councell to make 
Starch as akoꝛeſaid. And ifany perſon oꝛ perſons whatſoeuer ſhall attempt oꝛ pꝛeſume alter the laſt day of July 
inſtant. to offend oz do contrarp to our expꝛeſſe Mill and Pleaſure hereby ſigniſied: e do by theſe pzeſents let them 
know and vnderſtand that our Will and Picaſure is, that he oz they ſo offending,ſhall not onely looſe and fozfeit all 
the Starch ſo made oz to be made, of which the one halle ſhall be to the partie leiſing the ſame, and the other halle 
to Us, our Heires and Succelloꝛs: But our meaning alſo is with all ſeueritie to pꝛoceed againſt all ſuch offendoꝛg, 
and foz their contempt of our pꝛeꝛogatiue Ropall in a matter tending ſo much to the good and benefit of our peo⸗ 
ple, to inflict ſuch further puniſhment as is vſuall in caſes of ſuch contempt. And whereas the manifold abuſes 
heretofoze committed in the making of Starch, contrary to our expꝛeſſe command in our Pꝛoclamation laſt pub⸗ 
liſhed, hane foz the moſt part growen and beene occaſioned thꝛough the dlackeneſſe and remiſſenelſe of Juſtices of 
Peace, and other our Magiſtrates and Officers whom we haue charged and truſked to haue the care and ouerſight 
hereof : Wee doe now thereſo!e ſtraitly charge and commaund all and ſingular Juſtices of Peace, Mayozs, 
Sheriffes, Batlifies, Conſtables, Headboꝛoughes, and all other our Officers and Subiects whatſoeuer, That 
they doe at all times carefully and diligently ſee and take oꝛder, that this our Oꝛdinance and Ropail commaunde-

He continuall new Buildings, and addition and increaſe of Buildings in 


HO] and neere about the City ot London is growen to thatercelle, and doeth dzaw together ſuch an 
| | ouerflow of people, ſpecially ofthe meaner ſozt, as can hardly be either fed and ſuſteined, oz pzeſer- 
ued in health oꝛ gouerned, which doth not onely thꝛeaten, but hath already bꝛed #bzought fozth 
at diuers times dearth of mictuals, infection of Plague, and manifold diſoꝛders, which his Ma⸗ 
ieſtie in his Ropall wiſedome befoze this time fozeſeeing , hath ſince his happy comming to the 
922 Crowne, by two ſeueralpꝛoclamations, The one in the ſecond peere ot his highneſle Kaigne con⸗ 
cerning building with Bꝛicke, the other in the likt yere ofHis Raigne cõcerning building vpon New foundations, (wherein 
neuerthclefle the fozmer oꝛdinance touching Bꝛicke buildings is continued) ſought to giue remedy and pꝛouiſion fox the 
ſame; But ſuch hath bene a is the couetous deſire of gaine a pꝛiuate benefit ariſing ot ſuch Buildings, ioyned with a neg⸗ 
lect ol Juſtices 4 Officers in executing his Maieſt les ſaid Pꝛoclamations, as many perſons haue pꝛeſumed x aduentured 
to offend againſt them, both to the continuance and tncreaſe ofthe fozmer euils and inconueniences, and to the manifeſt ill 
example ofcontempt and diſobedience in a caſeſo notoꝛious, and in the view of the whole kingdome: His Maieſtie neuer⸗ 
theleſſe not fozgetting (though vpon ſo iuſt cauſe of indignation) his accuſtomed clemencie, hath thought good to make a 
difference betweene the offenders and their caſes, and koz ſuch as haue offended in not building with Bꝛicke, in as much as 
theoffenders were in great multitude, and might haue ſome colour of neceſſity, oꝛ pretended tmpoſſibility, though vniuftly, 
as themſelues muſt needs conteſſe, it they looke abꝛoad, e ſee what is done in other well polliced Cities of Europe, His high- 
neſſe gaue oꝛder that after ſome exemplar cenſure ofa few Offenders by ſentence in the Star chamber, the reüdue ſhould be 
admitted to compoſition, accoꝛding to his Maieſties Commiſſion of grace fo: that purpoſe granted, wherein his Maieſties 
expꝛeſſe pleaſure was, That the Fines ſhould be fo milde and moderate as might make the Offenders themſelues ſenſible of 
his Maieſties lenitie a gractous diſpoſition, and might make all others percetue, That it was not his Maieſties pzofit that 
was fought, but onely the repꝛeſſing ofthe inconuentence, and the pꝛeſeruing of the authoꝛity ol his Maieſties Kop all com⸗ 
mandements koꝛ the publique good, from contempt, But koꝛ the ſecond ſozt ol offenders, which haue erected new Founda⸗ 
tions where no Buildings were beloꝛe, which had no maner ofcircumſtance to extenuate their oſtence, but many to aggra⸗ 
uate the ſame, being againſt a Pꝛoclamation ſo lately publiſhed, and ſo ſtraitly penned, a immediatly after a ſeuere ſentence 
in the Star chamber, his Maieſtie hath directed that all ſuch Offenders,(the number ort which cannot be many being within 
the compaſſe of one ere) ſhalbe pꝛoceeded with in the Star · chamber. But as his Maieſtie doth not thinke fit to admit at all to 
grace that kind of Offenders, ſo his Highneſſe doth publiſh and declare, That foꝛ the other point ol Bꝛicke building, no man 
do hereafter expect any the like fauour of Compoſition, as his Maieſtie was pleaſed onely at this time foz the auoyding ol 
rigoꝛ and extremitie to grant a extend: But his Maieſties wil and pleaſure is, That his ſaid oꝛdinance be hereafter ſtrait⸗ 
ly obſerued, and mainteined, and the offenders againſt the ſame with all ſeueritie puniſhed.

nature as his ſhop and building cannot with any conuenience be built with Bꝛicke, and thereupon ſhall obtaine certificate 
vnder the hands ofthe Loꝛd Maioꝛ, the Recozder, and the Alderman ok the ward. ik the building be within the City oz the 
Liberties thereot, and onder the hands ol two Juſtices of the Peace, whereofone to be ofthe Quorum, ił it be out of the City 
and Liberties, And ſhall further vpon the ſatd Certiſicate, pꝛocure a Licence vnder the hands ok any foure of his Maieſties 
Pꝛiuie Councell, whereoł the Loꝛd Chancellour, Loꝛd Treaſourer, Loꝛd pꝛiuie Seale, and Chancellour ot the Exchequer 
foz the time being, to be two in allowance ol the ſame, That in ſuch caſe ſuch perſon ſo building. ſhall not be deemed and ta⸗ 
ken foꝛ an offender againſt his Maieſties Pꝛoclamations, any thing in the ſaid Pꝛoclamations, oꝛ either of them to the con.

SOT, Hereas it is acknowledged by all men(asit muſt needes 


be) that Fines foꝛ Alienations of Lands holden in Chieke, are of right due vnto 
Us and our Crowne as one of the moſt Ancient, Juſt, and Nopal reuenues be⸗ 
longing to the ſame; And yet it is as well knowen, that Lands of that nature 

N haue been, and are often Aliened by Feoffements, Grants of Neuerlions⸗ Wils, 


(without great charge) to the knowledge of our Officers,to whole tare the ſame doth appertaine, but 
are wilfally,and againft conſcience by the Purchaſers hidden and concealed, whereas Fines are as 
well due in that caſe,asif the ſame Connetances were of Recozd, and are acco2dingly required #payd 
without exception, whereloeuer they are diſtouered: In which reſpect,there was about a perc paſt, 
in diners Counties a courſe taken, as wel to finde out ſuch Alienations without Netoꝛd by Commiſli⸗ 
ons of enquiry, and other lawfull meanes, as alſo to require and take ſuch Fines as ſhould be found 
due accoꝛding to the lawe, of all thoſe that ſhould appeare to be liable to the ſame Fines, 

Foꝛalmuch as we haue euer bene enclined to ble grace and fauour, rather then leuerity euen in thole 
things which all men knowe to be moſt clearly due to Us, as in this tale amongſt others, wherein 
no man tan challenge any exemption in courſe of Juſtice from payment of a full yeeres valne of the 
Lands ſo Altened,eſpecially being ſuch as haue ſo ill deſerued any fauour at our Hands, from whom 
they haue ſo long withheld our Due, and meant ſtill to doe, vnleſſe they ſhould be by ſome extraoꝛdi⸗ 
nary care and charge layed open t dilcouered, we haue been pleaſed(notwithſtanding all their foꝛmer 
tourſes, ſo farre to the pꝛeiudite of Us in our iuſt Dueties and Demaunds) both to make ſtay of exetu⸗ 
tion of all and euery of thoſe Commiſſions, and other enquiries fozmerly ſent out, whereok the charge 
and diſquiet would fall heauily vpon our Subtects : and haue alſo reſolued by this our gratious ꝛo⸗ 
tlamation to make knowen to all thoſe who know themlelnes anlwerable foꝛ any ſuch fines,that we 
will be content out of our pꝛintely fauour to foꝛbeare thoſe meanes which will eaſily diſtouer trueth, 
and remit vnto them the greater part of our Fines, attoꝛding to the Articles hereunto annexed, Pꝛo⸗ 
nided alwayes,that they ſhall willingly and dutifully pay the reſt ofthat which we ſhall not fo2gtue, 
foꝛ our owne pꝛoper vle into the Office of Alienations, where our Miniſters wil be ready to giue them 
a diſcharge vpon receit thereof. 

Of which great fauour, eaſe # benefit, though we are well perſwaded that moſt of our louing Sub- 
tecis, as Well in diſcretion as in duety, will be glad to take hold, and to yee!d Us a grateful acceptation; 
neuertheleſſe, becauſe Wee haue had good erperience that many perſons are moꝛe apt to ſhew thein- 
ſelues backward in taking hold of grace and fauour, when the lame is offered, then otherwiſe, wee 
finde it likewiſe neteſſary fo2 Us in caſes of this nature (where by Fraud and Couine our ancient

made of the moſt part of our Woods in diners Counties of this 
Kealme, Jt is certified vnto vs that great ſpoyles and deuaſtations 

are committed, both within our Foꝛreſts, Chaces, Parks and waſts, 
4 £7 7 not onely by bozdering Inhabitants, but euen by Woodwards, kee- 
A \\. | pers, and other of our owne inferiour Officers, ſuch as ought to haue 


—— had the chiefe care ofthe pꝛeſeruation thereot, and allo in and vpon our 
MPannours, Lo2d\hips and demeſne Lands, by Tenants, Bailiffes and Reeues, by their vn- 
inſt taking, and impꝛouident aſſigning Timber trees and Woods, farre beyond ail reaſonable 
pꝛopoꝛtion of allowance: And foꝛaſmuch alſo as diners apparant abuſes, are likewiſe committed 
in the ſaid places by ſundzy linilter pzactiſes to decay ouc ſaid Woods, and to make them winde- 
fals and pꝛetended Fees; the continuance whereof hath bene ſolong and dangerous, as without 
pꝛeſent refoꝛmation, there is like ſuddenly to follow ſuch want of Timber and Wood as by no fu⸗ 
ture pꝛouidente can be in meet time ſupplied ; Foꝛaſmuch as we out ot our deſire to pꝛeſerue and 
increaſe our Woods, of our Paincely tare haue hitherto foꝛboꝛne to dꝛaw any benefit to our ſelues 
by ſale thereof, And allo foꝛ that we finde, that by the pzactiſes afozeſaid, and other the like, our 
ſaid Woods are dayly moꝛe waſted, ſpoiled, and defaced, then if we did make an peerelp compe- 
tent Renenue of the lame: wee therefoze (as reſpectiue of the good of our poſterities, as our 
one) haue endeuoured to take courſe to ſtop the laid abuſes, and all others too long pꝛattiſed, 
and to woꝛke the meanes not only of better pꝛeſeruation of our laid Woods in times to tome, but 
alſo ot a pꝛeſent multiplication and intreaſe of Timber and Wood to all future ages. And to the 
end that our care may appeare to extend to the pꝛeleruation and increaſe of Timber, aſwell in 
generall to others, as to our ſelues, Me haue thought meete by this our Pꝛotlamation, not onely 
to diuulge our ſpecial pleaſure touching our ownec woods, But allo ſtrictly to command c charge 
all our louing Subiects in generall, That in their owne Woods they pꝛeſume not hereafter to de- 
fraud the true meaning of our Statutes in thoſe caſes pꝛouided, by cutting and falling the pong 
ſtoꝛers, when they vſuallp fel their Underwoods, which the Statute intended and appointed to 
be altogether pꝛeſerued foz Timber: Wherein if they ſhalbe found to offend, they are to expett no 
fauour, as doing an apparant wꝛong to the Common wealth, beſides the bꝛeach of Law, and our 
Royall tommandement.

And the moſt Jlluſtrious Archdutzes do commaund and charge all and finguler being under their ſublection 
and obedience, to kezpetheſayd Trace inuiolably. @ to do nothing contrary to the tenour ok the ſayd Truce, 
bpon payne to be puniched, as Bꝛeakers of the — and Treaty, without any mercy, tauour, compolitt- 
on, conniuency oz partialitp.

«CA Proclamation ſignifying his Maieſties pleaſure, to confirme by all meanes the 
eſtates ofhis Subiects againſt all defects in their Aſſurances, and all concealed Titles. 


He Kings moſt Excellent Maieſtic ( hauing alwayes before his eyes a ſerious conſideration of 


that great and weightie Charge which is committed to him koꝛ the gouernement of ſo many fas 
mous Countreys and people, ouer whome the K : « 6 of Kings hath made him Supzeme Head 
and Ruler, and doeth expect at his hands (out ok duetie to his Diuine Maieſtie) the ſame Care 
and feeling ol all things concerning his Subiects, which the naturall head (by inſtinct of Nas 
ture) hath ol the leaſt member of the naturall body) ts pleaſed now, aſwell out of his long erpe⸗ 
rience of Regall Authoꝛitie, exerciſed in another great and ancient Bingdome, beloꝛe his com⸗ 
ming to the Crowne of England as out of the Rules ot his owne Juſtice and moderate diſpoſiti⸗ 
on in all things, to ſecke to be enfozmed particularly and fully, Whether the courſes that haue bene taken, oz may here⸗ 
alter fo2 enquirie oz recouerie of his Maieſties rightfull Titles (caſt vpon him by Law) may not moꝛe diſturbe and endo» 
mage his good and louing Dubtects, then ſtands with the int meaſure of his owne delires; who eſteemeth his greateſt 
riches to be included in the trealurie of his Subiects hearts. In which reſpect, Although his Mateſtie is not ignozante, 
that by the rule of Law no time can pꝛeiudice the Rights of the Kings of this Realine, but that contrarywiſe,the continu 
ance of time is ſaid in Law rather to increaſe, and aggrauate the w2ong,then to extenuate oz purge the ſame ; And that in 
many caſes betweene Subiect and Subiect (by common experience) ancient poſlefſions are euicted and ouerthꝛo wen by 
Titles moꝛe ancient: Yet ſuch is his highnes Pꝛincely diſpoſition, as he is willing to make them find, both the effects ol his 
Bountie and Grace, and the due meaſure of his Jntegritie and Conſcience. And therefoze being enkoꝛmed by his Maie⸗ 
ſties Commiſſioners and Officers, (employed aſwell o2dinarily, as ertraozdinarily, in the care of his Reuenues) That 
the poſſeſſions of his Subiects, haue, and doe dayly fall within the danger ol Law ( aſwcll concerning their Landes of 
Inheritance, as their L eaſes from his Mateſtie oz his P2ogenttozs foꝛ liues oꝛ yeeres) by many wayes and meanes; Not 
onely vpon points of defect in Foꝛme, but euen in points of Subſtance moſt iuſt and weightie; As in reſpect of exchanges 
with the Crowne, not duely conueped oz executed on the Subiects part; Ok the kallitie of Conliderations matertall, vpon 
which the Letters Patents haue bene obteined; Of the kalũtie of Suggeſtions, whereby the Ring hath beene decetucd, 
and ſometimes ancient Crowne Lands haue bene caried away. as if they had bene but new Augmentations of Reyenues 
by Attainder, o2 the like ; Of Intayles made to the Kings ok this Realme, o: deſcended to them krom their Ancefters, 
whereby it appeareth, that the Bing hath not bene truely enfozmed of his eſtate, when he made his grant, hauing no in⸗ 
tention of diſinheriſon of his Iſſue in Tayle, againſt the Lawe; Of rekerring to other Letters Patents, where many 
times there are none ſuch, as by the recitall are ſuppoſed; Of inſufficient ſauing, oꝛ pꝛouiding fo2 that effate oz benefite, 
which is intended to the King vpon the Letters Patents, by way ol exception, Ucſertation, oꝛ otherwiſe ; Ok want of 
pꝛoper and apt wozds, ſuch as the Law doeth require, euen in a caſe betweene Subiect and Subiect; Of paſſing their 
Grants vnder a w:ong Seale, contrary to the grounds of Law, oz expꝛeſſe Actes of Parliament; Of wantof Dffices, oz 
inſufficiencie of Offices, whereby the Kings Title not rightly appearing, his Grants could not but paſſe in darkeneſſe; 
And many other the like defects in matter and ſubſtance, beſides the defects, errours, omiſſions, and miſpꝛiſions in wꝛi⸗ 
ting and in fozme , which are no {eſſe dangerous in ſtrictneſſe of Law: And his Maieſtie being further enfozmed, That 
the polleſſions of his louing Subiects may alſo be impeached and bꝛought in queſtion vpon other Titles not hauing any 
dependance vpon defectiue Letters Patents, but vpon other points of diuerſe natures, and yet all warranted by the 
Lawes of this Land; As vpon Eſcheats by Attaindozs oz otherwiſe, vpon Title accrued by Diſſolution, Surrender, 
Supp:eſſion, oz relinquiſhing ol Monaſteries, encrochements vpon his Maieſties udaſtes and high Wayes, which ts a 
meere vſurpation and intruſion vpon his Maieſties poſſeſſion , not coloured by any pꝛetence of Title; Upon occupation 
of dꝛowned lande by time recouered from the Sea, which by his Maieſties Pꝛerogatiue belongeth to the Crowne; 
Upon Tythes detained, which lie out of all Pariſhes; vpon Alienations in Moꝛtmaine, purchaſes by Aliens, and the 
like; And laffly vpon condition bꝛoken koꝛ non payment ol Kent at the dayes appointed, andother the like Actes not per⸗ 
fozmed: His Maieſtie conceiueth it to be a woꝛke woꝛthy of himſelle to ſettle (as much as in him is) at once, a peace and 
quietneſſe in the poſſeſſions of his Subiects. 
And as his Maieſtie hath heretofoze ſuſpended the rigour of a Legall pꝛolecution in theſe caſes, and turned it into a graci⸗ 
ous compoſition, vpon a ſummary contideration ofthe title, whereby both the charge of Sute, a the extremity ot Euiction 


mought be auoided: So his Þighneſſe bnderffanding,thateuen thatcourle offauour doth not anſwere oz attaine( in ſome 
circumſtances) to that meaſure ot grace, which he intendeth to his louing Subiects; Js pleaſed, that there be a ceſſation 
alſo of that fozmer pꝛoceeding. And therefoze, although his Maieſtie knowes, that no oꝛdinary fozme of Legall pꝛocee⸗ 
ding. concludes the intereſt, noꝛ time extinguicheth the right ol Soueraigne Pꝛinces, that many Pꝛerogatiues alſiſt him. 
that the voyce of the Lawes interpꝛets the beſt to be tanken foz him, and that he hath all aduantages, ſauing a heart that 
will tane no aduantage: And although the pꝛeſent neceſſitp of his eſtate (whereof the ſplendoꝛ and greataeſſe is ſo inlar⸗ 
ged) may iuſtly perfwade any lawfull Impꝛouement ofthe pꝛolits of the Crowne; Pet it hath plealed him, aga pledge of 
greater fauour intended towards his Subiects, then euer they receiued krom his P2:edecefſo2s, (ſetting apart all other con⸗ 
ſiderations ot᷑ pꝛolit to himſeife,oz power ouer his good Subtects in this kinde ) by this Pzoclamation to declare, that he 
.. tsfullyreſolued, that all his louing Subiects ſhall partake of this grace to haue all the ſtates of their Lands cotifirmed and 
made perfect, and to be diſcharged of all meane pꝛolits and Jlues whatſoeuer heretofoze due oꝛ Incurred, notwithffan- 
ding any the defects oꝛ imperfections befoze mentioned, oꝛ any other whatſocuer; So as their eſtates be not by time expi⸗ 
ed and determined befoze,as in caſe of Intayles already ſpent and runne out: In which cafe the deteining of any Land 
krom his Mateſtie is ſo Jniurious, as no pꝛiuate man could willingiy indure to be ſo dekrauded. Foꝛ which grace and fas 
uour, as the Subiect ſhalbe no further charged fo2 euer hereafter, then by payment of fiuey*cres Fine at the vttermoſt, ac⸗ 

coꝛding to the olde Kent, and theſame to be Rated oneiy as it appeareth to be fn value by fozmer office,by particuler, oꝛ els 
by bath oz affidauit, befoze ſome Commiſſioners without further examination thereof, oz any maner of Diſcouery oz decla⸗ 
ration of any Jmperfection oꝛ Inualidity of their titles in any of thoſe things koꝛ which they made offer of Compoſitton : 
So his Maieſtie doth not doubt, but his diſcreete and louing Subiects (comparing all circumſtances together, aſwell 
conſiderable in his owne Perſon as theirs ) with due acknowledgement and gratitude will imbꝛace this Fauour ſo graci⸗ 
ouſly offered, and not to foꝛellow the time of acceptatton of it, which his Maieſtie doth hereby limitte to be befoze the ende 
of Michaelmas Terme next, ſeeing they and their poſter tie may thereby ve ſo well ſecured in their eſtates and Patrimo⸗ 
niesfc2 euer. Foꝛ the verfect accompliſhment of which his Maieſties gracious intention towards his louing Subiects, 
thus expꝛeſſed by this declaration, his Highneſſe is pletiſed by his Commiſſion vnder the great Seale of England, to giue 
full and abſolute power and authoꝛitie to certaine ſelected Commiſſioners of his Maieſties pꝛiuie Connſell and others, to 
giue Ozder and Barrant fox ſuch Gifts, Graunts, Confirmations, and other Aſſurances to be made and palled vnder the 

great Seale of England, oꝛ Sꝛale of the Duchie of Lancaſter, oz by Fines to be teuted, 02 by all oz any other thoſe waves 
and meanes as ſhall be found needelull and requiſite foꝛ the ſeuerall Caſes, And as by the Counſaile learned ofthe parties 

that ſhall deſire ſuch Alſurances reſpectiuely , vpon conference with his Maieſties learned Counſell hall be thought fitte 
and reaſonable. And fo: their better and moꝛe abſolute Aſſurance againſt all future doubts oz queſtions whatſoeuer, his 
Maieſtie doeth by theſe p:eſents publiſh and declare, that he is ſo willing to Confirme and eſtabliſh their Eſtates and Pol⸗ 
ſeſſions againſt all Claymes, Titles, and exceptions whatſoeucr, that he is pleaſed that it be pꝛopounded to the next Par- 

liament, That ſuch Gifts, Graunts, Confirmations, and other afſurances as ſhall bee mad? in perfoꝛmance and execu⸗ 

tion of this his Pꝛincely intention, may be vatiſied and confirmed againſt Him, his Heires and Succeſſoꝛs foꝛ euer, by au⸗ 

thoꝛitie ot Parliament: And alſo to giue his Royall aſſent thereunto, when they ſhall be bꝛought to that point: And doth 

likewiſe hereby pꝛomiſe to giue to any his louing Subiects (that ſhall ſeeke it) his Ropall Couenant to be inſerted into the 

bookes of their Xllurances to the effect afozeſayd, And fo the eaſe of Charge to the Subiect in palling luch their Aſſuran⸗ 
ces; It hath pleaſed his Highneſſe al well to giue oꝛder that there ſhall be an abatement of the oꝛdinary Fees payd af the 
Seales,agalfo to permit diuers perſons to ioyne in one Patent till their ſcuerail Purchaſes doe amount to c ty pounds 
accoꝛding to the olde Rent, whereupon the Co:npoſition ſhall be grounded, And becauſe the ſyd Cc:amiſiioners being 
moltofthemokhis Mateſfies pꝛiuie Counſell, (and therekc ze oꝛd narily imployed in the greateſt affairs ot the Kingdome) 

hall not haue fo ſit meanes at all times to receiue and heare th: firſt motions of his Maieſties Subjects, that thall deſire 
ſuch new Aſſurances as afozſayd; Mis Dighneſſe hath therekoꝛe aypoyntedhts Atturnep and Sollicitoꝛ generall, to be 
ready from time to time, to heare and conferre with his Subiccts and their Counſell concerning the pzcmilles, that they 
may be ſure to receiue their diſpatch with all poſſible expedition and fauour,

bk OL | Bꝛitaine, France and Jreland,Defender of the faith, xc. To all and 
>| ſinguler perſons, to whom it may appertaine, Greeting. Although 
we doe ſuſieciently know by our experience in the Office of Kegall dig⸗ 
nitie (in which by the fauour of Almightp God, we haue bene placed 
SD, and exerciſed theſe many yeeres) as alſo by the obleruation which we 
>>| hane made of other Chziſtian Pzinces exemplary actions, How farre 
the abloluteneſſe of Soueraigne power extendeth it ſelfe , And that in 
regard thereof wee need not peeld accompt to any perſon onder God, foꝛ any action ok ours, 
which is lawfully grounded vpon that inſt Pꝛerogatiue: Bet ſuch hath euer bene, and ſhalbe our 
care and deſire to giue ſatiſfaction to our neighbour Painces, and kriendes, in any action which 
may haue the leaſt relation to their Subiects and Eſtates, as wee haue thought good (by way 
of friendly pꝛemonition) to declare vnto them all, and to whom ſoeuer it may appertaine, as 
followeth. 
whereas we haue bene contented ſince our comming to the Crowne, to tolerate an indifferent 
and pꝛomiſcuous kinde of libertie to all our friendes whatloeuer, to fiſlh within our Streames, 
and vpon any of our Coaſtes of Great Bꝛitaine, Ireland, and other adiacent Jflands, ſo farre 
foozth as the permiſſion oꝛ vic thereof might not redound to the empeachment of our Pꝛeroga⸗ 
tine Kopall, noꝛ to the hurt and damage of our louing Subiects, whoſe pꝛeſeruation and flou⸗ 
riſhing eſtate wee hold our ſelte pꝛintipally bound to aduance befoze all wozldly reſpects : So 
finding that our conniuence therein, hath not onely giuen occaſion of ouer great encrochments 
vpon our Regalities, oꝛ rather queſtioning of our Night, but hath bene a meanesof much dayly 
wꝛongs to our owne people that ererciſe the trade of Fiſhing, as (either by the multitude of 
ſtrangers, which doe pꝛeoccupy thoſe plates, oꝛ by the iniuries which they reteiue moſt commonly 
at their handes) our Subiects are conſtrained to abandon their Fiſhing, oz at the leaſt are be⸗ 
tome ſo diſtouraged in the ſame, as they hold it better foꝛ them, to betake themlelues to ſome 
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other courle of lining, whereby not onely diuers of our Coaſt Tolvnes are much decayed, but 
the number of Mariners dayly diminiſhed, which is a matter ol great conſequence to our Eſtate, 
conſidering how much the ſtrength thereof conſiſteth in the power of Shipping, and ble of Na- 
nigation : Wee haue thought it now both tuſt and neceſfary (in reſpect that wee are now by 
Gods fauour lineally and lawſully poſſeſſed, aſwell of the Iſland of Great Battaine, as of Jre- 
land, and the reſt of the Jſles adiacent) to bethinke our ſelues of good and lawfull meanes 
to pꝛeuent thoſe inconuementes, and many others depending vpon the lame. In the conſide- 
ration whereof, as wee are deſirous that the World map take notice, that wee haue no intention 
to deuy our Meighbours and Allyes, thole fruits and benefits of Peace and friendſhip, which 
may be iuſtly expected at our handes in Honour and reaſon, oz are atfoozded by other Pꝛintes 
mutually in the point of Commerce, and exchange of tholc things which may not pꝛooue pꝛeiu⸗ 
diciall to them: So becauſe ſome ſuch connentent oꝛder may bee taken in this matter, as may 
ſufficiently pꝛouide foꝛ all theſe umpoꝛtant conftderations which doe depend thereupon; Wee 
haue reſolued firſt to giue notice to all the wozld, That our exrpꝛeſſe pleaſure is, that from the 
beginning ol the Moneth of Auguſt next comming, no perſon of what Nation o2qualitie ſoeuer, 
being not our naturall bozne Sabiett, bee permitted to fiſh vpon any of dur Coaſts and Seas ok 
Great 2B2itaine, Jreland, and the reſt of the Illes adiacent, where moſt vlually heretotoꝛe any 
Filhing hath bene, vntill they haue oꝛderly demaunded and obtained Litenſes from bs, oꝛ ſuch 
our Commiſſioners, as wee haue authozized in that behalfe, Vu. at London foꝛ our Kealmes of 
England and Jreland, and at Edenborough foz our Realme of Scotland; Which Licenſes, our 
intention is, ſhalbe peerely demaunded, koꝛ ſo maup Tleſſels and Ships, and the Tonnage there⸗ 
of, as (hall intend to Fiſh foꝛ that whole yeere,o2 any part thereof, vpon any ot our Coaſtes and 
Seas as afozelatd, bpon paine of ſuch chaſtiſement, as ſhal be fit to bee inflicted vpon ſuch Wwilfull 


offendours.

AME S by the Grace of God, King of 


England, Scotland, France and Jreland, Defender of the Faith, 
ct. To all to whome thele pzeſents ſhall come, Greeting, Where- 
as wee haue alwayes helde it one of the moſt iuſt and neceſſarie 
cares and tonſiderations incident to the State and Office of Kings 
| and Soueraigne Pꝛintes, fo to diſpoſe of their people and Gouern- 
e ment, as the knowledge and vle of good and pꝛolitable arts and in- 
uentions may become emen and frequent amongſt their people, the ſame being one of the 
greateſt meanes to increaſe and pꝛeſerue the wealth and ſtrength of State and people, Con- 
ſidering how contrary effects labour and idleneſſe doe pꝛoduce, the one making Kingdomes 
great and flouriſhing, the other alwapes bearing the markes of beggerie and contempt: 
Foꝛſomuch as ſomc ot dur good and louing Subietts of our Nealme of England, haue oflate 
to their great charge, x no leſſe commendation, found out and made p2oofe of ſundzy Mines 
in our Countie of Yozke, foꝛ the making of Allome, a Merchandtze of great neceſſitic and vſe 
ſundꝛy wayes foz all our Dominions, and haue ſo well and tommendably pꝛocceded therein, 
that! they are at this time able to make ſufficient ſtoꝛe of Allome, not onely to ſerue foꝛ the ble 
and expenle of all our ſaid Kingdomes, but alſo within ſhoꝛt ſpace to affo2d and ſpare great 
quantities thereof, to bee cuery peere tranſpoꝛted foꝛ the vſe and ſeruite of other our neidh⸗ 
bour Kingdomes and Nations: And whereas the ſaid perſons, who by their ſkill and in⸗ 
duſtrie haue effected ſo good and great a Wozke, (ſo often failing vpon other attempts) haue 
willingly and freely offered and ycelded vp the layd Allome Mines into our handes, vpen ſuch 
Conditions as haue giuen them full contentment and ſatiſfaction, all men being able to iudge 
that a matter of that conſequence, and wherein lo many of our people ſhould bee intereſled, 
was moze fit foꝛ vs to take into our owne hands, then to leaue the ſame in the power of 
pꝛiuate men: Wee haue now thought fit foꝛ the laid conſiderations, and many other, to giue 
oꝛder to our Trealourer of England, and our Chancelloar of our Exchequer, to take the 
whole wozke into our poſſeſſion, and foꝛ that purpoſe haue made choile of two of the fame 
perſons, that managed the lame Wwozkes befoze (being both of truſt, ſkill and experience) to 
deale foꝛ vs, as our generall and ſpeciall Factozs and Agents, foꝛ the whole oꝛdering of the 
ſaid wozkes in time to tome.

[a= E had hoped, ſeeing it is notorious to all our Sub- 


ietts, how greatly we delight in the exercile of Hunting, al well foꝛ 
Jour recreation, as foꝛ the neceſſary pꝛeſeruation of our health, that no 
man in whom was either reuerence to our perſon , oꝛ feare of our 
Lawes, would haue offered vs offence in thoſe our ſpoꝛts, conſide- 
PD ring eſpecially, that the nature of all people is not onely in things of 
@ Joi, this qualitie, but in matters of greater moment lo farre to confozme 
themſelues to the affections and diſpoſition oftheir Soueraigne ,as 
to affect that which they know to be liking to them and to reſpect it, and to auoyd the contrary: 
And we mult acknowledge that we haue found, that Gentlemen and perſons of the better ſoꝛt 
who know beſt what becommeth their duetie) haue reſtrained their owne humozs and framed 
themſelues therein to giue vsconcentment : pet falleth it out notwithſtanding that neither the 
example ok them, noꝛ reſpectof the Lawes, noꝛ duetie to vs, hath had power to rekoꝛme the coꝛ⸗ 
rupt natures and inſolent diſpoſitions of ſome of the baſer ſoꝛt, and ſome other of a diloꝛdered 
life ; By diuers of which condition (ſince our offence manifeſted againſt thoſe that treſpaſſe in 
that kind) and linte our laſt comming foꝛth into this P:ogrefle, in places where we lately tooke 
our pleaſure in our owne Grounds,and neere our owne houſes of abode , there haue bene moze 
frequent oFences oſtered in that kinde,then at any time heretokoꝛe, oꝛ in the late Queenes dayes 
were attempted : Neuertheleſſe, howſocuer in her later dayes (being a Lady whole ſexe and 
yeeres were not lo apt to that kinde of recreation, hauing no poſteritie, and therekoꝛe leſſe care- 
full of conſeruation of that kinde of Royaltie, which her Pꝛogenitoꝛs Kings of this Reatme 
had mainteined) people might perhaps foz thoſe reſpects pꝛeſume of moze libertie then became 
them, oꝛthe Lawes of the Kealme do permit; Yet in our time, being a Pꝛinte that haue mant- 
feſted our affection c delight in that exerciſe, æ hauing poſteritie like to continue in the ſame dil⸗ 
poſitiõ, when either their recreation oꝛ their exerciſe ſhal require it: It ſeemeth ſtrange that men 
will now attempt to offend with moze licentioulneſſe, then at any time Heretofoze,and offer to 
vs in our Grounds, that which they will not endure each at others hands in their owne. Wee 
are not ignoꝛant, that there are ſome paſſions in mens minds lo ſtrong as hard it is but they wil 
bꝛeake fooꝛth at times beyond the bounds of reaſon, where commoditie, pleaſure oꝛ reuenge pꝛo⸗ 
uoketh: But this offente being a treſpaſſing againſt reaſon which hath no end in it, whereofcan 
redound to the offender either p2ofit oꝛ pleaſure, honour oꝛ other recompenle ; Wee cannot inter⸗ 
pꝛete that the tranſgreſſions that are done therein do pꝛoteed, but either out oka barbarous and 
vnctuil diſpoſition, not fit to be ſuffered in an oꝛdered Eſtate, oꝛ out of an inſolent humoꝛ cbnre⸗ 
ſpectiue to our perſon, no wayes to be endured. And leeing that we haue manifeſted our Pꝛinte⸗ 
ly diſpoſition to the maintenance of Juſtite, and giuen as free and liberall ſcope to the execution 
of the Lawes ok this Realme, as euer did any of our Pꝛogenitoꝛs, Me cannot but wonder that 
men ſhould cocetue that in theſe kinds of treſpaſſes being ſo offenſiue to vs, we would not be iuſt 
to our ſelfe ⁊ right the wꝛongs t inſolenties offered to vs, in ſo ſpeciall a bꝛanch of our Pꝛeroga⸗ 
tine, where the Lawes and Statutes of the Realme, both Ancient Moderne, do affooꝛd vs 
ſo full and ſtrong remedies, as appeares by the Charter of our Foꝛreſt, as ancient and authen⸗ 
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ficall, as the great Charter of the Lawes ofthe Kealme, and by other Lawes and Statutes, 
ſome infozcing the Offendso2s (beſides other grieuous puniſhinents of Fine andimpaiſonment ) 
to abiure the Realme, ſome puniſhing them With death, as mdging them vnwoꝛthy to line, at 
leaſt in this well ozdered Kingdome, that cannot bꝛidle ſo inoꝛdinate an humour, Which reig⸗ 
ning with fo great violence in one exceſſe, Will paſſe on (it it be not checked) to all other extremi⸗ 
ties. Being therefoze thus deepelp pꝛouoked, and minding to ble as ſtraight and as ſeuere 
meanes fo: the pzeſernation of our right, and puniſhing ok Dffendours in thele caſes, as the 
Lawes of our Realine will af00:d; we haue bene pleaſed notwithſtanding out of our gratt⸗ 
ous diſpoſition, to fore warne men of our purpoſe, by pꝛopoſing to them the ſeucritic we intend 
to vſe Zereaiter, foꝛ redꝛeſte of fach enoꝛmities, knowing that ſuch warning Wil either reſtraine 
them krom gimng bs oſtente, oꝛ (it their vnduetikull humour cau be rekoꝛmed byiuo adimonition) 
make them the moꝛe inerculable to vs and our lawes fo2 their pumſhment. And therefoze we 
doc hereby ligniſie to all men, that after the publiſhing of this Pꝛoclamation, our meaning is to 
pꝛoteed in this mauer againſt all Hunters, Stealers, and killers of Deere, either redde 02 fal- 
lo we, within any our Foꝛreſts, Chaſes, oz arkes. 

Firſt, to extend againſt them all penalties whatlocuer, which by the Tawes of the Feꝛreſts, 
0: by any other 3Laives oꝛ Statutes of the Nealme are to be inflicted bpon them. To giuc a 
good reward to all ſuch as ſhall infozme Us, oꝛ our Juſtices of our Fozreſts, oꝛ any Tieute⸗ 
nant, oꝛ any other haung charge ofany our Foꝛreſts, Parkes, oꝛ Chaces, of any Offcndours 
in hunting, ſtealing, oꝛ killing of our Deere by any bnlawfull wapes. And if the fault be found 
in any of our Seruauts, oꝛ au towards our Court, oz perſon of qualitie, he ſhalbe aſſured not 
onely to looſe our fauour, bur to be debarred of our pꝛelente, oꝛ reſoꝛt to our Court. And it it 
appeare that none of thole penalties ſhail haue power to reſtraine inſolent mindes from tom⸗ 
mitting outrages ſo wilkill and vnrealonable: We will make no doubt but that our Parliament 
finding the Lawes now in foꝛce too weake to roote out ſich an euill, will aſſiſt vs with their 
aduiſe, to pꝛouide ſome further and moꝛe ſufficient remedies foꝛ that purpoſe, wherein they are 
intereſſed alwell as we: foꝛ they that dare pꝛeſume vpon vs will not ſpare them. But our hope 
is, that our Subietts, knowing now againe the offence we take at theſe inſolenties, and being 
warned of our intent, will not giue vs cauſe to exerciſe the leaſt of theſe penalties, which wee 
ſhalbe glad to finde, alſwell to ſce the Confozmitie of our peoples mindes to our diſpoſition, as foꝛ 
the clemencie of our Nature, vnwilling to haue any caule of puniſhment againſt the leaſt of 
them, eſpetially in matter concerning our Selfe.

into other parts ofthe Realme, whereby danger might enſue both to his Koyall perſon, the 
QAueene his deareſt wife, and his Royal iſſue, and to his moſt louing Subiects repairing 
thither fox their Suits and cauſes: His Maieſtie, foꝛ theſe neceſſary conſiderations, and hoping that the inkection wil, 
by the goodneſſe of Almighty God, with the coldneſſe of the yeere, and ſuch wholeſome Oꝛders as are taken in his laid 
City, the rather ceaſe by the adiournement of part of this next Terme of S. Michael now at hand, from the Vtasokthe 
ſame, vntil the fourth Returne of the ſaid Terme called Menſe Michaelis next comming, Mis Maieſtie therefc2e,ofhis 
eſpeciall fauour and clemencie, is pleaſed and contented, to adꝛourne the laid Terme ol S. Michael, that is to ſay, in and 
from the Vtas thereof, vnto the laid fourth Returne ol the ſaid Terme, called Menſe Michaelis next comming; Which his 
Maio ſtie ſigniſieth to all and ſingular his louing Subiects of this his Realme, to the intent that they eueryok them. 
which haue cauſe oz commandement to appeare in any of his Highneſſe Courts at neſtminſter, in oz at any day oꝛ time 
from and after the ſaid Vcas of S. Michael, may tary at their dwellings, oꝛ where their bulineſſe otherwiſe shall lye, 
without reſo2ting to any of the ſaid Courts to2 that cauie, befoze the ſaid Menſe Michaelis next comming, and that with⸗ 
put incurring danger offozfeiture, penaltie. oz contempt towards his Highneſle in that behalfe. And neuertheleſſe 
his Maieſties pleaſure is That two ofhis Juſtices, that is to ſap, oł either Bench one, ſhall the firſt day of Micheelmas 
Terme, called Octabis Michaelis, accoꝛding to the ancient oꝛder ot the Lawes,lie2pe the Eſſoignes ol the laid Octabis Mi- 
chaelis. At which Vtas of S. Michael, noꝛits ot adiournement ſhalbe directed to the laid Juſtices, giuing them autho⸗ 
ritie to adiourne the laid Terme of S. Michael, that is to ſap, From the Vras thereof, vntill the fourth Returne, as be⸗ 
koꝛe is ſaid. And the ſatd adiournement ſhall be made in the firſt day ol the ſaid Vras, commonly called, the day of EL:

Pꝛouided alwap, and his Maieſties pleaſure and commandement is, That ail Collectoꝛs, Receiuoz3, Sherittes, and 
other Accomptants, and all other perſons, that ſhould oꝛ ought to Accompt oz pay any ſumme oꝛ ſummes of Money in 
any of hig Maieſties Courts of Erchequer, Court of Wards and Liuerieg, and of his Duchie ol Lancaſter, oꝛ in any ot 
them, oꝛ to enter into any Accompt in any of the ſaid Courts, fhall repatre vnto the accuſtomed places at Weſtminſter, 
where his Highneſſe hath appointed ſuch Officers and Miniſters, as koꝛ that purpoſe his Maieſtie hath thought ex⸗ 
pedient, and there to pay and doe in cucry behalfe, as though no ſuch Pꝛoclamation of Adiournement had bene had oz 
made, And his Highneſſe further pleaſure and commandement is, That all Sheriffes ſhall returne their Wꝛits and 
Pꝛoceſſe againſt all ſuch Accomptants and Debtoꝛs, at the dayes therein appointed. And ik any perſon oz perſons, 
who ought to accompt oz pay any ſumme oꝛ ſummes of Money to his Maieſtie in any of the Courts and places afoze- 
ſaid,do make default therein, That then his Highneſſe wꝛits and Pꝛoceſſe ſhalbe awarded and ſent fooꝛth againſt eue⸗ 
ry ſuch perſon and perſons, and the ſame to be duelp and oꝛderly ſerued, and returned by the Sheriffes and Officers 

thereunto appointed, in ſuch line maner and koꝛme, as the ſame ſhould haue bene, if this pꝛelent Pꝛoclamation had 
not bene made. And ik any Sheriffe oz other Officer ſhall make default, oz be negligent in ſeruing, executing, oꝛ re⸗ 
turning ot any the woꝛits and Pꝛoceſſe afozeſaid, That then euery ſuch Sheriffe and other Officer, ſhall incurre ſuch 
paines and penalties, as by the ſaid Courts, oꝛ anp oł them ſhalbe tared and aſſeſſed; Billing and commanding all and 
euerphis Maieſties Sheriffes, Officers, Miniſters and Subiects, to whom it doeth oz ſhal appertaine. to obſerue and 
keepe their aſſemblies and apparances with all their Returnes and Certificats, in his Dighneſle ſaid Courts at Weſt⸗ 
minſter in Menſe Michaclis next comming, then and there to be holden and kept, and there to doe their Offices and due⸗ 


ties in euery behalfe, in line maner and foꝛme, as they ſhould oꝛ ought to haue done, ik this pꝛeſent Pꝛoclamation had 


not bene had oꝛ made, as they will anl were to the contrary at their perils,
